Prisoner's Mothtir Collapses Under the 
^tfain — Court Keeps Session 
Ojjeri For V6rdi6t 



Bol.so, July 27.— Tho fate of ■\Villiam 
D. Haywood, secrctary-trcayurer of tho 
Western Kedoration of .Miners, now la 
ill tho keeping of tlio jury. With their 
verdict will como tlio end of ono of 
the iiio.st remarkaolc criminal trials in 
tlie history of the country. 

Today there reinained oni/ the 
cliarge to tlic jury Ijy Judge \V :ud 
lli.s prcsentalion oi tho ca.se was re- 
garded by both .sides as eminently fair. 
If anything, It wa.s the opinion" thai 
the court leaned to the defense. 

Tho courtroom was but half-nilcd 
when tho Jury lilcd m sliorlly bcldru 
10 o'clock. Haywood camo In smilintf 
and bowed a salutation to his ssVL?, 
his mollicr, his two daughters an^J ti s- 
ter, the entire family being'prosent. At: 
Judge Wood toolc "the bench tiie V. 
jurors, who sat directly in froiic. of 
him, wheeled in their chairs, turned 
their backs upon the defendant art! 
his 'attorneys and listened attoativoly 
to tho lengthy charge. The ludge lln- 
Ished at 10:59 a..m., a minute lot^r 
tho courtroom •was c.lcarod,-and at ■.lii!04 
the jury retired beililnd closju ddorj, 
which -will' .open ai^ln'^ only':" when *-'io 
Jtirdrs 'desire to cdminuriicato ivUh the 
coiirt ' 

Ju'dlre 'Wqod's charges and instruc- 
tion's -were- lengthy, making a.joiit i,-00 
words.-' 'After' thanklns the jury for 
the' attention.' they had. given as jurora

Instructions as to the rieoassity for 
Clear and conclusive proof oeyoiiil any 
reasonable, douot of every maip.ri.al act 
wero followed by tho quotiiisr of tlie 
indictment on which Haywood, toKctli- 
er with Meyer and Pettlbone, \vas ar- 
rested. On this subject Judijf Wood 
said: "There are three counLs in the 
indictment, but the subslaiijo of each 
of them is unlawful, wilful, (iel'btrato, 
Iiremeditatcd and felonious kifiin.s' of 
tlie said Franlc Stounenbcrf; with jn.il- 
ice aforetliought. Tho essciiti.-il ele- 
ments of tlie olTeiice charged in the in- 
illclinent coiints are tho following; 
Pirst, th.;rc must have been a killing; 
-second, that killing must have beoii 
unlawful'; tliird, it must have boon wil- 
ful; fourth. It must have been lielllicr- 
atcd upon; liffli, it must li;ivo beon 
premeditated; si.xth, It must have been 
accompanied by malice in the inind of 
the jierson or persons doing the kill- 
ing; and unless these features, and 
each and every one of them, are prov- 
en to your satisfaction beyond :i rea- 
sonalilc doubt, then tiio defendant oaii- 
not in any event be rnnvlctcd t)f mur- 
der In the first degree." 

Continuing, Judge Wood said: "Tlio 
court Instructs tlie jury that if it is 
posslblo for you to reconcile the facts 
In this case upon any reasonable the- 
ory consistent with the iiinoci.mce of 
the defendant, William D. Haywood, it 
is your duty to do so and Ilnd the <h'- 
fendant not gullly- F further instnu't 
you, genileinen of the jury, th;iL -whiio 
proof has been admitted of the coni- 
mi.'-sion of other crimes by the dofond- 
ant and his associates, and tending to 
prn\-e tho commitinent of such other 
crimes by them, it has only boon nd- 
inlii''ii fiir the purpose of Showing tho 
,'xi.--tonco of a ccuisplracy to accom- 
Idlsh certain objects, and that such 
Climes resulted in the death of ox- 
Oovornor Frank Steunenborg. But you 
are privileged to take suoh other mat- 
tor.s Into consideration as part of the 
evldenco In the case, and as incidents 
and circumstances ' bearing upon the 
Iquestloh of his guilt upon the charge 
of the murder of .Steunenberg. 

it makes, no difference, however, In 
this case, >vhat crimes have been com- 
nlltte'd ,ln Colorado, In the Cocur 
d'Alonos ' or elsewhere, or who is re- 
sponsible for the commitment of .such 
crimes, If any there be. 'i"hn defend- 
anr. cannot bo ccinvicted unles.s the 
state has established beyond a reas- 
onable doubt that lie Is guilty of the 
felony of killing Frank Kfeunenborg." 

Judge Wood e.vplaliied at length tlip 
term "consjilracy" wilhln the moaning 
of tho criminal law, and to wh.at ex- 
tent it would lio necessary for tho 
stale to go to prove that Haywood 
was a p.arly to the conspiracy in tho 
present case. "If the prosecution ba.s 
failed to prove these facts beyond a 
reason.able doubt," lie continued, "you 
should find Iho defendant not gulK.v. 

"If, liowi.'ver, you bi.die\'<> In tlii.'i 
case from the evidence beyond a rcis- 
onable doubt, that the defendant. Win. 
D. Haywood, iilded, abetted, advised 
and encouraged tho killing of Steu- 
nenberg, then tho deendant is Riillty, 
and it would bo immaterial whether 
ho wa^s actually present at the time 
o£ tho killing or hot. ■ 

VTbe.jury is Instructed that tho wlt- 
riessVssHarry Orchard, claims that ho 
was an (accomplice In the oommltmont 
ot the "offence charged In the Indict-

Mrs. Carruthers has 
felt tho strain of tho trial more keen- 
ly than any other member of the 
prisoner's family. Today, as the jury 
wont ou^, and her son went baclc to 
his cell she sprang up, threw her arms 
around his neck and kissed him good- 
bye. 

Shortly before 4 o'clock this after- 
noon tho Haywood jury sent a written 
request to Judge "Wood for some ot 
tho e.xiilblts in the case They were 
immediately sent into tlie jury room, 
Tho discussion of the case wa.s going 
on quietly, a glimpse of the room 
showing the j«rors lounging about In 
comfortable attitudes. 

Later it was announced that tho 
exJiibits furnished tho jury Included 
tho telegram sent by Attorney Miller 
of Spokane to Orchard at Caldwoll, 
the telegram sent by Jack Simpkins 
to Haywood saying ho could not get 
a lawyer to defend Orchard, the Pot- 
tibono letter to Orchard at Caldwell 
and the six drafts sent by Iliiywood 
to Sinipkins in December, I'.IO.'). .Ml of 
these exhibits bear directly on the 
Steunenberg murder,! and aro 11. part 
of the evidence of the conspiracy al- 
leged by the state. 

.Tud.ge Wood returned tn the court- 
room at 2 o'clock but thore was no 
sign from the jury rnniii. Judge Wood 
will keen the session open, luid there 
will be nn adjoiirnnieni or rrcoss un- 
til a vordirt Is reached. There Is no 
one allowed !n tlie courtroom except 
the newspaiiormeu and counsel, and 
only a few people on the biwns near 
the doors of tho coiirtrnoin. 

Jud.ge Wood at 10 o'cloi-k tonight 
wont to h!.'; home leaving instructions 
to be called (Hi the telenhone In case 
the Jury .should arrive .at a verdict.

AVitnes.ses examined by the 
court establlslied the fact that Demie- 
tovltcli had imirdered several Jews 
with his own . hands, beating out their 
brains against a rock. Certain gov- 
ernment olliclal's whoso complicity in 
tho organization of tho attaclts on ■ tho 
.Tews was abundantly, attested during 
the cour.so of the.'.'trlal, '.have not yet 
been indicted. •

— An appalling ac- 
cident which has shocked the entiro 
community, occurred during a sharp 
thundo*storin. A party of ton young 
men from Toronto Junction loft Sun- 
nysido about 9 o'clock for a pleasure 
trip in a gasoline launch, the "Dan* 
line," a homo made craft. 

Of the entiro party but one is alive 
and he Is so bruised and dazed from 
the .awful experience that ho can tell 
little of how the accident happened. 

George Shields, 19 years old, crawled 
home and told his friends that a launch 
had upset, but bow many wei'o lost 
he did not know. When a search 
party got to "Wurk it was apparent 
that Shields was the solo survivor, 
and that nine young lives had been 
snuffed out In tho accident. Following 
wero the victims:

Capt. Baird, of tho stearnor Kumcric, 
which brought 1,206 Japaneso to Van- 
couver, said: 

"Our contract was iundoi at Lota, 
Chill, before wo reached Honolulu. 
When we landed our 1,200 Portuguese 
immigrants at Houoluiu. we took , on 
those Japanese for British. Columbia. 
Tho Ha\yailan board:, of Immigration 
was very, mad- over it for we vvere 
taking from, them as many laborers 
as wo . brought them. But this was 
not a matter of seritim.ent, with. us. It 
was business. \Ve.^hatf,tboeniV char- 
tered by the United - States'-^ govern- 
ment to bring the Portuguese frohi 
Madeira, AN'c did so.

A con\eii...on call to the Trades and 
Labor congress of Canada has boon 
Issiied by AlphouKO Vorvllle, M. P., 
president, James Simpson, vice-presi- 
dent and P. M. Draper, secretary- 
treasurer, to the officers and mem- 
bors of all trades and labor councils, 
tuitlonal trade unions, federal labor 
unions and International local trado 
unions o£ Canada. Tho call sots forth 
that tho t'wenty-third annual congress 
will convene in AVinnipeg,'-' 'Monday, 
Sept. 16. 
The call reads in part as follows: 
"Last year, notwithstanding the fact 
that the convention was held In tho e.'^- 
trume west of Canada, namely, at Vic- 
toria, the convention, both In point of 
nuinljcrs and eiitliuslasni, excelled any- 
thing In the liistory of organized labor 
in Canada. 

"With the convention in Winnipeg, 
the future capital of the British empire, 
and fairly accessible, both as to cost of 
transportation and time, all mist r.'cords 
should bo bro]!on. Tho approaching con- 
vention is expected to be a climax of 
tho great, work, of organization for tho 
past twenty-live years in Ca:nada. Your 
body cannot afford to bo unrepresented, 
"\VhllQ the organization of tlio work- 
ers has gone on nio.st .snecssf ully, tlio 
efforts of our oppoiu-iits have never 
been greater or more pronounced, and 
the necessity for close touch amongst 
all branches of labor In every part of 
Cll.'uiada has never been more marked. 
Matters affecting tlio' every day life of 
tho toiler will be the sub.leot of discus- 
sion on each day of tlie convention, and 
tlie importance of your organization en- 
titles It to be heard in the consideration 
of .all theso great questions.

The movements and 
utteranc.'s of the representatives of the 
Liberal mid Conserv.-itlve parties indi- 
cate very clearly that we will havo a. 

I'ral election for the Dominion par- 
llnment In mns. This means that the 
Winnipeg conventlOTi of the annual par- 
llaniont of labor will he the onlv ehnnco 
that:.' the representatives of labor, 
through their Dominion legislative labor 
body, will have of reviewing the work 
done by thei-.-provlnclal exeoutlves with 
reaneo't to indiPDendent political action 
'and taking such steps as they deem 
neeessary to eomplote this work. There- 
fore .It is of paramount importance thnt 
at least evory trnilcs and labor council, 
from ITRlifnx In the east to Victoria In 
the west, .=ihould bo represented by tho 
verv best men. 

"Don't he content to say that there 
will be enounrh thero without S'ou. Have 
your own delegates prespnt. This is the 
irrowing time, and orgnntsted labor nni.it 
|{e^p up with the nrooosslon. It Is use- 
less for von to Invrigh .iTninst unlust

U is 
proi)o,.;i;d to start llie cul 1 1 valloii of 
bamboo h'irgely during tho coming 
suiumer. 

It is expected b.v the .Tap.-mes.i ,gar- 
dom^'S lli.'it, Willi the siicces,<ful culll- 
v.atloii of bamboo, .nnd lli(\v do not an- 
ticipate els(\ a coiislderabie s;ilo of the 
bamboo to furnitur-.i d.'alers would ho 
cnJo>'ed, 

J''urniliirc manufacturers li;ivo no 
nialcrlal which corresiioiids to b.'ini- 
boo. AVIIlow coines as iie;ir It as ,'iny- 
tliln.-^ else now -.is.'d In this country, 
but bamboo Is far different to the 
nianiifactnrc ot that furniture for 
which willow is now us.mI. and for 
many other things besides. Bamboo in 
th(! iiianufaeture of chairs Is as light 
a.': willow, and it i.s very mucli strong- 
er, Sof.'is c:in be nirid.: from it, dress 
suit case..; and scroi.ms. The Japanese 
use it foi- a gr.'nt v^rlct,^■ of iiiirjmses. 
They ilejiend ui>oii It for their chief 
supply of building .material, and they 
make from It inftn.v' kitchen titensils. 
It is us indispensable* tbjthem as phio 
Is on the, contInent,;a,nd'lt;eouId be put 
in this, country, to,<Tisea ;for%hIch pIno 
is not suited. For , Instance, its .hol- 
low centre would muko It a cheap 
substitute for iron pipes and rubber 
hose In carrying water. A bamboo 
stem can bo spilt down Its length, and 
then spread out flat, making a board 
of great strength and of tough liber, 
in cooperage It has high value for 
slaves. Tho green shoots of some va- 
rieties are highly prized In the Orient 
',18 'food. k 

Another very important ii.se to which 
bamboo could be nut Is the iiianufae- 
ture of paper. Old Chinese books were 
made with bamboo paper find they 
have .uidnred for conturlOH, AVIth tlin 
price of paper soaring in this country, 
and with niucli of Ihe paper of pom- 
quality, tli.i government exports ligiiro 
that a, new source of supply is worth 
getting.

THE COUNCIL MEETING 

The proceedings at the meeting of 
the City- j^CbuiieilsPji , Erlday evening 
did not have a tendency to establish 
public confidence in tlio ability oC the 
Mayor and Aldermen to deal with a 
critical situation.

■Supposed' that tho,^gentlerrien,''entrust- 
' Sh with tiio responsibility of govern- 
ing a city wliich had just, more by 
good luck than good management, oa- 
caped a great disaster, and actually 
suftered a'seirere loss in property and 
reputation, would have 'approached the 
consideration of the question to t)0 
dealt with in a spirit which would 
give some promise of useful^results, 
•^but 'sueh was not the case. They 
seemed to stand powerless. They be- 
trayed the unfortunate fact that they 
are divided into two i)arti('.=; and tliat 
none of them lias tlic slighlosl re- 
'Spcct for ' the opinions of the others. 
,Wo (ire prepared to concede to all of 
them a desire to ad'.'imce the interests 
of the city, ^^'o arc not prepared to 
concede that tliey possess those qual- 
ities, which would enable them to 
reach useful conclusions on the very 
Important question of, lire protection 
and a water suppl.\'. AVliat tliey 
might accomplisii if they would enter 
upon a discussion of the subject with 
open minds and without "'personal bias 
against each other no one can say, for, 
unfortunateb' for tlie Interests of Vic- 
toria, ever since Mr. Jlorley has (illed 
the office ' of M^ayor no single subject 
of public interest hais" been approach- 
ed in sucli a spirit. It is pretty safe 
to assiMue tliat, upon any important 
question which arises, the Council will 
divide In a certain way. This condi- 
tion of things Is hopeless. None of us 
know too much about anything, and if 
we add to our ignorance personal bias 
or an arrogant assumption of the su- 
p6rlorlty of our own judgment, we are 
unfit to' deal with problems which call 
for the exercise of wise discrimination. 
■\Ve do not suggest tliat the Mayor Is 
the cause of all the trouble, for we do 
rot think he' isi Wo do not wish in 
these observations to be considered as 
singling out any one individual. The 
citizens are not In :i frame of iiiitid to 
draw fine distinctions. They are 
,w^eary of i^unlclpal biokerlng. They 
arc fast reaching the conclusion that 
nothing useful need be looked for un- 
III there has been a eumpleto change 
in the personnel of the City Council. 

' The Mayor is reported to have said 
at tlie Council meeting in the course 
of :hls comments upon the proposal to 
use sea water for fire protection Inir- 
poses, that water eamiot be advant- 

■ ngeously puniped tlirougli jiipes for a 
greater distance than a thousand feet. 
,Tlio Colonist does not know what 
right the Mayor has to pose as an au- 
thority on tliese matters. If his 
luunvledge and experience in hydrau- 
lics is such that ho Is entitled to 
speak the last word on any subject, it 
Is a matter of surprise that the pos- 
sessor of siii'li i|.iiililies should liavi- 
laiiRUlslied liUr "snujc mute inglorious 
Milton" in the oliscurity of Victoria 
commercial life. Tlie citizens of Vic- 
toria would accept Ills opinion as to 
points connected with the busincBS in 
which he has Iieen engaged hero, but 
they have no evidence at hand to war- 
rant till' opinion that be is (lualilled to 
.speak with aiilliorit.\' upon the best 
method of suiiplyhi!;' a oily with water 
or of providing adeciuato lire jirutce- 
tlon. We do not say, for we do not 
know, that Mr. Morley Is not the best 
water export in j\nierlea. We only 
say that he do.-s not apin'rir to have 
rbcoii so esteemed by anyone exeeiy. a 
small coterie of peoi>lc, who agree 
with him on certain fanciful reforms. 
He said that water cannot be advant- 

■ ageously pumped through pipes for 
more than a thousand feet. In Its lirst 
reference to lire protection by direct 
piniiping through mains the Cidonlst 
mentioned a ca.se where live effective 
streams had been thrown upon a lin^ 
the only force being din-ivod from a 
lire engine worlting directly upon the 
city luaiiiM. Since tlie Mayor made 
the above slntenKUit we liavc taken 
the trouble to ascertain the distance 
of the lire referred to from the pump- 
ing station and lind that It was :!,nno 
feet. In view of tlii.s fact, wlilch tlie 
Colonist has from it.', own knowledge 
and not from what anyone told it, no 
one will bo surprised that we decline 
to accept the Mayor's statement as 
a finality. 

Wo think those Aldermen who are 
oiijioslng tlio redistribution plan — W(? 
arc not speaking of the details but 
only of the principle — are making a 
mistake. To our way of thinking, a 
reservoir full of water wltliout a pro- 
per system of pipes to carry it where 
It l8 needed would bo of very limited 
.service.^ This does- not seem to be a 
'point for export opinion. In dis- 
cus.slng this matter last year the C'ol- 
onl.'it took the position tliat no matter 
what source of supply was adopted a 
reservoir ought to bo pioylded, not 
simply to regulate the pressure lii the 
miilns, but to provide a reserve of 
water to bo used In case of accident 



to the supply pipes. We can under- 
stand how an Alderman might advo- 
cate a reservoir as well as redistribu- 
tion, but .not how he can stand up for 
that as a substitute for redlHtrlbutlon. 
It is to bo hoped, however the judg- 
ment in the Esquimalt water works 
case may go, that the municipal au- 
thorities propose to provide Victoria 
with an abundant supiily of good wa- 
ter under a(UMinate pressure. If they 
do not propose this, they had better 
-leave i the matter severely alone. We 
submit for their consideration these 
questions: 

la It not necessary under any cir- 
clrcumstances that there shall be a 
large reservoir? ■ ' ' , 

Is It not highly desirable under any 
circumstances that tlioro shall be a 
large reser\-iiir'.' 

Is It not desirable that an indepen- 
dent service for lire protection shall 
be provided In- the -congesteij. part of 
tlie city? 

As wo look at the matter, the ans- 
wers to these (lue-sltons are In no way 
affected by the source of supply from 
which water for domestic purposes 

siMill be obtained. They can be ans- 
wered as well now as a year from now 
and woiic can be begun at once, if tlie 
answers ar<! In the aftirinative. 

One of the Aldermen in speaking of 
the use of salt water suggested a fire 
boat as an alternative for a station- 
ary engine. We tliink he Is mistaken 
about the value of lire boats. In a 
harbor where there is a good deal of 
shipping a fire boat is an exceeding- 
ly useful thing, and nothing Will take 
its place, but there are no purjioscs 
for wlilcli sue'li a boat cmdd Lie used 
ashore which' a stationary engine 
would not servo as weil. The nearest 
example we have of a Are boat Is in 
Seattle where tlie Snoqualmlo does ex- 
cellent service along the water front, 
but the sphere of Its operations Is 
limited to a narrow atrip. The pro- 
posal has' been made — wo do not 
know if It lias yet been acted upon, in 
that city to instal a system, of mains 
connected with the .sea to provide Uro 
protection in the lower levels. Some 
years ago the New fork authorities 
wanted suggestions as to the best 
moans of protecting tlio "dr>' goods 
district," and the plan which was 
considered the best was the employ- 
ment of a separate system of mains 
to be supplied with salt water from 
the harbor. 

Wo wish it were possible to Im- 
press upon the Mayor and Aldermen 
that the ([in^stion of fire jirntcction 
and water supply Is a practical piece 
of business and not merely a subject 
ujioii which gentlemen can air views, 
which in the very nature of things 
can bo little more than guesses. We 
wish wo could impress upon th^n\ 
that other cities than Victoria have 
had to deal with just such problems 
and have solved them. We wish we 
could impress upon them that the 
citizens are ready to pay -for an effi- 
cient water service, but will not vote 
a single dollar to be expended in ex- 
periments for which there is no more 
warrant tlian there would be if they 
were rocoinnie}ided by the lirst li.'ilC 
dozen people one might meet upon 
the street. The time has come whi^n 
tills matter should be placed in the 
hands of a competent commission, 
w-itli instructions to prepare a iiiau 
ujjon the adoption of whlcli the citi- 
zens-could vote. This commission 
might consist of one expert of ac- 
luiowledged ri.-imtatioh, . or of such an 
expert and two citizens. AVe do not 
care how it is constituted so long as 
the person or persons to wi\om the 
formulation of the scheme Is entrust- 
ed can be relied on to bring to bear 
upon it both knowledge^ and experi- 
ence. We are satisfied that the City 
Council as at present constituted can- 
not devise a plq.n which the citizens 
will accept, and >ve dpubf If . any city 
council likely to he elected would be 
able to do so. ' 



IVIR.,IVIcBRIDfe CfllTICIZED. 

The Vancouver World ijrlnls oditor- 
lally a long article from a correspimd- 
ont. We assume that we do our con- 
temporary ru) Injustice In thinking 
thai It accepts the views set out in tin- 
CI pniinun icatioM as its own, and that 
the ,-iscriritlon of the article to a cor- 
resiiond(-nt Is only to dlstlngulsli It 
from an editorial. The fact that the 
Times printed the same article with- 
out any credit Indicates that it was in 
receipt of tlie sninie communication. 
We assume tlierofore that tlu; arlicle 
may be taken as liie expression of the 
view.s of the Liberal party. The ar- 
ticle is long. It occupies nearly threes 
columns in the Times. The World di- 
vides it into elfrlit sections. It lias 
evidently boon prepared with great 
caie. 

It begins with an endeavjor to char- 
acterize .Mr. McBrlde as a public man, 
and takes the position tliat lie prefers 
to nialce trouble i-atlier than devote 
himself to the task of developing the 
province. This is grossly unfair. 
Whether or not Mr. McEride possesses 
what the writer 'of the article calls 
"the gonlu.M of statesmanship" Is some- 
thing which lime pnly can decide, but 
ihoro is abundant evidence that he is 
able to talte a-broad and comprahen- 
sivo view of public affairs and to. deal 
with them in a sagacious and succos.°- 
fuV manner. lie liiherlled two legacies 
from his predocessor.s. One was an 
empty treasury.'and an exhausted cred- 
it; the 'Other tho claim' for "better 
ternis." It' Is only a little more than 
four years since ho took plHee. lie 
has converted dellelts Into surpluses, 
and placed the credit of the province 
at a high point. Today Hrlllsh Co- 
lumbia as a political organization, as 
well as a field for Investment, stands 
unsurpassed among the various parts 
.of the Empire. To any one but a 



political parllzan, tills would seem to 
be an achievement of no small magni- 
tude.; fMr/jMoBrlde^.tool^ tho ques- 
tion of better' terms where his prede- 
cessors loft it, and in so doing had -at 
lirst the unstinted support of his pol- 
itical opii^nents In the legislature, as 
was shown by -th^li^espluUpn^ 
If In pressing tlieSe' claims he' was 
"making trouble," as- the writer of tho 
article suggests. Mr. J. A, Macdonald at 
one time was particeps crlmlnis, and 
bo has boasted through thc;'constltu- 
eneies that it was lio who stated for 
Mv. McBrlde the nature of tho. claim 
to bo presented at Ottawa. Mr. Mo- 
Bride iook the "boiler terms" ques- 
tion a stej) further than ills iiredecess- 
ors. llo secured the recognition of tlio 
principle upon which it was-based from 
Sir Wilfrid Lnurlor and ffoih tho pre- 
miers oC all the provinces. He. fol- 
lowed this ui) by pre\-entlng the Ot- 
tawa^govornmcnt from forever closing 
tho tloor against the presentation , of 
lOur just claims. Theso things may or 
may not constitute statesmanship. 
That Is a matter of opinion. 
They certainly sliow tliat Jlr. Mc- 
Brlde was e(|ual to the duties of tho 
hour. Invited to Ottawa by the federal 
Premier to attend a conference at 
which tho question of belter terms 
came up, i\lr. McBrlde has liad little 
leisure, between the time rciiuislle to 
get tho linanclal affairs of tho country 
into shape and the pnopor handling of 
the case for better terms, to give his 
attention to the formulation of a .pol- 
icy of development. Moreo\-er, he 
would have been unwise to liave done 
so, until he saw the results of his ef- 
forts to restore the province to its true 
financial position. He has Inaugural- 
Sd an "irrigation policy, which will re- 
sult In a gre',it addition t.o the agricul- 
tural capabilities of the province, and 
in due lime bo will develop other ad- 
vantageous projects. 

Wo do not propose this morning to 
follow the writer through tho seven 
other paragraphs Into which the World 
divides his article. We propose to re- 
view briefly the positl.m of the i)arty, to 
wliich Mr. McBrlde is opposed, in re- 
spect to the questions dealt with 
above. In as regards the Premier's 
successful efforts to restore the 
credit of the province and 
replenish its empty colfers, tho 
course taken by the Jjiberal 
party in the legislature was one of 
captious criticism. We concede that 
the <luty of the Opposition is to criti- 
cize, and wo are not disposed to ba 
too 'exacting as to the manner in 
wliich that duty is discharged; but 
we can sa.v with iibsolute certainty 
that no part wiiatever of tlie credit, 
of restoring the provincal finances and 
credit is due to the Llberal^party. In 
regard .to "better terms", 'Sve^ have 
already said that at the outset 'Mr. Mac- 
donald vied with Mr. .McHride in 
choosing language strong enough to 
express the Justice of the provincial 
claim. At a meeting held during' the 
campaign preceding Mr. Temple- 
man's eleclion, Mr. John Oliver boast- 
ed that the government had C'ome to 
tlie Liberal sid^ of the house to find 
terms equal to the strength of the 
claim of the jirox-ince. But with the 
IKissliig of the resolution of IDO.j co- 
operation with Mr. JlelBride ccaseU. 
When at tho Invitation of Sir Wilfrid 
liaurier Mr. McBrlde went to Ot- 
iawu, Mr. Templemturs newspaper 
alleged that hi- was only Kolrig In 
searcil of a grievance, and from tliu 
hour of his setting out until the day 
the Conference closed not only the 
Times but other I^llierul p:ipers sought 
by every means In their power to 
frustrate his ellorls. When he reached 
Ottawa he found Mr. Templeman 
there. British Columbia was the 
only province lia\-|ng special claiui.-i 
to present. Most people would have 
supposed that Mr. Templeman would 
have been in evidence and assisted 
Mr. McBrlde to make his case as 
strong as possllile. He was not pre- 
sent at any session of the Conference, 
and there Is no evidence that he at 
any time or In any way, directly or 
Indirectly, lent his assistance to the 
r/rovince at this critical time. Ilia 
abstention from any participiition In 
pressing tor our rights could only bo 
construed as Indicating that he was 
hostiio to them. We are not sur- 
prised llieri'fore tliat the other iiioin- 
bers of the Dominion cabinet declined 
to trouble themselves tibout tho niat- 
t(;r. Mr. Templeman did not even do 
as mucli as Mr. I''ielding, fpr ho did 
make a proposal to Mr. McBrlde, 
wliich Indicated that he thouglit Jus- 
tice bad not lieeii done the province. 
\\'lien the resolutions adopted by the 
Conference were before ParliaineiiL, 
not one of the rei)resontati\-es of BrU- 
ish Columbia, all of whom are Liber- 
als, had so much as a single word to 
say on behalf of the proviiicii. We are 
very sure that .Mr. McBrlde need not 
fear a comparison of his conduct with 
lliat of the Liberal members in the 
Ilouso of Commons from this jirovince, 
Tlieir iiarlizansliiii prijvented them 
from opening their mouths to assist 
a political rival, although he was la- 
boring to secure what every govern- 
ment and legislature In British Col- 
umbia for years past iiad claimed were 
only tho just riglits of the province. 

We shall reserve the other features 
of the ' article for treatment again, 
only .paying now that it seems regrot- 
laide that the writer of it could nol 
have been more car»ful as to his 
statements of; fact. Wo - shall show 
that he his been .very careless' In at 
least one important particular.

If wo sock for 
tiie orijrin ot the Idea that all matter 
is only a manifestation of one sub- 
stance In different f;orms, wc must go 
back to the twilight ot history, for In 
tho earliest records extant, which deal 
Willi any tiling more than ihe doings 
of kings, wo learn of men seeking for 
till! means whereby base metals could 
be converted into gold. Was this pro- 
cess onco known, and is it among the 
forgotten things of an ancient civiliza- 
tion? Tliere seems to be some reason 
for thinking so.

A'ancouvor, July — ITu? t!io su- 
promo court of J^.ritlsh C!iUimbla anv 
powers In matters oC dlvorc^? It ha.H 
ronialned for Mr. Justice riomcnt to 
raise this question, startling the Bar, 
and oven the Ilencli, iiis l)rother 
judgCB, and sending divo'-^ tronl^r.s 
and fears in the veins of r.^ires wlioin 
Brltlsti Columbia has dlvur('ed since, 
in 1S57, the then colony adopted tliis 
law of tho motherland.

THE JAPANESE INVASION 

Hundreds of Those Who Arrived On 
Kumerio Go to tho Prairies 

Vancouver, July '26. — Klovon luindred 
and ninety Japanese from Hawaii 
landed in '\''ancouver today. Tho In- 
vasion of tlie little brown men lia.s 
just begun. The Japanese on landing 
today, prior to harangue in native 
tongue by Consul Morlkawa, deposit- 
ed with him S-'5 each, the minimum 
amoimt immigrants must have in their 
po.ssession before they are allowed In- 
to the country. Tho consiU says pass- 
ports and money will' bo refunded new 
arrivals as soon as tlioy secure em- 
ployment. 

Of the now arrivals H50 will be pro- 
vided with accommodation in Japan- 
ese boarding liouscs on I'owcll stront. 
The others will leave tills aftornnnn 
for Ste^'cston and other points on tho 
Fraser river. 

As soon as arrnngomonfs arc com- 
pleted between 500 and SOD, accortiing 
to requirements, will be shipped east 
t<i work, on the. pralrlo section of the 
Grand Trunk Paclfie. Many of the 
n^w arrivals will bo §flven employment 
in, northern canneries. Others will be 
given work by the Stave Lake Power 
Company. The steamers 'Venture and 
Britannia will also convey the Japan- 
ese to Steveston tonight. 

Kumerio Discharging 

The steamer Kumorlc at noon today 
began discharging Its human freight 



at the ; dock oi Messrs. Evans, Colo 
man & Evans. Three customs officers 
have been assigned to tlic task of ox- 
amlnlng the baggage of tlio new ar- 
rivals, who are being landed in batclios 
of four and fh'c. Tho Inspection soenis 
to bo unusually rigorous. It will ho 
midnight before their task is com- 
pleted 

Tho dramatic feature of the Japan- 
ese invasion was the spectacle, prc- 
Konted when tho, coolies dc£;cended tho 
gangplank. Bach man, acting under 
tlic instructions of llic local .Tapaneso 
consul, who addressed the multllude 
from tho bridge, did not roacli British 
soil until he had deposited $2."), and 
his passport In a spacious gunny sack, 
hold by an ofnclal of tho local con- 
sular agency. Mr. Morlkawa, the rep- 
resentative of tho imperial Japanese 
government, witnessed tho' proceed- 
ings. He explained that the monies 
thus collected would no refunded as 
soon as his countrymen secured em- 
ployment. 

A call upon the Liberal government 
at Ottawa to Immodlately take steps 
to curtail Japanese Immigration Into 
British Columbia was telegraphed last 
nUrht to Sir Wilfrid L,aurlcr by the 
Biheral association of Vancouver. This 
action was decided upon at a session 
of tho executive of that body lield last 
night at tho Liiberal club rooms. The 
resolution anent this matter, which 
was passed, roads as follows: 

"Whereas tho largo influx of .Jap- 
anese into this province is detrimen- 
tal to tho best Interests of the province 
and threatens to unsettle labor condi- 
tions; 

"Therefore bo it resolved llial this 
executive strongly urges uiion the Do- 
minion governmont tho necessity of 
taking imodiatc action by arrangement 
with tho government of Japan, or oth- 
erwi.'io check -such immigration; and 
further, that this executive strongly 
approves of tho stops taken by R. G. 
Macphorson, M. P., In this matter." 

Early yesterday afternoon two little 
boats might have been soon skimming 
the placid surface of the inlet to tho 
anchored British tramp steamer Ku- 
nicric, with Its army of unwelcome In- 
va d ors. 

The first put out from the immlgra- 
tinn detention shed with Dr. A. S. 
Monro and his assistants, armed ^viih 
serious papers. The second emerged 
from tho shadow of Evans, Coleman & 
I'Jvans' wharf with men and money, 
$30,000 in brand now Bank of Com- 
merce twenties and lives.

"They have been this way since thoy 
left Honolulu," said Capt. Andrew 
Baird. "I have never seen a merrier 
crowd nor a finer lot of oriental im- 
migrants." 

The nineteen hundred and seventy- 
four men wore sitting about the deck 
smoking, laughing and chatting. All 
wore well dressed, and v/oro remark- 
ably young and vigorous. 

"Four hundred of tliose -follows 
fought in tho war with Pai.^sia, and 
many of thorn were in the Port Artliiir 
engagements," said Dr. John H. Puph, 
the ship'.s surgeon. Ho agreed with 
tho cajHaln that they wore a fine, 
lii'althy lot of immigrants. 

Upon tho appearance of Dr. Monro 
most of tho nineteen women vanlsliod 
below deck with their ten children and 
babes, later appearing bed'dcked in na- 
tive silks. 

One by one the twelve hundred and 
tlireo passed down the port side of tiro 
ship, where sat Agent-General Morl- 
ayma. 

Hera their names were checked, 
Morlayma- giving, to each a ticket 
which entitTod the holder to one Bank 
of Commerce" twenty and one five. 

But before the presentation of this 
the holder was compelled to pass Dr. 
Monro, who, nt the stern of tho ship, 
was assisted in his examination by ills 
office assistant, Mr. Elliott, Mr. Oknda 
of the Sun Ban acting as interpreter, 
and the ship's surgeon. Dr. Pugh. Dr. 
Hear had also come over with the 
Iiarty of Offlcials. . .

Officers and Executive of Victoria 
Council Decide on I vVfdorous 
Campaign Against OrTent'als 



Tho oflicers and executive commit- 
tee of the Victuria Trade ami Labor 
Council lield an onicrgency meeting at 
Labor hall last evening to consider Ih,; 
inrush of Ja!)aiiesu to British Colum- 
bia. 

Delegate J.olmson, who had Just re- 
turned from a labor conference at 
Vancouver, reported tliat^tliu general 
Impression In labor circles there was 
that some large railroad comi)any was 
responsible for Iho large number of 
Japanese lliat w,;rc at present pouring 
into tills proviiu;e. In fact, tiie olli- 
cers of labor unions claimed to liave 
liosltlvo proof to that elTeet, while oth- 
ers thought that it looked like one of 
W. T. R. Prcatpn's sebeiues, 11,. re- 
ported that R. G. Macpher.son, M, P., 
would, at the request o£ Vancouver la- 
bor council, head a strong deputation 
that wquld at once proceed to Ottawa 
to lay the matter before tho govern 
inent, and urge that a stRong effort be 
immediately made to stop tho Inrush 
of Orientals. ' 

It was decided to recommend the La- 
bor council^ to send several delegates 
from here to join tho Vancouver dep- 
utation. In the meantime a strongly 
worded teYegram has been sent to Hon. 
William Templemanr urging him to ns- 
1st R. G. McPherson, M. P., and tho 
deputation from Vancouver and Vic- 
toria. 

It was further decided to Issue a 
circular letter asking every trade un- 
ion on Vancouver Island to send pro- 
tests to the Ottawa government on be- 
half of their respective unions. 

A circular letter will also be sent to 
every Liberal' association in tho prov- 
ince asking tlieiii to use tlieir influence 
with Premlev Laurler and his govern- 
ment, urging that something be done 
to check the Imm Ignition of Orientals.

the bible slates that the tomb was 
outside aiKl not Inside the eil\-. Now 
the traditional site is not only in the 
city now, l)iit luis always been Inside 
tlie walls. The enclosed are.a harrbeen 
inerenserl from time to lime, the jires- 
cnt walls, within whieh about h.-ilf of 
the present jioiiulatloii dwell, bavliig 
lieeii built either by the CrusailerK or 
the Saracens of the f^aiiie epii(ii, i'hiis 
the lecturer insisted llia.t the tomb 
must be sought outside the present 
walls, proliably on one of the neigh- 
bouring hillsides.

Ho stated to Mr. Dupon that He was 
employed nt the Windsor hotel In Na- 
nalmo and had como to Victoria for 
a little' vacation. Being a' little- short 
of ready cash he Is.nied a chock on 
tho Canadian Rank of Commerce for 
$S, which Mr. Dupon cashed and de- 
posited in tho Imperial bank. As Mr. 
Teeple had no account at the Canadian 
IJank of Commerce hero tho chock wa.s 
sent to the bank- in .\anaimf), where 
it wtis thougiil Teeplo ha<i his ;iccount, 
but from information received hoi-o 
there Is reason to believe that no such 
account existed.

In the MelropolUan ,Methodist church

This wide acquaintance 
has proved of immense value in help- 
ing him to keep In touch with many 
young men Who have been brought out 
by the association as well as through 
the branch organlztitlons.

L. J. Brown Gets Verdict Against the

Anotlier suit for damages for Injury 
in .1 lumber mill was decided in favor 
of tlie plaintiff yesterday, wlien a spe- 
cial jurv in tlx^ case of 1.. .1. lirown vs. 
the Pacific Co.ast Ijumber ceompany 
awarded Brown damages in ?IOnO, says 
tlie Vancouver AV'orld.

Each of them will steam 
ton knots on elglit tons of Welsh 
coal, aad aro specially fitted a.s re- 
gards extra largo hatchOK. steel der- 
ricks and i)Owerful .steam winches for 
the oro carrying trade. 

Both can steam 11 1-2 knot.s and 
•will in ibl.s regard bo as speedy as 
any freighter now engaged In the 
northern Britisli Columbia service. Tho 
business into which these vessels aro 
to bo placed is ono which has grown 
beyond all limits of existing transpor- 
tation facilities and is still growing. 
New mines are being constantly op- 
ened up and new shippers periodically 
enter the marliet for steamship trans- 
portatlon. The result of these condl- 
~ tipns/caused a congestion of ore ship- 
ments in the north -that can only be 
relieved by the addition of new and 
competent ships. 

VThe steamers taken over by the Brit- 
ish Columbia Steamship company are 
In many respects similar to the steam- 
ers Haldis and Halvard, of tho :Mac-

The pirates, 
for such' .they, were, at onco proceeded 
to ransack, the boat, .and took away 
tho sails;.: nets,. yulohs-, anchors, chains, 
all the rice aho" other food, water, 
clothing and whatever money tlioro 
wa.? on board. They then heat tho 
fishermen wltli bamboos after , which 
they bo.arded their own junk arid sailed 
away, leaving the fishing boat at the 
mercy of wind and sea. and tho liaii- 
less crow of nine without a droji ot' 
water ox a bito of food. Tito boat 
drifted .£of. thrco days untirpicked up 
by tho Hsinyu.

When Kipling wrote "Captains Cou- 
rageous,'' a sea tale of tho deop-sea 
lishing Industry as practised on the 
Grand Banks of Newfoundland by the 
hardy marlner.s of Gloucester, I\las.s., 
and tho other New England ports, the 
hoary-headed salts of these places de- 
clare that he perpetrated the worst 
"hoo-doo" against that industry In tho 
annals of the fishing business In the 
north Atlantic, saya P. T. McGrath In 
a letter from St. John, ^<Iewfoundliuid. 

Soon after the publication of Kip- 
ling's book the flieet of the fl.sliing 
schooners began to diminish largely. 
Tho Amy Knight llgnred In the book 
as tho Carrie Pitman. She was pic- 
tured as the comedian of the fleet, that 
was always in trouble and - ivould 
break adrift on the banks on every 
conceivable occasion, compelling ves- 
sels at anchor to leeward of her to trip 
their "kedges" and seek new moor- 
ings at unearthly hours lest they be 
damaged, if not sui]k, by her. Fisher 
folk were represented as saying of her,

ain't no anchor made 'II hold her," She 
sunk while on a voyage along shere 
from Buclt.sport to rio<!kland.

The We're Here, 
the center of the little se.a. drama 
whicli the book embodies, ^^■,■ls really 
tho Andalusia, a riloucester tr.i'.vler, 
which sunk somewher.! off Sable Jsl.and 
In an <.'riulnoetiai' gale and <'arrled 
down lier wlioU; erew with her. A third 
of his group to meet tlio disa.ster was 
the Hope ot Prague, identlfled by the 
fact that "Nick Brady's her skipper, 
tho meanest man on the banks."

It wan no less surprising .a clrcuiu- 
stnnco that In .a pursuit so freqiinnt 
with hazard and perils the fact should 
be offered as a. reason for the loss of 
those vessels that ICIjiling was a ".Jon- 
ah" and put the evil eye on them.

'is 110 dilllculty In any place except in 
I Viincouver, where one Judge Is labor- 
I uig with a list o£ fifty cases, while an- 
other judge Is absent on vaetitlou, and 
'the three remaining judges are in Vic- 
toria; one acting as administrator, an- 
other writing- up a judgment^-and the 
.lit'th apparently In doubt as' to having, 
received proper sumrnons to act. 

"The real ^solution for . all this 
Iroubt'o-ts to -give '.tho' county court 
judges, .more, work .to do, and allow the 
supreme' oburt-judgos to act as a court 
of appeal.

London Times at Tho Haiguo, writlrig 
under date of July l^itli, says: 

At the close of last Friday's debate 
in tlic second section of the second 
cciiiinlttoo on tlie Frcuoli i)roi:osals, 
enjoining an explicit ultimatum or a 
fornial declaration of war before the 
opening of liostilitics, and a pronijit 
notification to iiciitrais, the Aniorlcaii, 
British, and Japanese delegates Inti- 
itiated that Llicy must nialio certain 
reservations. The voting was couse- 
rinently postponed. At the oiJoningof 
the proceedings in tho same sub-coin- 
mlllco today all three powers dcclar- 
ctl their adhesion to tlie French pro- 
posals. General Porter (America) rc- 
inarkcd, however, that, according to 
tlic American Constitution', tho right 
of declaring war was vested in con- 
gress; but this ho thought, was no oli- 
staclo to his adhesion. Tlio coiistitu- 
tioiuil rights of the president in the 
case of the Invasion and defence of the 
territory woiiltl remain Intact. 

Senor Qticscda (Cuba) said that the 
Cuban delegation would subscribe 
nothing contrary to the Cuban consti- 
tution. ^ 

The committee voted first on tiic 
Dutch amendment proscribing an in- 
terval of 24 hours between the declar- 
ation and the commcnconieni of )ios- 
tllltles, after the Dutcit, delegate luid 
endorsed the Russian argument that 
certainly such an Interval might tend 
to a reduction of arinamenta by en- 
abling governnionts to distinguish 
more broadly between a peace footing 
and prep.arations for war. Theamcnd- 
ineut was defeated by IG to 14, with 
live abstentions. 

These sub-coniinitteo votes, I would 
repeat, are not decisive, but they suf- 
liciently indicate tlie present trend of 
opinion. 

The original French proposal was 
tlion jnit and accepted almost unani- 
mously, there being only two votes 
tigainst it .and two al.istentlons. 

The ciuestioii of the period of grace 
to be alliiwed to neutrals between the 
notification of war iiiid the fiiHiiinent 
of neutral obligation.-? was next dis- 
uussed. de Beernacrt (Belgium) 

formally iiroposed .1,S hours. .M. Ren- 
iiult (France) Insisted on tlie necessity 
of a clearer drafting of the proposal. 
It w;ts Inadmissible "to allow ncutr.als 
4S hours in which to violate the obli- 
gations of neutrality."- - 

iM. Asser (Holland), who presides in 
this committee, said that the princi- 
ple was excellent, but it w;is neces- 
sary to distinguish between obliga- 
tions wliich neutrals can fulfil immc- 
tiiately, and obligations requiring time. 
Ho proposed specially to refer this 
lioint to a comlte de redaction which 
wilt bo appointed at the next meeting. 

In tlio course of tho -debate Mr. 
TsudzukI (Japan) em'phaslzed the fact 
that Japan. had declared her adhesion 
only to the orlgrinal French proposal 
as It stood. Tho Qhlnose military 
delegate, Colonol Tinge, mado the sig- 
nlllcant remark that China's experi- 
ence showed that .a definition of war 
itself was desirable, an war had some- 
times lieen made under the name of 
"expedition." The committee saw tho 
point, and there was an appreciative 
ripple of laughter. 

Conversion of Merchantmen. 
In tlie fourth committee an exhaus- 
tive debate took place this afternoon 
on the oonversioa of merchantmen in- 
to warships. ' The president, JI. do 
Martens, took note of tho unanimity 
of the commijttee on points one and 
two of the questionnaire regarding 
the general legitimacy of conversion 
and the tests of conversion, such -as 
the character of tho ctAnmander and 
crow and the existence of a military 
regime. The American Admiral 
Siicrry nevertheless submitted a now 
proposal relating to these tests. 

On tho third point— the duration of 
conversion— an Austrian proposal re- 
quires tluu tlie duration shall bo tho 
whole period of the war, and that 
during this jicriod reconversion shall 
l5o proliibiled. The proposal was sup- 
ported by Admiral t^iegol (Germany), 
while the first delegate of Mexico, 
.Senor lOsleva, e.xpressed his adhe.sioti 
to an Italian proposal restricting the 
rdacc where conversion is legitimate 
to the belilgerent's own terrltoriai wa- 
ters. 

tJenor Ruy dc Barbosa (Brazil, 
road a statement of "general consid- 
erations" to tho effect that tlie con- 
version of nicrchatitnieii into warships 
is really contrary to the Declaration 
of Biiris, l,S,'iG, and amounts to the re- 
ostabll.shment of privateering.

Brief Historical Sketches of Numer- 
ous Handsome Edifices. 

In the aiilumn oC 18DS, tho Rnv. 
Enocli WooO, D.D., then, and lor many 
years superintendent of 'NVcslcyan 
Missions in Canada, realizing- tho need 
of tlio Goppcl for tlie nuiltitudos of 
miners, traders and Indians of the 
ICngllsh colonies of Vancouver Island 
and British Columbia, aiui roprcseutlnf? 
tho case to tlie LOnglisli Wcsloyan Jlls- 
sionary Society, secured a grant of 
.CSOO with which to open a nilssioji 
for tho miners and others who. In 
tho sprlnj? of tho year had flocked hi 
largo numbers to the Fraser river 
country, auti were practically without 
a spiritual shepherd. The Kev. Kp- 
(hralm Evans, D.D, of Kingston, was 
chosen as tho leader of tho band of 
-nitsslonartes, which was comprised of 
Bev. Dr. JSvons, Revs. Ebenezor Rob- 
eson, Kdward White, and Arthur 
Browning. Leaving Toronto In the

church, wlicn, with cmotinnal fervor 
running hlgli, the people were wlll- 
Inpf to do and dare anythlnij for tho 
kingdom of Cod. 

From tho old "niotlicr" church liavn 
hiv^n formed the consrosatloiis known 
as Centennial, Victoria West, and 
.fames Bay, topother with the enthu- 
siastic Sunday school at Spring Kldgc. 

Tlic soldiers' and sailors' home at 
lisqulmalt was projected, and tho woris 
on the Saanlch misslott helped in many 
ways by the Methodism of the city. 
In missionary work there have been 
established regular services among the 



meeting, society classes and Sunday 
school (E. Arman Lewis, superinten- 
dent) are ail in a very flourishing 
condition, as also tho Spring nidpro 
Sunday school, which is attacliod to I lie 
Metropolitan church, and ably supi.r- 
intcndod by E. B. Woscott, of Wescott 
Bros. Tho choir is doing splendid 
work, with Hugh Kennedy as leader 
and Wm. Parsons as organist 

The ofnclals of the church have a 
very optimistic outlook, basing tlieir 
hopes on the magnificent standing of 
today, and their as.iured expectations 
of the rapid and continuous growth 
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James Bay |\\ethodist rGhurch 
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latter part of December, the party jiro- 
ceeded on the fith of .January from 
New York to San Francisco via As- 
plnall and the Panam.-i canal. After a 
f-:tay of five days In tho city of San 
J'-ranclscn, they proceeded north on 
February Srd, arrlvlnpr in Victoria, V.I., 
on Thursday, February 10, 1859. 

The.--n gentlemen liad not the honor 
of preaching the first ^Methodist ser- 
mon In \'ictoria In September, ISjS, 
two ministers from the Fiiget .'^nuiid 
district of the if. K. cluu-ch luougjit 
over a tent, and held ;i number of 
services, but finding that tho Cana- 
dian church was nutldng provision to 
supply the work, they returned to the 
United Stales. Sunday, Februtiry K!, 
1S50, saw the beginning of the work 
of :Mcthodisin as we have it today. 

Dr. Kvan.s preached the Initial ser- 
mon, followed by ."Mr. Whii.' in tlie 
evening. A room In tlie eoiu't house, 
placed at the disposal of tho mission- 
aries by Ciovernor .7;imes Dmiglas, was 
packed by atlentivo congregations. 
Tlie church started with ten member.^. 
Making appllcalifin to tho Hudson's 
]!ay c'unp.'iny, tlii'y secured three lot.s 
on the corner of Pandora anrl Broail 
streets. 

A iiarsonage wa.s first erected, fol- 
lowed by tho laying of tho corner- 
stone of Wesley chnch on tho 15th nf 

August. 

Ills evcellency Ihe governor kliully 
con.M^nteil to iierforin the cen'mony, 
which was witnes.sed l)y a large coni- 
Iiany of deeply-interested peopb- 'I'lio 
church was completed and the (ii iUia- 
torv services were hold on May jn, 
lS6b. 

In lSfi2 the. membership had incrcas- 



Indiiuis, Chinn.so, and .Tapancsc; and 
l.-itterly a small work amoiig tho Hin- 
doos. During tho niinlijtry of the 
Ilev. .T. F. Starr, who ministered in 
Victoria from 188? to 1SS9, It was con- 
sidered that tho old building, was 
hardly suitable to the needs of the 
coiigreg.ation. 

A beautiful .site was .'secured on the 
corner of Pandora and Quadra Ktroot.s, 
running tliruugh to .Tohnson Street, 
anil hi.'re wa.M orcclcd the present 
handsome and cominndious structure 
known as the :JIetropolitan church, a 
Iniildln.g c.-ipablo of seating nearly 
ISOO peo]>le, with artistic lines and 
acoustic jiroportle.f refloctln.g groat 
credit on llie arcliitect, T^fr. Thoma.s 
lliirpi'i-, of the firm of. Hooper and 
Watkins, of tills city anil Vancouver. 

'J'be clinrch was oiienoil for worship 
during tlic ministry of the late Ilov. 
Coverdale Watson, tlic dedicatory ser- 
mons I.H'ing nreached by. tlio Ucv. J. 
.Starr, who was brought from Toronto 
for that jmrpose. Tho building and 
alto cost In tho nnlirhborhood of .'JOO.OOO. 
It Is one of tlio liaiidsoinost .structures 
on the Coast, and spealcs well for tho 
lil.cr.i I ii y of its j>roinotera, and those 
wiio iliii'ing (he year.s have done lieroic 
worlc in sustaining It by tholr conUn- 
uous givlngs and Indefatigable worlc.

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"UMicn tho indomitable cxploi'cr, Jac- 
tiues Cartlor, first .sailed In Canadian 
waters, about two hundred years ago, 
ho llttlo dreamed -'that pn-i tho other 
Bido of tlio Atlantic,' In the ancient 
seaport of St. Mulo, a nionumont would 
bo erected centuries later to perpetuate 
his name as the pioneer trader in what 
was destined to \ become one of tlio 
world'is 'great routes of commerce by 
sea. His was a great achievement 
.against great odds:. I3ependl&g_. en- 
tirely on wind and sail, he buffeted 
■ the gulf gales, and broug-lit what 
would now bo regarded as little more 
than a flsheifnan's sloop into the tide 
waters oC the greatest Inland waterway 
In tho world. But the name ol' Jacques 
Cartlor, notwitlLstandin.-:; liis ptreat feat 
of discovery, is scarcely more signifi- 
cant in tlio liistory of: the navigation 
of Canadian waterways and of Cana- 
dian slilppliig tlian others wlio have 
come upon tho scone some centuries 
later, and who liavc been outstanding 
figures in the various epochs in tho 
evolution of ocean and inland naviga- 
tion. Be It almost-enough to say that 
to Canada may be claimed the credit 
for producing the first vessel to cross 
the Atlantic with no propelling power 
apart from steam. 

Four Centuries Elapsed. 

■\Vliilo we now regard Cnrtier's 
means of navigation as entirely prim- 
itive, It was not until within tlio 
tourtli century after lie navigated tlia 
St. Lawrence that steam became an 
actual factor in the propelling of ves- 
sels at sea. And It was not until 1852 
that Canadian shippers really awolie 
to their opportunities, when jrcssrs. 
Allan, the pioneers In steam navigation 
between Great Britain and Canada, 
made a contract with tlie Canadian 
government to provide a mail service 
between the nid country and the new. 
That was an important day for this 
country, and with the granting of that 
first sub.sldy l)y tlio government for a 
trans-Atlantic mail service went an 
impetus to Canadian slilpping that is 
felt even to tliis day, and which has 
succeeded in building up between 
Canadian ports and tho great shipping 
centres of England, Ireland and Scot- 
land, a stoanisliip service that ranlvs 
all round witli tho best in tho world. 
"Allan" Stands Pre-eminent. 

In considering the growth and 
changes in siilpping between Canada 
and the old country, even going bade 
to almost tho beginning of the nine- 
teenth century, tho name "Allan" 
stands out easily above all others, and 
Indeed, It Is Impossible to deal with 
the history of Canadian shipping with- 
out giving large place to' tho succeed- 
ing generations of those who have 
borne the name of Allan and who have 
been connected with the various com- 
panies with which tliat name has been 
so long identified. Few persons living 
now can trace this claim fartlior back 
than tho advent of the most promin- 
ent figure of all, that of Sir Hugh Al- 
lan. But Sir Hugh was not the first 
of his historic stock to navigate our 
waters. TIio founder of tlio Allan 
line was really Captain Alexander Al- 
lan, father oC Sir Hugli, a youth, wlio 
early evinced a yearning for the sea. 
This lad, after serving Ills apprentice- 
ship, soon rose to tlic command of a 
brig called tlie Jean, a vessel that was 
employed to carry supplies to the Duke 
of Wellington, who was then cam- 
paigning in the Peninsula., Two years 
later, in 1812, Captain Allan- sailed for 
Canada In search of new cargoes for 
his vessel, and it is Interesting to 
note that his first voyage from Glas- 
gow to Quebec started a line of steam- 
ships that has gone back and forth 
with Incroa.sing numbers and impor- 
tance dnriiiB eighty-five years. 
Equipment Rapidly Equipped 

In llu);-;e days wind was the pro- 
pelling force, and the voyages were 
consequently long and suliject to great 
perl! and liardship. But the business 
was nrofilablp, aiiri by the end of eiglit 
:,-ears Captain .Vllan increased his 
eeniipmrnt by four larger vessels than 
the Jean, and inaugiirati^d ;i n-giilar 
service of clipper packets. I'^ew jicr- 
sons now have the length of days to 
x-ecail tho experiences of a voyage 
across the Atlantic In those times or 
to look upon tho great ocean grey- 
hounds of our day. and at the same 
time enjoy a rotro.sncctive view of the 
small yet picture;. luc craft that, ini- 
niedlately preceded the turning point 
In the history of marine navigation. 
But any one, however lacking in lm;ig- 
ination, could form at least a moder- 
ate idea of wliat It meant for Cap- 
tain AUan to surmount in Iiis day, 
with bis fragile, wnndon vessels, the 
same winds, the same Icefloes and the 
same rocky coasts tliat in this tweii- 
tiptli century, against iili the advan- 
tages of advanced engineering Bklll, 
.sometimes make prey of the great le- 
viathans n[ the deep.

Ho 
acted for twenty years at Liverpool as 
managing owner, of the line, and when 
ho died his two nephews, Robert and 
James Allan.'succeeded him, and have 
been representatives of lUe line at 
Eilverpool for the. last thIrty-sIx years. 
Bight years after -Captain Alexander 
Allan's first voyage to Canada, tho 
fleet of the Allatx line consisted, among 
other vessels, nf the C^anada, the Fa- 
vorite, tlie Brilliant, the Bonde, the 
Pericles and the Cypsle. Doul.itless 
these nai'ios are familiar to persons 
Htm living In Canada, because the 
vessels that carried tliem were tavor- 
it-': mcan.i of transportation across the 
Allanile In tlio.s<' days. Twenty years 
later, .if'er Iron h.-id I'onie into use as 
a malerliil or Klilpbulldlng, the Allan 
n.-el eoiilalned the Stralliearn, tlie 
?.I Inei'va. (die Htra tliblii ne, tlie Glen- 
fhiarl, the i ;ii'iilffcr, tlio Annlllan and 
Ihc rtoniKda!. 

Hufjli Allan'B Advent, 

M;uiy miiim will bo curious to 
knov/ ttometMne about tho advent of 



Hugh Allan, who afterwards became 
so well known all over; Canada. Ho 
was one oi; five .sons of Alexander Al- 
an. Tho other four sons were James, 
Byrco, Andrew and Alexander. Hugh 
camo to Canada in l.SL'ti, and five years 
later entered into partnership in the 
shipping business witli Miller, Edmon- 
stone and company, a firm whlcli lat- 
er beciune Edmonstonc, Allan and 
comiiany. Elglit j'cars hater Hugh's 
brother Andrew 'came out and soon 
entered the partnership with ills bro- 
ther* About twenty years later Mr. 
Bdmonstone retired^ and. from that 
timo to the present the affairs of tho 
Allan line on this side of the Atlan- 
tic have been conducted under the 
firm name of H. and A. Allan. After the 
death of tho founder of this line, two 
of tlio sons, James and Alexander, 
conducted the business In Glasgow, 
wiiiie their brother Bryce took charge 
of tho office at Liverpool. That left 
three brothers in the old country and 
two In the new Tho Imsines.'i, which 
w\as by this time well established, be- 
gan to expand rapidly, but for forty 
years it continued under tlio inanage- 
inent of the (juintetto of brotiicrs. 
lltigh became tlio most prominent of 
all, and in 1S7.', in view of his sei-%-ices 
to Canadian commerce, he was re- 
commended for Knighthood, and re- 
ceived that distinction from Queen 
Victoria in 1871. 

Son Also Honored By King. 

Although tills kuightliood did not 
carry with it hereditary rights, Sir 
Hugli's son, H. Montagu Allan, had the 
same distinction bestowed upon him 
a few years ago by King Edward. The 
Allans .at present identified with the 
service are as follows: Sir H. Mon- 
tagu Allan, Mr. Hugh A. Allan, Mr. 
Andrew A. Allan, Mr. Bryco J. Allan 
and .Mr. W. li. Allan. 

The first regular steamship ser\'ice 
between Great Britain and America Is 
credited to Mr. S. Cunard, of Halifax, 
who made a contract with tho British 
government in 1850 to provide a fort- 
nightly service of mall steamers be- 
tween Liverpool and Halifax, an<l on 
to Boston. That was followed, hov. - 
ever, two years later, by a contract 
between the Canadian government and 
McKean. McLarty and Lament, of 
Liverpool, for a fortniglitly mail ser- 
vice between Liverpool and Jtoiitroal 
in summer, and Liverpool and Port- 
land In winter. An attempt was made 
to carry out the contract, but the re- 
sult was failure, and therefore the 
contract was cancelled. Notwith- 
standing so discouraging a circum- 
stance, H. and A. Allan, .iust one year 
later, 1853, agreed with the Canadian 
government to provide the s.ame ser- 
vice. To carry out the objects of this 
agreement necessitated great addi- 
tions to tlie fleet, and as steaniship.s 
had Just begun to replace sailing ves- 



sels, the time might bo regarded as 
of considerable sJgnllicancQ in con- 
nection wlth tho history of tho growtli 
of shipping to and from Canada. Tlio 
first steainor to bo built was tlio 
Canadian.' She was ready In 1853, and 
was followed soon by tho Indian, tho 
North American and the AnglOrSaxon. 
Summer and Winter Terminus 

It sliould vbe remembered tiiat at 
that time tho Intercolonial railway 
had hot 'been undertaken, and so thoro 
was no r^lway between the Maritime 
Provinces and tho west MontrctU 
was the sunimer terminus on this 
side, but there had to bo as well a 
winter terminus in order to provide 
an unbroken yearly service. Tho 
Grand Trunk railway was completed 
to Portland that very year, 1S53, and 
therefore Portland became the winter 
torininuy of tho new stmimsliip line. 
However, tlie Intercoloniid was yet to 
come as a conditiim .)f Confedonitlon. 
It was completed in 1870, connecting 
(iucbec with Halifax, which tliercafter 
hecamu tho winter port of tlie Allan 
line of Koyal mail steamships. 

Six years later the f(n-liilghtly ser- 
vlco was increased to :i wei^kly ser- 
vice, wliicU lies been continued ever 
since, 

Tlie Increasing opportunities • for 
triuie between t.'aiiada and Great Bri- 
tain would not iiermit the Allans to 
rest contented witli this achievement, 
so plans wore continually being con- 
sidered to embrace new routes and 
additions to the fleet. In 1862 a\lIno 
was established to run botwoon Glus- 
g.iw and Montreal, and it becaino so 
successful that ten years later tlio 
service was Increased to a permanent 
weekly service. Later again Canada 
was placed In direct connection by 
steamer with London. 

Canada Had Not Emerged 

It should not be overlooked that 
during all the years of which mention 
has already been made, the steamship 
companies doing business between 
Canada and Great Britain were at a 
great disadvantage, because Canada 
had not come into the limelight as 
one of the countries of now and great 
possibilities. Neither had our own 
people been aroused to the Import- 
ance and the magnificent possibilities 
of our export trade. Tourists were 
not coming this way in great num- 
bers, and indeed, wo are scarcel.v yet 
coming into our .nvn in tliat respect. 
The United States was the comitr.v In 
tho world's eye then, tinil attention 
was generally attracted tliis way. The 
steamship enmiianies doing business 
betwi'en Xew York and the l.-irge ICur- 
ope.iin porl.s enjoj-ed aii overulielmin.g 
share .)f jiatrnnage, Init ne\-ert hel(<s.«, 
the t^anadian companies more than 
lield tlxeir own, and forged ahead with 
creditable perseverance. Although In 



those days, and eVen now until quite 
recently, many persons thought it 
sounded well to bo able lo say they 
iiiul Sillied lo or fi-oin New York. It is 
gratifying to know that as far hack 
as 187S, wlien Princess Louise and 
tho iNlarquis of Lorne camo to C:in- 
ada, tlicy chose tho steamship Sarma- 
tlan, one of tho Alhui liners. They 
were so well jieasod with tlie voyage 
tluit thev returned by tho same ves- 
sel. 

Luxurious Second Class 

In tliose days, and even down to 
iibout ISDO, tho second cabin accom- 
modation, which has become a feature 
of modern ocean travel, was scarcely 
an appreciable quantity, the provision 
lor tho comfort of • the ' passengers, 
apart from the first cabin quarters, 
being llttlo hotter (than Is now provid- 
ed in tiio steerage apartments of the 
most modern vessels. Tlieso condi- 
tions, iiowever, have altf;»getlier chang- 
ed, for to travel "second ciibln" now 
in a vessel such as the Victorian or 
Virginian, the new Allan line turbine 
sleamshi|)s. Is to enjoy the luxuries of 
the a\-erage well-to-do-h,)nie, iind liet- 
ter tli.aii the first caliin accommoda- 
tion was even just a decado ago. 
'I'here has been gnnd reason fnr these 
changes. Canada, within tlie l;isl ten 
years at least, has eiijus'ed a tremen- 
dous impetu.>, and travellers and tour- 
ists of all nianiier anil means are com- 
ing this way, and In increasing num- 
bers by the direct steiinisliip r.Hltes.

seas. Trade with Groat Britain has 
also advanced with onornToiis strides, 
and therefore the steamship conipan- 
los liavo felt \s-nrranted in providing 
u .service that would compare v/itii the 

I best anywhere. 

Canada's Advantage 
Tliere are two tidvantages to Can- 
ada — shortness of route and natural 

I beauty of scenery along the St. Law- 
rence river from the Gulf to Montreal. 
These two things, shortness of route 

I and beauty fof scenery, are really of 

I great Importance. Of all the persons 
wlio travel almost everyone does it 
either for business, for pleasure, for 
he;ilth, or a combination of two or all 
of these reasons. If a person travels 

I for hiisiiiess, he wants to reach his 
destlnatlou as soon as possible, If for 
pleasure tn ha\i' as much omfort as 
possible, and to ceme into contact 
M'lth new and altraetlve things; if tor 
health, to ,sep wliatever temls to at- 
tract and solace the eye anil to en- 
counter the things that refresii and 
restore. For these reasons, if for no 



other, tho Canadian route Is bound to 
Increase in pojiularity witli amazinig 
rapidity.

AVe lietir a, 
gretit deal nf talk- about a fast mall 
service, about short routes but P is 
doubtful wlietlior the general imlillc, 
and even many of tliose who do a 
good deal of the talking, reallv api)re- 
clate the meaning of what tl'ioy pre- 
sume to discuss. ' 

Ocean- Travel Problem. 

While this article is not Intend !d lo 
he a technical consideration of the 
economics of shipbuilding and sldp 
operating, there is at the same tinio ,1 
lopo that It mtiy servo lo give some 
idea Of what a great ami involved 
pioblom a serious consideration of the 
ocean transportation question really is 
.According to conditions In Canada t'vo 
things miLst conlrihutc' to tho support 
Of a steamship— p.asseugers and goorls. 
CI course a. vessel can he iiinfltalilv 
oiierated between (Canada and Creii't 
Britain, depending entirely on gooiis 
for revenue,- but It Is Impossible as vet 
to throw the goods out and deiiend en- 
tirely on pn.ssengers. 

But that seems to be'ex.'irtlv what- 
must happen if the speed that is talk- 
id about .so much Is ever to be accom- 
plished. Every knot that is added to 
the speed of a vessel after It has at- 
ttilned wlitit is now regarded as a fair- 
ly high rate, say of sixteen to twentv- 
two knots, means tlie elimination of a 
tremendous amount of cargo space in 
order to provide room for the Increas- 
ed sixe of engines and coal hunkers. 

'I'ho new largo Cimarder.s, for in- 
stance, are being set out for a, speed of 
twenty-five linots an hour. To 
attain that their makers have li;id 
to ahandim almost entind.v- the Idea 
carrying freight, the spr.ce usuallv 
given o\-i'r [.,,■ that inii-|.o,-;e being re'- 
quired (nv the e\ir,-i engines, lioHor 
rooms and coal bnnliers. 

Thousand Tons Pet- Day. 
^ It is cstimiited that a vos.sel nt the 
Cunard type will consuuie one tlious- 
!ind tons of conl every twenty-four 
lKuir.=i. and of course that moans ;i 
proportionalel\- hirgo number of men 
lo handlo tho coal and of sruice lo 
contain it. The design of tlie vessid 
must of necessity also, be extremelv 
elongated both from well amidships 
forward to the bow and also backward 
to the stern. In order to cause as little 
friction as possible passing througii 
the water. To carry out a. design of 
that kind, mueii of the siiace that is 
ordinarily reserved for cargo has bad 
to be abandoned altogether. It Is es- 
timated also that It takes .lust about 



twice as much motive power to drive 
a vessel at llio rtite of tweiily-tivo 
knots an hour at It takes lo lirivo at 
the rate of twenty-two knots an liour. 
To tho Inexperienced mind tluit ap- 
liears to bo tremendously out of pro- 
portion. If it takes, say, 2:>0 tons of 
coal a 'day to run one of tho Allan 
(urblue steamers at an average speed 
of seventeen knots an hour, the differ- 
ence between the cost of running a 
vessel oC that type and one of the 
large Cunarders of a speed of twenty- 
11 vo knots would bo readily appreciat- 
ed, especially when it Is considered 
Hint the latter will consume four or 
llvo lime.s as mucii coal. But coal is 
not tho only tiling. There tire as well 
the men to hiuidlc it, the space to put 
It ill, and the men also to run the 
extra Itirgo engines. 

Crew of an Allan Liner. 

Each of tho Allan turbine stcamslilps 
employs .1 crew of 350, while a crew 
of one of Hie l.argo Cunarders numbers 
well up towjirds l.L'OO. Tho Allan tur- 
Iducr Victorian or Virglniiin is well 
eiiuipped with a crow of 'J^iO. So largo 
ail army of men as 1,"00 working in 
tho lower portions of a vessel at sea 
is a thing of tremendous significance, 
and it might well be regarded ns a 
real menace rather tlmn a help In time 
of genuine peril. Men who worlc in 
the holds of great vessels aro of ne- 
cessity not of tho higher order, and it 
is not to bo expected of such lliat they 
dlsjila.v chivalry and heroism in case 
of di.-^aster. It is enough to imagine 
wliiit might be tlie result to an equal 
number of passengers were a sinlsing 
ship to disgorge a thousand of these 
mo on to the uiiper docks, vicing with 
one another for a •means of safety. 

A good idea of tiie differenco in tho 
cost of nuiiiitaining one of the large 
steamships as conipared with the 
snialler vessels may be formed from 
the fact that vessels of a.jspeed of 
twenty-five knots can carrypractlcally 
no cargo at all, while a' Vessel such as 
the Allan turbiners, which maintain a 
speed' of seventeen knots', carry i;,000 
tons of cargo, and vessels of the typ 
of the Tunisian and Cprsicdn, with a 
speed of fifteen knots, carry fi\c 
tiiousand tons. 

Cost of Speed Increase. 

It may bo seen, therefore, that to in- 
crease tho speed from fifteen knots to 
seventeen linots me.ans a diminishing 
<if cai>aclty from 5,000 toiis to 2.000 
Ions, wliile to iiicroasi? ine speed from 
seventeen knots to twenty-five knots 
means the cutting out of cargo allo- 
gother. Briefly, that is tho great 
problem that confronts Canadian ship- 
owners today. It would no doubt bo a 
very nice thing to see vessels that 
could maintain a speed of twenty-flvo 
knots sailing up and down the St. 
Lawrence, but if that picture Is ever 
to bo realized. It looks as if there will 
liavo to ho an entire rc\olution in tlio 
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A fresh appeal has recently been ' 
made for the preservation of tlio blgj 
game of East Africa. Piapidly. as; 
compared with the ages wliioli li;i\'c I 
l3ecn consumed in evolving tliciii. the! 
great animals of the earth aro disaji- 
petiring everywhere. The whale i.s be- 
coming scarcer year by year. The 
plains no longer tremble beneath the 
hoofs of the herds of the American 
bison. To find a white rhinoceros is 
considered worth months of wander- 
ing over the parched veldts of equa- 
torial Africa. Before the railway and 
the gun the great game is retreating 
to the fastncsse-s, and there are left 
few spots on the globe where the 
sportsman may find tlie giant des- 
cendants of the fauna of other eras. 

Almost the only place where one 
may go to find big game in abun- 
dance is the equatorial region of 
.Vfrica. There one may still fiiui tho 
big -African elepliaiit, the rhlmuM^-os, 
tho hlpiiopoiamiis, and tho crocodile, 
wliicli havi; tilmost disappeared from 
their historic home, tho Nile; tho gir- 
affe, the silent-footed lion, tho leo- 
pard, tho slow-moving eland. the 
zebra and various mombr'rs of tlio an- 
telope family, it is evident, however, 
that unless measures are taU'en to pro- 
tect them tlicy will disappear .is their 
kind already havo done in South Af- 
rica. Fifty years ago that part of 
.Africa teemed with the same kind of 
animals. 

Ij'nfortunately for the giraffe, his 
skin was especially suitable for longj 
whip lashes, such as tho Boer needed > 
In urging his trek oxen over tho veldt, j 
The African elephant has very fine; 
tusks. The elopluint can keep pace | 
with thi^ arrows of tlie Idacks, o\-eii | 
though they be poise,ned. but with the' 
breech-loading rifle in the liaiids ofi 
tho reckless sportsiuan, and of recent | 
years also in thosi; of the lrre.spoii-| 
siblo ebon iiativf, the eleniiant I'.allsj 
behind in the struggle for existence. 
The tiny bullet in its effect ivi'iiess 
may be ii triumph of iho Ingenuit.v of 
iii.an when it can bring to Ills Ijnees 
tlio giant among animals, liiit some- 
times one regrets its caipacity wlien 
one realizes that the life of aii animal 
wlilcli has required twenly-live year;; 
10 maturo litis boon cut off in tlio 
twinkling of an eyo The wiilte-taiied 
gnu, the bontebok, the blesbok. the. 
true quagga, the mountain zebra, the 
roan antelope, tho Capo buffalo, the 
so-called white rhinoceros, the black 
rhinoceros, tho hippopotamus, and tho 
ostrich have all disappeared from tlio 
Capo region. Those animals aro also 
disappearing from tiieir itist .strong- 
hold, tho equatorial district. 

It is said that oniy'a few years ago 
most of those aninuils sliowerl no fi<ar 
of man and wandered nliout Jn ills vi- 
cinity with Irnpunlly. living at jioacc 
with him. Today the elopliaiit evades 
man and is with difficulty found. Tr.a- 
velers in those re.glons desciMbo tlio 
tricks by which the (depliaiits have 
teamed to a\-oirl him in tlielr few 
.\-c;irs of knowledge of llio wliile man 
and Ills gun. Some of them aro tricks 
which would do credit to an even 
more sagacious animal , and, .remind 
Olio of the sagacltyof the American 
Indian. 

The Crafty Elephant, 

Tho olopliant uses ills trunk and ills 
olfactory organ to learn of approch- 
ing danger. In iOastciii Africa ho fro- 
queiiis llio hills in order to lake art- 
Viintago of tlic frequent eiuingos In 
llio dlrf.'ction of tiic ^^•ind which occur 
ns tlio sun elianges its liititude. 
Throwing his trunk into tho air Crom 
time to time he can detect the approach 
of man from a considerable distance. 



'I'lieii off ho and his feliows go at a 
si)eed that will tax the swiftest run- 
ner. This iie will mantaln for hours, 
maldng it difficult to keen up with 
liim. When he and his lellows de- 
cid.,- it is safe to stop lliey take shel- 
ti-T beneath a groxe nf trees, where 
tlicy will stand in .absolute silence for 
liour.s — that is, silence so far as It Is 
within their power to control it. Un- 
fortunately, there Is one clew which 
they cannot conceal: It Is the noise 
of digestion. The great bulk requires 
large quantities of food for Its main- 
tenance, and tho operation of digest- 
ing tho liranches and foliage In lils 
in.unniotli laboratory can be heard I'ar 
enough away to servo as a guide to 
tlie iiunter. 

The evidences of destruction of large 
numbers of elephants may be found In 
the Ivory markets. In the Antwerp 
iruirket alone It is .^ald that tho tusks 

of IS, ,500 Congo elephants are received 
each year. The African ole]dianl has 
much larger tusks tli.-in the Indian ele- 
pliant. A pair weighing 450 pounds 
were once taken in Africa, one ot 



which Is now in the British museum. 
The average weight for a pair, iiow- 
e\'er, l.'^ ahiiut one hundred jioimds, 
cempai-ed ^vitll about forty-five pounds 
for the ludlan idephant. The ivory 
from the female clepliant is preferred 
abi)\e all other ivory fin- billiard balls. 
It is asserted tliat In the wliolo viist 
IClImanjaro district, where thousiinds 
of elephants a few years ago lifted 
their bulky forms across the veldt, 
there aro today not more than 250 or 
300 left. 

Thirst for Ivory. 

"i'lie liiirst for ivory,' said .Air. Schil- 
lings, 'has for many .years been the 
eiinso ot the formation of armed liordes 
In German East Africa. These hordes 
will pursue tho elephants with powder 
and shot on their own account or are 
hired by native agents. They often 
travel tltrough whole districts, clear- 
ing tho place entirely of elephants. 
They are exceptionally well iirnied 
witii rifles and are accustomed to liunt 
large elephants in hands of three or 
more. They hunt them in their cus- 
tomary refugees — In dense jungle — 



and lire only wdien (|ulte close. Tlie.vj 
t;iK-e lllglil after a few shots, as th'e 
animal often makes a rush toward 
dense clouds nf smoke. flften they I 
follow wounded bi-asts fur several I 
day.>i. I'lver.v rifleman marks Ills own 
litirticular shot with a i)i-culiar sign in 
order that it uia\' be ascertained who 
gave tile death wound. 

'AH of the .ve.-ir bSnii. tlio ntitivo 
"political tigoiit" of the station at 
Mosbi had a monopoly of elephant 
shooting in Kihnanjaro. Ills peoiilo 
tr.iversed the whole district in iarg(! 
btinds. The practised and trustwor- 
thy ]ien]ile of the company pro\'lded 
tho caravans with wild game of all 
kinds, tho best shots devoting them- 
selves to elephants. At some springs I 
found dozens and dozens of rhlnoc(M-n- 
ses, "^murdered by these "Wuku." 
They also succeeded in destroying 
numbers of giraffes, much sought tit- 
ter on account of llieir liides. The 
samo rejiorts were lu'ard iibout other 
parts of the country at tho same time. 

Tho rhinoceros al.so is dependent up- 
on his sense of smell fur security. Ills 



Varieties of Seaweed Used for Food 



Tho harvest of the sea is a idirase 
which covers a varied collection of 
Ijlaiits, living creatures and Inunimatc; 
tilings, useful or ornamental, cdilile 
or iiitii ketable in one way or aiiollier. 
,A iiriniiu't of tlu; si^a little known to 
townsmen, or even to most l:;nglish 
shore folk Is the seaweed which loi-iii 
an article .if food. Seasldi; visitors 
are faiiilll.ar v.itli many of the iiiarlne 
growths v.'hich, for Hie most part, aro 
sn beautiful In their watery habitats 
and so devoid of beaut.\- — save In those 
i'\aniples which bear ilryiiig mid jires- 
sliig — when drawn therefrom, liiil pro- 
bably very few of such \'isltors are 
faniiliiir with the purp.ises to which 
elsewlieie liie iilg.ie known to sclcnco 
as t.'lva jatlssiiiia, Piu-pliyra lacinlata, 
Jliiodyiiieaia. palmata ;ind l.'hroudrus 
crlspus, are put. The first named, in 
more fainllliir language. Is green lay- 
er, the second purple laver, the third 
dulse and the fourth carrageen, or, 
less correctly, carageen moss. All aro 
frequently still used for food on the 
Scottish and Irish coasts, and are said 
by those strangers who have tasted 
them to be by no means unpalatable. 

Laver Is usually regarded as the 
best Of edlblo seaweeds. Long ago 
what was called seaweed bread or 
layer cake was comnioiily ^old In 
Swansea market, wliithor ■ It was 
brought from the coast of Gower. A 
periodical writer of sixty years ago 
said Hint In the market the cakes 
were offered at a penny and two- 
pence each. The laver wiis got close 
lo low water m.ark, and had to be 
waslied well In sea water to tree It 
from stmd. It was then boiled — f(u' 
tv.'elve hours in the summer and two 
In the winter — and seasoned with 
salt. The weed g'rew raiiiilly on the 
(iower coiist, except in whiter, and 
Wits renewed every s|iriiig tide. l,;iver 
Is, perhaps one of those tilings Hint 
y.iu iiave to (Udllvute a Itistc for, iind 
"tastes vary. Soutliey, writing to hl'a 
uncle from Keswick In 1827, after 
rccoruing tlio very usual event of tlin 
arrival of a pacel of liooks, continued: 
"A casket of laver is tlio only other 
arrival I have had. Cuthbert (his 
'son) Is tho only one who wlii partake 



of it with me, and we deliglu in it,' 
But the Keswick liousi-hold seems to 
htivo liad 11 weakness for tho occa- 
sional uppeiirancc on tin; talile of 
strange dislu'S. Soutlie.\' iiuMitloiis 
that one evening they bad ;i rat roast- 
ed t:.)r siipiier .-iiid in-otests that it w;is 
very good, although very young, and 
was nioi'(! like roasted pig than any- 
thing el.se. The inily member of the 
liarty who did not apprechite the 110- 
ved dish was .Mrs. Ccderidge. But ap- 
jiareiilly .Mrs. Coleridge and her sis- 
ter. iMrs. Southcy, drew the lino at 
seaweed; yet laver was certainly .'l 
much more possible dish than roast 
rtit. 

Southey w;is by no nieiins singular 
in liking it. Anstey, of tlie 'New. Bath 
Guide' fame, tells us iiow 'fine potted 
Laver, frosii Oysters and Pics' wore 
among the good things on!ered to the 
fashionable visitors to Bath; and 
many years before Anstey enhanced 
the gaiety of English readers the 
weed was known to cooks us "sea 
lettuce.' An excellent sauce for mut- 
ton used to be made £rom laver. Mor- 
timer Collins, In one of his many no- 
vels — 'Siiuire Silcliester' — makes one 
of his cliiirticters reniiirl;: 'You don't 
get no moor mutton with liot la\-er 
sauce every day.' To iirescnt day 
cooks — f.)r Porpiiyr.a l;ichlnl;ila is not 
known even to iirbiin kitchens — laver 
conies in tli(> form <-(debrated by Ans- 
tey. i.e as a iinlled jelly. When 
Southc*' talked of a 'c.aslcet.' his as- 
sumed, graiidiloiiueiice prtdiably cov- 
ered a. slmiilo, humble ']iot.' The pol- 
led laver to be iireiiared for use has 
lo be stew.'d with butter or a little 
grav,\-, \vlille the s<iiieezing of lemon 
jiilce Into tho mixlufi' Is .-ibsobilely 
essential. 'Phe iirofesslimal guide, 
whose careful direidimis w f lia\-e 
suiiiiiiarizefl, after saylii.g that Ihe 
dish thus dressed, adds tlie significant 
remark tliat tiie ttisto for laver Is an 
actpiired one. Tiie Itivor, or stoke, as 
It Is iiioro generally called, which is 
used on Irish and Scottish coasts, does 
not go through so elaborate a culin- 
ary process. Thero are Islands In 
Lough Strongford, the great arm of 
tlio sea that penetrates County Down» 



..m tlie northeast of Ireland, which an; 
in great repute for the stoki. which 
is gathered there. .Many of the ijee- 
ple living in that |iarl nf the coiiiiiry 
eai stoke nccasloiia 1 1.\-, not from ne'- 
cessit.\-. but Iji.'cause ilicN' llki^ It. 

The oilier edilile meiiilier.s ol the 
iilgae family, dulse iiml ciirragreeii. ' 
are in very common use, especially I 
the former, among Irish folk who live I 
near the sluu'e, and not merely lii tin- ', 
miu-.- iiox'iu'l .\-st rickeii <listriet.s of ihe 
W"sl. .Maii.v good iieople consiiler ; 
dulse rather' in the ligiil >d' :i delicacy ! 
especitilly for cliildreu. and every one ; 
can admire the beauty of its red m- ; 
purple fr.nids. .Air. Harrlc-, in his ' 
'Window in 'l.'liriims,' shows that Scot- ! 
tisli fidk are tis familiar with dulse as ! 
the Irish. lie spealcs of tU; 'diikse- 
man' going his roiiiiils with slimy 
boxes containing Ills wari's, .•iiid In- 
forms us tliat 'dulse is roasted by 
red heat." This suggests u iiriniltive 
form of cookery of the kind dear to 
the hearts of boys. Many years ago 
•dulBQ and tanglo' was a frequent 
street cry In lildlnburgh; but tin: 
dulseman no longer penetrates the 
closes and winds of the ScoltWn capi- 
t!il. — London Globe.

groat hide protects him against tho 
onslaughts of other animals and tho 
arrows of the native, but -against the 
ileet and ])cnetratlng bullet It Is of no 
avail. AVhen his huge hulk rises in 
tho gra.ss against the sky he presents 
a templing mai'k. Unlike the eloiibant, 
lie has ;i fetitliered sentinel to warn 
him of tlie approach of man. Usually 
when ;it rest a bird .'iliglits ujion bis 
beck for the purpose of feeding upon 
the vermin wiilch annoys tho blganl- 
nial. His entire bade Is sometimes 
covered wltli tho friendly birds. He 
sleeps in peace, certain that when the 
cliarp eyes of the birds detect the ap- 
proach of an enemy they will fly away, 
thus warning liim. 

The White Rliinocoros. 

The horns of the rhinoceros make 
him valuable, f,ii- they are not Infrc- 
qiientl.N- tlirue fert long and have been 
Icnown almost live feet in longtli. 
Sometimes coast traders receive bun- 
dles containing the horns of four liun- 
dred rhinoceroses, each of which was 
at least fifty years old when kilted. 

The so-called white rhinoceros, 
which has been" almost exterminated, 
next to the elephant is tho largest 
mammal treading the face of the earth. 
Half a century ago tho species was 
still so numerous tliat English sports- 
men were aide to kill sixty of them in 
the course of a few months In tiie 
neighborhood of tho Orange river and 
Zambesi. 

Tho wdilte man. rather tlian tho 
lilack, is rcsponsilile for the destruc- 
tion of the rhinoceros. It is told of a 
CeniKin who went tn British East Af- 
rica In cnniKH-tiou with a ut(i]ilan iin- 
ileiiiildng, that afi^T Ills jiolilicul 
scheme faih'd, he, uitli a comptmiou. 
;ilii)li(>d himself In the reckless slaugh- 
ter of big game. In the course nf two 
CO' thri.'o >'eai's he killed one huudreil 
and fifl,\- rliliiocerosis, being iiimself 
liuall.N- killeil by one. Ills companion 
.'dint one hundred ami forty more. 

Owing to the slow propagation of 
the riiinoceros. it is estimated that 
should no more be killed It would re- 
quire sover.al centuries to repair tlie 
loss wliicb has been entailed in East 
.Africa. 

In British I'^asl .\frica seetlons nf 
the countr.v have been set iqiart for the 
lu'eservation of tlie animals. Licenses, 
for which a, fee is charged, and which 
permit the destruction of only a cer- 
tain number of animals, must be se- 
cured hy the sportsman before he can 
shoot in tliem. Unfortunately even 
this form of protection Is insufflolent, 
iis there are few men employed to 
guard tile reserves and there is much 
'jioacliing' liy natives and wliites. 

in an article recently publlslied in_ 
the National Keviow, urging belter' 
protection rd' the big game of the 
world befiM-e it is too late, the follow- 
ing nieusures were proposed; 

"I'lie annual nnO careful supervision 
\iy the olliciais of the reserves, under 
Hie expert advli'o of Ihe game ranger, 
of the g;mie to be killed under licenses 
111 the ensuing >'ear, taking account of 
the aliundnnce or scarcity of each 
sjiecles, 

"Pile ])ro\dsion of an adequate staff, 
siilllclent to render Hie reserves prac- 
tically inviolable and to supervise the 
whole question of shooting and taking 
of tiie game.

system of propulsion at sea. Under 
existing conditions no steamship com- 
pany in Canada woui.l scarcely under- 
take to provide vessels tliat would 
maintain a speed of twenty-five knots, 
unless the government would subsidize 
tiiom to llio extent of almost bank- 
rupting .the . public exchequer. The 
newAUahi-turbih'ers. are of.12,000 tons 
regl-ster. If they had to maintain a 
speed of Iwonly-nvo knots they would 
havo to bo ot about 30,000 tons re- 
gister. 

Those wlio advocate a fast steam- 
ship service should stoj) to consider 
wlictiicr llioy would bo v.dlling to back 
up a private company with public 
funds sulllciently to enable the project 
to bo successfully carried out. " ' • 

Speed of Mail Boats. 

As it Is, wdth vessels of a .speed of 
seventeen knots the mails from Great 
Britain aro landed in Canada in about 
six days' time. The Virginian has ac- 
tually landed them In' live days, four- 
teen hours. It Is a" question, therefore, 
if to out that time down to five da^■3 
or a little loss, the great expenditure 
necessary would be warranted. It is 
out of tlic question just now to pre- 
sume tliat tho Canadian route could 
maintain a largo and higlily expensive 
cxclusi\u passenger biisinesH. It is 
not even cert;iln tliat tho Now York 
route will malnttiln it pi-ofitably, but If 
it should maintain It wdth prolit. con- 
sidering the difference in wealth and 
population of the United States with 
Canada, we can at least hope that the 
<iay Is not far dlstanot, when the Can- 
adian route will do likewise. .How- 
ever, with steamships like the Allan 
turbiners wo aro pretty well equipped 
after all. Tho Allans were the llrst to 
put tho turlilno theory into actual 
practice in trans-oceanic navig.atlon. 
They are, therefore, tlio pioneers in 
that respect. To them as a Canadian 
company also can credit bo given for 
other Initial stejis. Tlioy were tho first 
to build a steel ocean steamer, which 
was tho iBucnos Ayrcan, built in 1881. 
They were tho flrSt trans- Atlantic line 
to use bilge keels on vessels, beginning 
in ISSl witli tlio Parisian. 

Turbine a Success. 

It should be satisfactory to all who 
are interested in Canadian shipping to 
know the turbine in ocean navigation 
has not proved to be the failure that 
so many persons predicted. On , tho 
other hand, the owners appear to be 
greatly pleased with tho venture. From 
tho standpoint of tho passenger, tho 
Allan turbiners leave llttlo to be de- 
sired, and that, after all. Is what the 
public care most about. But from the 
owner's standpoint tliere seems to bo 
certain limitations; for inst.ance, tho 
turbine would not be tho most econom- 
ical means of iiropelling a vessel of 
less speed than tho Victorian or Vir- 
ginian, or in otlicr words, than a ves- 
set with a speed of loss than seventeen 
knots. As vessels ot the size and tj-po 
of the Allan turbiners seem to have 
reached about tho maximum practic- 
able in the ocean steamship business, 
to .the St.jliawrence,^ for some illme-at 
least, ,it is only reasonable etc suppose 
that they 'WiU stahdlas the model of 
the highest present day a.ttalnment for 
our waters. . . /: 

What is "Turbine?" ; 

For the benefit of those to AVhom the 
name "turbine" does not convey any 
clear idea, it may be eajdalned » that 
the mode of producing rotatory motion 
In tho shafting and Its attached pro- 
pellers is, in principle, tho same as 
that of the old-fashioned windmill, the 
force, in turbine, however, being steam 
instd'ad of wind, and tlio angled arms 
and sails of tho windmill being repre- 
sented in the turbine by metallic vanes 
set on tlie surface of a conical casting, 
wlilch forms, by attachment, the for- 
ward end of tlie propeller shafting 
these vanes, working into counterpart 
fiutings on a fixed, surrounding, hol- 
low casting, complete the device. Tho 
sletmi, entering at tlio forward end of 
tills combined arrangement of blades, 
can only find passage by forcing the 
parts attached to the shafts Into rapid 
revolution. Bushing along with tlio 
momentum due to its volume and 
lioilor pressure at one end, supple- 
mented by tlic withdrawal of atmos- 
pheric pres.sure by means of powerful 
air pumps operating at tho other end. 
the steam Imparts a steady, unceasing, 
ret-o-y m.u'ement to the propellers, 
utilizing to the best advantage the 
Whole boiler power of tiic ship. 
"Description of the "Victorian." 

A few words on tiic "Victorian," 
which apply also to the "Virginian," 
might not bo out ot place. Her 
length is 540 feel; iter breadth, 60 
feet; her deptli. 40 feet G inches. She 
is divided by bullclieads into eleven 
comiiartinenls, iuid with tlie sub-di- 
visions of lier doulile bottom She has 
twenty water-tlglit spaces. She Is 
built lo the liigiiest class of the British 
Corporation Registry of Shipping, and 
lier hull has boon specially strengthenr- 
ed above the requirements of the cor- 
poration in order to make her doubly 
secure against the heavy w< ;iilier oC 
the North Atlantic. The first-class ac- 
commodiition, which, as usual, Is amid- 
ships, is of the most complete and ap- 
proved order. Perfectly heated and 
vontiiated staterooms, find suites of 
rooms, it spacious and weil-litled din- 
ing stiiooii, an elegantly appointed mu- 
sic room, and a luxuriously equipped 
smoking room are some of the fea- 
tures. Not less conil'ortablo propor- 
tionately iire tlie second class quarters, 
and, as alie.idy indicated, third class 
passengers tire catered to in the most/ 
lilieral manner. Electric . light 
througiiout, a complete printing outfit, 
and an inslallatlon of Marconi's wire- 
less telogriipliy are among - the ar-- 
rangenients for tlie comfort and con- 
venience of passengers. 

Cargo-Carrying Facilities. 

Tlie cargo space available is, , not- 
withstanding tho largo complement of 
passengers, comparatively large and 
the facilities for Its rapid handling and 
disohargo are of the most up-to-dato 
and elllclent nature. Four large der- 
ricks are arniuged on each mast, the 
lifting capacity ot each being up to 
seven tons. These, together wltii two 
crano post derricks, making ton in nil, 
for the working of whlcii ten double 
cvllnder steam wdnches aro supplied. 
Special attention has been given to the 
arrangement of the cargo holds, and 
tho ordinary round pillar supports for 
the declis liave been largely discarded 
in favor of special girders for the re- 
ce))tion, stowage, and discharge ot 
cargo. Insulated chambers for tho 
carriage of fruit , and dairy produce 
from Canada aro provided in' conjunc- 
tion with- refrigerating plant. 

AAMilie It must bo admitted that the 
posfllhilitieH of ocean navigation aro 
still uncerliiln, it Is safe to predict that 
as far ns Canada Is concerned tho 
liioneer nnme of Allan will long con- 
tinue to be iiKsocjated with the highest 
attainment In this most Intricate sci- 
ence and picturesque art. .

Press Photography.

He passed away a few weeks ago at 
his beautiful residence, Bowden Green, 
built by himself a few years ago on 
Pnngbourno Hill. 

Called as usual at 8 o'clock. Sir Beh- 
janiln replied tljat he would be at 
breakfast shortly. As he did not go 
down, , a servant went to his room and 
found , him lying dead on the floor In 
front .of his dressing table, with his 
face, lathered. Death was found to he 
duo to heart laihiro. In his sixty- 
eighth yco.r, Sir Benjamin had been iil 
foi only about a wfiek, during which 
he had ceased to go to London, as was 
his daily custom. 

In Sir Benjamin Baker, Bngland 
loses a son wlioae ijcaceful triamph« 
have added to tho glories of the race. 
Alike, to ]'-gyiititiii felkilieen, for -whom 
he , turned ile.serts into fertile valleys, 
and tho people of London, for whom 
he made rapid transit possible, his 
death may 'well como with a sense of 
personal sorrow. 

It has of|"n. bi'eii said that s^ir Hen- 
janiln Bttker stepped frem obsciu-ity to 
fame by the construction of the i'"orih 
bridge. This is not \\-holly cori-ect, for 
long before tlmn his i>t-ofi'ssi(i!ial fame 
was assured t-.ir outside Kngkiiid, 'I'lie 
son of Mr. r.eiijanilii liakn-, of i 'ar I o 
he was born in J.'ilD, anil he rcci-lved 
ills lirst training in ti .Soutli Wales 
Iron works. l-^rom there he entered 
the ollices of ."^ir .Jolm I-'oivler, the well 
known consulting en.gineer. 

Bridges and Tunnels. 

Mo soon inttde his iiiaik .-is a s])rc- 
lallst on span-bridge work tiiid on liiii- 
nelllng. lie wrote, a liook ilctiliug with 
hanging span bridges, tiiat \vtis trans- 
lated Into many languages and he iii- 
VCliled ti iim'iiUKllic siiield which en- 
abled luiiiieling to be carried on in 
KHfetv In shifting soil williout eiidting- 
erlng adjoining btiiiiiln.gs. 1J>- began 
long experiments in tlie seienli!ic tesi- 
Ing of stccV used ill the iiitinufticture of 
railway tires and axles. His invention 
of the pn 'um.-iti.' slib-bl has since made 
tho tiuiiieliug 111 towns possible. His 
work on rtiilwtiy steed brought about 
Imrirox-.'iiients that iilone have enabled 
the more modern type of heavy, high- 
spoeil trains to be run. 

In Decr-mbiM-, 1S7!) the wliolo world 
Wiis horrllied by tlie news of tho de- 
struction of the Ttiy bridge, north of 
Kdliibttrgh. Tlie entire bridge had 
been blown by a tremendous storm 
Into tho water, and a train that was 
liasshig at- the time was wholly swal- 
lowed up. As one result of this, a 
suspension bridge In course of con- 
struction over tho li'ortli at Queens- 
ferry was abandoned, and Mr. Baker — 
who was now a partner with Sir John 
Fowler— was called upon to design a 
now bridge that would resist any 
storm.' 

Tho Forth bridge was" tho outcom'e, 
the most marvoioiis piece of bridge - 
building tho world has known. It took 
-over soveii years to construct, and was 
not completed until March, isno. IL 
cost two and three-quarter millions, or 
with tho railway approaches over throe 
millions, and is over a mile and a half 
long. Its three gn;<at towers, each .380 
'««t aboVQ the .hlgn-watcr mark, .and

Ho was li'ying- something unliuown in 
engineering work before, and at every 
j.oint there were fresh problems to 
be solved. "When tho bridge was open- 
ed by tho present King, Mr. Fowler 
wa.3 made a baronet and Mr. Baker a 
knight. 

Men will dlspiifft whether tho Forth 
bridge or the Nile Dam is to bo es- 
teemed tho crown of Sir BcixJamiii 
Baker's iifo. In each of these tlie de- 
ceased would have boon tho lirst to 
protest against the entire credit being 
given lo hlmsclr. In tiie c-Ji;'--' rucl ion 
oi the bridge Ills senior partner and 
the contractor, Sir Williatii Arrol, did 
sjilciidid work, although the credit for 
the design is Sir Ib-ajtimin l!;ik<>r's. 
In the comiiletion of the dtun .'-=ii' l,'.eti- 
jamin ]3aki-r shared the honors wit!) 
Sir .Tohn Aird, the i^ontractor. 

Tlie sttipenilous work on tlie dam 
may lie judged from the facts that the 
wciglit nf iiiasi)iif.y alone was over a 
niilllon tons and tliat the ikun stretches 
for a mile and a quarter across the 
stream, tuid is tweiit>--four feet wide 
111! fie- toll with a seventeen feet road 
running between tlio parallels. Jt not 
only improves the fertility of the hab- 
itable belt along tho Nile, but turns 
three hundred thousand acres of des- 
ert into rich soil. 

Origin of tho "Tube." 

To tlie peoplo of Loudon, .Sir lleiija- 
luiii may remain liost known ;ts the 
Idoneer of the "tube" railway. W'itli 
Ids ptirtiier, Sir .lolin Fowler, ho had 
been sjieclally Interested in tlio old<-r 
form of underground railways. It was 
found that the cost of constrTicting 
these, due to the enormous compon.su- 
tion payable for houses destroyed on 
tlie lino of route ate up all possible 
prolit.s. One ySeotlon of the .^District 
railway cost at the rate of a million ;i 
mile, and a section of seven miles cost 
over live million. This was obviously 
prohibitory. 

How was it to be remedied? Sir 
Ceiijamln Baker's earlier Invention, tho 
pneumatic shield, pointed the way. He 
became consulting engineer first of the 
London Times, where, by cutting under 
the roadways without disturbing tho 
surface, tho cost of property disturb- 
ance was avoided. Tho success of this 
plan revolutionized London trafllc. 

It is impossible to give even a gen- 
eral list of Uio great schemes ttpon 
which tho engineer was employed or 
of the. honors showered upon him. Both 
were far too numerous. Tho ship rail- 
way across tho Bay of l'\mcly, several 
of tho groat river tunnels, iiuich rail- 
way work, iuul innuniorable seliemcfi in 
America and Canada wore pl.-uincd by 
him. kiesldcs his K.C.M.ii., given on 
tho opening of the l.''orth bridge, lie 
was niiulo K.C.B., for his sefvlees on 
tho Nile Dam. His profosslon bestow- 
ed on lilm tho highest honor in its 
power by choosing him as president of 
tho Institute of C^lvll Knglnccrs. Ho 
wast a . Fellow of tlio Royal Society, 
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versities, including Cambridge and Ed- 
inburgh. Dublin unlverglty made him, 
v. ith r.ord Armstrong, a lionorary mas- 
ter of i-higineering at tl^e time of Its

JOHN THE BAPTIST, 

"When you sit in church today listen- 
ing to the tones of the^orgah asMt fur- 
nishes a prelude to the service of 
prayer aiicl praise, lot your mind run 
back to a distant atro and a far coun- 
try, and iC your inuurinatlon is c(|ual 
to the tasic, try to call u|) lliat wulrd 
figure, In tho wilderness — a jnan 
. . clothed^ With a leathern girdle about 
his loIns,'"''his "face bronzed with tlio 
sun of the Jordan valley, his body 
brown from long exposure to the vary- 
ing moods of Nature, possibly his Iniir 
long and unkempt. On his feet there 
maj' have been sandals, although per- 
haps thoy were bare. Doubtless he 
was a vigorous specinion of manhood. 
V/e know that he was a man of un- 
daunted courage. When you have call- 
ed up the' picture, perhaps you may bo 
able to hear In the tones of the organ 
an echo of his historic words: "Re- 
pent j-c, for the Kingdom of Heaven Is 
at band," and perhaps you will not be 
able to do so. If the curtain of the 
centuries could be lifted, and before 
your eyes, as you sit In your conifort- 
able peu-, thorp could bi> llashod nn 
actual iioi-trayal of .Tobn ihc Baptist 
as he was, do .von think, good sir or 
madam, that you would recognize the 
man, who Is esteemed In the Christian 
religion as tlio forerunner i"" I he Mes- 
siah? "\Vo fi-ar that you v.'ould not, 
but, unless you were told otherwise, 
would contdude that your fancy had 
played you a trick and had conjured 
up some wandering tramp. There Is 
not in all history a weirder figure tlian 
that of the liaptist. "Let us sec If M-o 
c an got our.seUes a little closer to hini 
than he .appears in the New Testament 
story, the writings of the theologians 
or the stained glass of cathedral win- 
dows. 

Wc do not luiow very nuich aliont 
.Tohn. The llrst chapter of St. Luke's 
Gospel tells of the circumstances of 
his birth and his boyhood. Tho third 
chapter of IMattliow tells of his asso- 
ciation with Jesus. Tli(> sIxtc.Mitli chap- 
ter of tho hist mentioned Gospel tells 
of his death. He is mentioned In Rome 
other places in the New Testament; 
but all we have is a very fragmentary 
account of his career. As nearly as 
can be estimated he was about thirty- 
three yoar.'^ old at the time of his ex- 
ecution. He was the son of Zachariah, 
a priest, and his mother was a sister 
to Mary, the mother of Jesus. He was 
sly months the senior of ;\lary's .Son, 
The circumstances of bis death are 
familiar to every one- John Is regard- 
ed by the Christian Church as tlio last 
of the Hebrew prophets. The central 
pcinl in his teaching was that wliat 
!ic termed "the Ivin.gdom of Heaven" 
was at hand. It is not very clear what 
hfc understood by this; but that one 
feature of his expectancy was tho ad- 
\ ent of tlio promised Messiah is shown 
li.- the fact that after he was thrown 
into prison by Herod, he sent liis dis- 
ciples to Jesus to ask if He wais the 
Deliverer who should come or If they 
should wait for another. What ho 
meant by the expression "the Kingdom, 
of Heaven" we can only surmise, but 
that it was something associated with 
divine ruiorship .seems evident from 
liis constant counselling of repentance 
go that his lullovv countrymen might 
be prepared for the impending change, 
and by the question which his follow- 
ers put to Jesus, as above mentioned. 
Wo Shalt not stop to inquire Into the 
nature of the cxpoelatton of the ,Tcw- 
Ish people, which w.-ns i.robably one 
Into which a gre;it deal of error had 
crept. We are more concerned witli 
the light which the brief story of John's 
career casts upon the character of 
JosuB, for it seems prolilable to en- 
deavor to look at the Founder of our 
Faith as nearly as we can with the 
eyes of those Who knew Him person- 
ally. 

John was .Tesus' cousin. He doabt- 
les.s knew tho latter as a growing boy. 
Ir. fact he is tho <inVy indiviilual. who.si; 
s-iyings have come down to ,,ns, who 
can cast tho least light upon the boy- 
hood of Christ. It is interesting to 
remember that they wore both boys, 
or little more than luicb, when they 
),rgan their work. .lolin was thirty, mo 
1'. is estimated, when he went out into 
the wildcrneSH to preach his doc trine- 
of repentance. Presumably the earlier 
part of his life was spent under cir- 
cumstances which .c;ave him many op- 
portunities of association with Josu.s. 
He must have been a powerful orator, 
for many people followed htm, and In 
pclnt of fact he founded .a rcjligious 
sect, although doubtless wltiiout In- 
tending to do Ro, which lasted for a 
considerable period after his death. 
But tho point to bear in mind is that 
; he knew Jesus personally, and that 
'before the Great Teacher addressed His 
first audience, before He had evi>n 
given any evidence that He appreciated 
tlie greatness of His own mission, John 
declared His Bxoellonce and his own 
cemparatlvc un worthiness. Just for a 
moment let us digress. All readers are 
familiar with tho story of tho miracle 
of the water that was turned Into wine, 
that event which Milton as u iud Is 
said to have described by the lino: 
"The conscious water saw Its God, and 
blushed," 

When the mother of Jesus told Him 
that tho wine w:is exhausted, .sho said 
to tho servants to do whatsoever Ho 
teld them. She knew that He possess- 
ed unusual powers.- Hero wo have a 
sidelight upon His character, but the 
filrongcat of all such lights is cast by 
tho sayings of John. Theso show that 



[by His, ppritcmpdrarles , and those who 
I knew Him' 'best, . 'Jesus : was looked 
upon ivs one possessed of extraordinary 
attrlbtites. When we appreciate tills 
we begin to get a new Idea of tlio 
Gn^at Teacher. AVe see Him, not as .a 
man wlio became powerful In tho later 
years of His short life, nor as one who 
derived His influence from' His crucl- 
r.xion, but as one, who from early 
br.yhood \vas marked out b.v unmistak- 
able qualitios as able to redeem tho 
people. From regarding John we tret 
a clearer view of Jesus. The latter's 
I followers might be charged with exag- 
geration. I^ater wi'llers mlglit be ac- 
len.sod of not being able to discriminate 
I between fact and fancy. Theologians 
In-.ight bo charged with developing a 
Icl-nractev in keeping with their creeds. 
But none of these things can be said 
of John. He spoke as the contempo- 
rary, the boyhood friend, the near 
relative. His testimony could by no 
possibility be coUu-ed by after events. 
We grant that his opinions were form- 
ed in iin atmosphere of Hebrew tradi- 
llcii, which led him to expect a Mes- 
siah. "We grant that doubtless he In 
c;.nimon with thousands of others 
were looking for the coming of a Mes- 
siah. Hut when we bear in inliul tlie 
truth of the iirineiple eniincialed by 
Jesus Himself in regard to the honour 
whioli a man has In his own father's 
house — a principle as old as humanity 
itself, and which we have in modern 
days exprosseil by the maxim that "no 
one is a hero to his valet," we see 
more clearly the significance of tho 
statement of the strange preacher in 
the wilderness, when pointing to Jesus 
l;e said: •■Lleliold the I.amb of God, 
Which taketh away the sins of the 
v/orld," 



ZENOBIA 

One Imndred and fifty miles north- 
east of Damaseus there were many 
years ago, and perlinps there now are, 
two copious springs of water, a rare 
thing In that arid 'land. When Solo- 
mon was King at Jerusalem ho liiiilt 
up .a trade with all neighboring coun- 
tries, and the conveyance of goods was 
by caravan. In order to facilitate traflle 
with Persia and India, it was neces- 
sary to have a proiier way station .and 
so he built a city at the sjirlngs, which 
he called Tadmor, from the palm trees 
wliich grew njion its site. Twice in 
the Bible that great king is credited 
with founding this city. So there can 
be Uttlo doubt that he dfd, although 
some writers have supposed that tlio 
Tadmor of Solomon was further to tin? 
south, and tliat the city by tho springs 
had some other origin. Be this as It 
nui.v, long before the Christian Era the 
sl()|)plng place of tho t^aravans was 
a place of Importance, and aflerwiirds 
under its Latin name of Palmyra be- 
came one of the greatest centres of 
wealth and power In all the world as 
known to the Romans. .-Xt tile time 
of till' t.'aesars great' roads connected 
Palinyr.a with the sea, over whicli the 
products of Indian and China wore 
drawn by horses. East of the city 
tliere were caravan trails only. Over 
tliese caine the long iirocessioas of 
"ships of the desert" laden with silks, 
Jewels, perfumes, spices, precious 
."tones and probably sliver and 
gold. They stopped at fainiyia, 
where tlio precious burdens were un- 
loaded, to be replaced with products 
of Roman or Grecian art and with cor- 
al from the shores of tho Medlterrane- i 
an. The city was semi-independent. It 
levied a heavy toll upon all merchan- 
dise, which i)assel tlirough It, .and 
sold the w.atcr from Its weils at a 
ju'ofit.able price to the travellers, who 
on their eastern journey had to take 
with tliom live days' supplies to Inst 
until they could replenish their stores 
from the Euphrates. So the city be- 
came Rreat and powerful. It had ,a 
co.smopolitan pojiulation. TVlerchanls 
from Uoaie met traders from India and 
Arabia Felix in her streets. Adven- 
turers from Persia and Egypt asso- 
ciated in her m.arket jilaces, and so it 
came about that when the Clirisll.an 
Kra opened Palmyra had not ac- 
knowledged the- supremacy of Rome, 
neither had it submitted to the dom- 
in.itlon of Persia. Rome saw in this 
senil-independent state ti buffer 
:igalnst Persian aggression, and en- 
coura.c,'ed tlie deterui Ination of lis rul- 
ers, who had begun to stylo them- 
selves kings, to maintain themselves 
against all comers. These princes 
were not slow to avail themselves 
of this oi)porlunlty, and in A.D,, 201, 
Odenatus, king of Palmyra, had so ex- 
tended his power that he was recog- 
nized by the Roman emperor as rul- 
er of tho East, by which wo are to un- 
derstand that portion of Asia which 
lies between the Euphrates and tlio 
Mediltei-.'iiie.'iii, This icrlnce ^vas a 
very active soldier and was constant- 
ly at war with Persia and oven with 
the Scythians far to thg north. Dur- 
ing his ah.sence tho government was 
administered by Zenobia, Ids queen, 
and when lie fell a victim to tho as- 
sassin's knife, she '^ssumiid tho reins 
of power on behalf of his sons. 

Zcnobia showed herself more th.an 
the equal of her :ible husb:ind, whoso 
memory she cherished dearly. Slie set 
out upon a conc|uesl of Arabia, Egypt, 
Mcsopolaiiia, and Asia Jlliior. Her 
Buccessos wore great, so great indeed, 
as to oxclto tho fear of AuroUan, then 
emperor, who despatclietl an army 
against her. She fought bravely 
against him, but was finally driven to 



her capital; where she wotild probably 
have made'a successful stand, if Ro- 
man gold had not proved too strong a 
temptation tn her Arab and Armenian 
auxiliaries. They betrayed her, and 
she sought^ safety In flight- to Persia, 
but was pursued and brought captive 
to Rome. Tliere she was led captive 
behind Aurclian's chariot, but such 
was her grace and dignity that her 
conquerors took compassion on her 
and she was given a palace and a rev- 
enue, on which she and lior sons lived 
in luxury and en.ioyed tlm respect of 
the Roman peoi)le. One of Zi?nobia's 
contemporaries describes her as a 
woman of exceptliyiial beauty, dark of 
skin with bright flashing eyes and 
peaidy teeth. She had a very 
graceful person, an;l was of vigorou.s 
make, being able to endure liai-ishlps 
with any of her soldiers. She was a 
splendid ot-ganlzor and maintained 
her extensive realms In excellent order. 
In almlnistration she was lirm and 
just, .\ot combined wdth these ciualilles 
a high degree of gentleness and clem- 
ency. She was a student, and could 
converse 5n several languages. It is 
said that she claimed descent from 
Cleopatra, but proabbly this was only 
j)Ut forward as .a means of ingratiat- 
ing h.-rseir with th.> I^gyj)! ians, aft-M- 
she iiad conc|Ucu-ed tlieir country. Her 
character was above reproach. ' sKe 
was one of tho few women of tho an- 
cient world, who attained great emin- 
once and exercised great i)owers, 
whose name is unsullied by scandal. 
Indeed all her historians unite in 
praising her. We have no very ac- 
curate idea as to her religious belief, 
but she was certainly not of tlie Cluis- 
lian faith, and the inscrliUions of the 
coinage struck during her reign indi- 
cate that she did not accept Jewish 
monotheism. 

Zenobia represents the decline of a 
once powerful peoiile. Two thousand 
ye.ars ago tlie inhabitants in northern 
Arabia, Syria, and Asia Minor enter- 
tained the expectation of becoming a 
great and powerful nation. The his- 
tory of their land is one of v:irylng 
vlclssitu les. It produced many great 
leailers iruiu ^..Inses to X.enobla, but 
wlien this queen was led in triumph 
to Rome all the ancient hopes of the 
people seemed to have come to an 
end. Thoy were not a homogenous 
race, which in ,-i measure accounts for 
their inability to maintain national 
existence for any length of time, but 
but they seem to have abandoned tho 
struggle after Aureilan ''deajroyed 
Palmyra. It is true that the city, was 
reliuilt, but only as a very inferior re- 
production of its former grandeur, for 
at the heigiit of its glory, Palmyra 
was one of the most beau£iful cities 
in the world. Today only a collection 
of mud and huts marks the scene 
where once this great and beautiful 
(luei-n reigned in m.ajesty. I'alm.N'ra 
continued to be a trading post of some 
importance until the close o£ the 
Fourteenth century, but after the 
Crusades tlie whole of eastern A.^ia 
languished, and when new routes of 
trade to India were opened, tho city 
by tlic springs lost all its Importance. 
i!;veii its site wa.s' forgotten for several 
centuries. 

We see in Zenobia the very flower 

of pagan womanhood. .\s beautiful as 
Cleopatra, and po.s.sii/i% l.,o;c .■;), ::!:c 
had none of the Egyptian's vices. She 
combined the virtues of Hypalla with 
the administrative power of Isabel- 
la. Perhaps of all the queens, whose 
story tells, Zenobia and Isabella of 
Castile most iclosely resemble each 
other. Both possessed groat personal 
attractiveness. Both were devoted to 
tlieir husbands and assisted them in 
all their efforts. Both of them were 
tho superiors of their Inisbands In In- 
Kdlect and administrative .ability. 
Hoth were devoted mothers. Tlie 
r-aralbd stops when we consider the 
closing years of their lives. Isabella 
was saddened by the death of her chil- 
dren, and her 'great power did not 
compensate her for her anguish. Ze- 
uolda lost b'.n- l<ing<lom, but her clos- 
ing years were rendered happy by tlie 
presence of her loving sons. The par- 
allel falls In another particulars Isa- 
bella was a religious fiinatic, who 
she-l blood wltlmul remorse. /,e- 
nobia's life is said tn have been un- 
stained by a single act of cruelty. 



THE SUN. 

Mr. Andrew Carnegie has set apart 
a sum of money to establish and 
maintain an obser\-.at ory, tlie express 
purpose of which will be the study 
of the Sun. As far as we know none 
of the existing observatories are 
siiecially equipped for this line of 
work, and tlieri-foro it seems very 
reasonable to suppose that better re- 
sults will be obtained from tho Carne- 
gie Institution than have yet been 
p.isslble. As a matter of fact we 
know for certain very little about thei 
Sun, There are many theories and 
somo of the solar phenomena are 
pretty well ascertained, but we are 
yet a long way from the liasal facts. 

Perhai)s a few of tlio conclusions of 
astronomers as to the central lumin- 
,ary may be not without interest. Its 
diameter Is estimated at 806,500 mllcB; 
its density is put at nearly half as 
nuich greater tlian tli.at of water; its 
distance from tho earth Is apjiroxl- 
mately 92,800,000 v miles. At certain 
seasons of the year tho distance Is 
greater than this, and .at olhers less. 
What we see of the Sun is (•ailed the 
"Photo-sphcre," It is auppcspd to be 



.1 collection of luminous clouds hold- 
ing In suspension particles of mat- 
ter condensed out of the gases aris- 
ing from the interior. Tho earth 
clouds hold in su.spenslon drojis of 
water, and In fact are composed of 
water. The heat of the earth's sur- 
face - Is sudlclent ,to vaporize, water 
and alK ..That of tho Sun 'Is supposed 
to be RuHlcloht to vaporize all known 
materials, and If this is tho case they 
would forjn clouds. Outside the 
photosphere there is supposed to be a 
layer of vaporized substances, com- 
posed of matter similar to that of 
which the earth is constituted. This 
Is known as "tho reversing layer." 
St 111 further out Is what Is called tho 
"cH>»mosphere," which is believed to 
consist of very hot gases. The con- 
stitution (if th"so several parts of the 
Sun's envelope Is determined by 
means of the spectroscope. From tho 
chromosphere great "prominences" 
extend, sometimes for many thou- 
.s;nids of miles. During an eclli)se 
."onio of them were seen, which appar- 
eiitl.v were more than a quarter of a 
million miles In longtlj, or more than 
the distance of the moon from the 
oartli. These va.st ejections of llaniing 
gas are thrown mil with i ne.uu"id\'.able 
r.-ipidity. They servo to give some 
idea of the, greatness of the forces 
npcrating In the Sun. Beyond the 
prominences Is the "corona," which 
is daz/.llngly bright 'in those i)arts 
wliich are closest to tho Sun, but 
grows dimmer towards its outer re- 
gions. It Is Interlaced by wonderful 
streamers, some of which extend out 
mllliiiiis of miles from the body of 
the Sun. Thus we see that the great 
central luminary, instead of being as 
It seems, when ioolted at through a 
piece of smoked glass, a placid body of 
imiform roundness, is the scene of 
storms of a magnitude and fierceness 
Which arc beyond all human compre- 
hension. 

While some of the prominences can 
be observed without much difllculty 
the only solar i)lienomena, which can 
be watched by the unassisted eye are 
tho sun-spots. These frequently are 
large enough to be readily seen when 
looked at through a piece of smoU-ed 
glass. They are aiiinirently great 
liiilcH ill ille liKiiL-givhis .=-urrac; ol' 
the Sun. They are dark in the centre, 
with edges showing many contortions 
and projections, Tliey vary in size. 
Some of them are no more than ."lOO 
mill's in ' diameter,, :Wl.thout Including 
the edges; otheM" ilitve a diameter of 
(JO.OflO miles. A diameter of ITjO.OOO 
miles has been observed in some 
ca.scs iiicluding,.»'the edges. Their 
depth is unknown. Bstimales have 
bcen.made. but In no case has it been 
sug^'stod that they are more than 
2,r,00 miles deep. Their size In com- 
parison with tho bulk of the Sun Is In- 
significant. The study of sun-spots 
has shown that they usually make 
their appearance as mere dots upon 
the surface. They Increase in size 
very rai)idly, sometimes breaking up 
to form groups of spots, and some- 
times coalescing to form one large 
spot. Tliey appear in two zones of 
tho .Sun only, and these zones e.nre- 
spond to the north and south iiaias, 
respectively of the Temperate /..jn(\s 
and the northern and southern parts 
of the Torrid Zone on tho oartli. Tho 
spots have a motion of their own. 
Those formed near the Equator move 
towards the Equator; those formed 
near the northern edge ot the spot 
area move towards the Polos. They 
(iceur periodically in maximum mag- 
nitude, the period averaging about 
eleven years. No tenable suggestion 
has been made as to their origin or 
their periodicity. There appears to 
be some connection between those 
spots and electrical jilienomena, but 
just what it is no one can profess to 
explain. 

Estimates of tlic Sun's light have 
been made. It Is thus expressed: 
l,!'>75,0OO,O0(),on0,000, 000, 000,000, 000 can- 
dle power. The heat given out is es- 
timated to be equal to the consump- 
tion every hour of an enveloi)e .if 
co.Ml twenty feel thick all over the 
surfiico of the Sun. Those stupend- 
ous estimates preclude the supposi- 
ti.m ihat the heat and light are duo 
tf, coiidiustion. Tho accepted theory 
:is to their cause is that thoy result 
from till' contracthin o£ the Sun, and 
the estimate Is that II the whole solar 
body contracts l.'.d feel yearly, the 
amount of energy that would be 
thereby given off would furnish tho 
heat and light now sent out. This 
supposed contraction Cannot bo 
proved. At the rate suggested, 10,000 
years would be re(iuirod before it 
would be great enough to be observ- 
able In the largest telescopes. The 
suggestion h(\s been made, but It has 
not, as far as we know, been acc(>pted 
by astronomers, that the Sun itsidf is 
not actually hot, but that the heat is 
ex-olved by some mysterious process 
in which the earth and the other 
planets act scnncthing liki; the part ,if 
opposite polos In a magnet, the Sun 
being one pole and the earth and 
planets tho other. This Idea has been 
treated quite extensively In one or 
two pamphlets, but as has been said 
the recognized masters of astronomy 
do not' consider It seriously. 

The Sun revolves on' Its axis, each 
revolution taking 25 days ,S hours, 
Tim equatorial parts revolve more 
rapidly tl'^'" t'''^ jiolar regions, which 
suggesis that the Sun is in no jiart .a 
rigid body. This diversity ot speitd 
In revolution may account for the sun- 
spots. Formerly the Sun was sup- 
linscd to occuiiy a llxed iioint In 
space, but this idea has been abandon' 
od. We think that the older HerschoU 



was the first astronomer to suggest 
that It had a motion among tho stars, 
and the Idea is now universally ac- 
cepted.' 'Herao^iell; thought that the cen- 
tral orb: .larouiid. which tho Sun re- 
volves was; one' of. the stars In tho 
Pleiades,vbut.vy;e'dq hot know that his 
idea is nowgen'erally. entertalnod. As- 
.tronoinera axp^': however, .satisfied tiiat 
the Sun ancl all tho stars, which we 
call "dxed" aro in motion through 
space. The distances are so vast that 
tho appearance of tho heavens to the 
unaided eye undergoes no change In 
thousands of year.s. Hersclu-ll thought 
that all the visible stars, u itli all tlieir 
at tend. ml planets, revolved around the 
star hi the Pleiades and that this com- 
manding orb swung, with all Its myri- 
ads of attendants, around some far 
vaster sphere, whereon was the 'I'lirone 
of God.

Now, 
the point of my story is this: It was 
not meant for ridicule; far from it, but 
.was done In all respoct and sincerity; 
only the text was unfortunate. Need- 
loss to relate, the ovcr-sonsltivo man 
could not see my argument; and he 
said: "With such a text over my head 
I could neither rest In lleav(!n or 
Hell"; so I thought to myself (luckily J 
did not say what 1 thought) it Is tn 
be hoped when tills weary, over- 
sensitive soul does depart this life bl-s 
I'elatlvcs will have a soothing te.xt 
and IX. I. P. placed on his tombstone, 
lis once gone from this world of woo 
ijt would indeed be a pity not to let so 
over-sensitive a soul rest In peace.

Another form of conceit, born 
of close watchfulness of self, is the 
belief which moves man.y a young 
niiin to sclf-plty, that the mighty fine 
fellow ho thinks he knows so well 
himself should bo condemned to drudge 
on from 'lay to day, poor and wholly 
nndistlnguislu'd. 'I'he result of this Is. 
that tlie quiet, practical people whom 
they despise, and who have no high- 
flown notions about themselves and 
their own destiny, will coolly appro- 
priate the positions which the men 
who think they were made for bet- 
ter things vaguely hanker after, but 
rarely seriously try to obtain. Through 
eeif-forgetfulness wo live In the minds 
of others. Appreciation, confidence, 
and lovo are to be won by unselllsh- 
ness, and arc not to l)(^ deman led iis 
a right because wo haiiiien to be p.ir- 
tlcailarly liilerestliig to ourselves; and 
those who dwell ton much (Jii them- 
selves by unxiou.s peering into their 
own natures, will be mean, se-lf-een- 
tred and cgotlslical. \V.-11 would it 
be foi" all such people to remenilx r tlie 
words of the late Ilidible Huriis:

Biillseyes 

Put half a pound of sugar and two 
or three tablospoonfiils of strained 
lemon juice into a. suurepnn that lias 
been previously rubbed round with 
butter. Let It boil for about 10 min- 
utes, stirring carefully all llio tlm--. 
Then stir into it ii (le.-.-sertspoonriil oi 
essence of peppormliil :iml a few drojis 
of l)rownlng or caramel. Rub some 
white paper ovei- with butter. When 
tho mixture is (lulie cold drop It In 
lumps on to tin? paper. Fmin It Into 
balls whilst setting, with tlio- blade of 
a greased knife. 

Cocoanut loo 

Roll one and a half pounds of sugar 
(loaf sugar) together with a gill of 
water, for several minutes. Tlica dro;) 
a little of the syrup Into cohl water, 
and if It strings betwooii the lingers 
(but does not break) it Is ready, r.e- 
movi' from tiie tire and stir in .a qmir- 
leT of a pound of deslecatoii cocoanut 
togi'tlier with a few drops of lemon or 
vanilla llavoring. Divide tho mixture, 
leaving one-half in the s.aiice|ian, so 
that It may remain warm. Lino a tin 
with gre.asj' paper and jiour in the 
other half. When it has set, color the 
remaining half a pretty j)liil[, with a 
few drops of cochineal, and pour 
over. 

Canary Pudding 

Ingredients: Tho weight of three 
eggs In butter and sugar, the weight of 
two eggs in Hour, the rind of a lonion, 
throe eg*-- 

;\lethod: Melt the butter to a liquid 
state; do not let it get oily; stir It into 
the sug.ar and finely minced lemon peel, 
and then stir In, gradually, the Hour, 
keeping the mixture v.-ell stirred. 
V."hlsk the ei/gs and add to the ochor 
ingredients; hc'iit the pudding uulll 
thoroughly mixed, and put In a butter- 
ed moulil, which may bo ornamented 
with preserved cherries and angelica. 
Steam It for two hours, turn It out, 
and serve with sweet sauco. For tho 
sauce, stir a dessertspoonful of corn 
Hour and a lable.spoonful of brown 
.sugar to. a smooth paste, using .^ibout 
half a cupful of cold water. Then let 
It boll for Hvo minutes. Add half a 
cupful of sherry, and when It Is hot, 
It will be ready to serve. 

Victoria Sandwiches 

Incrcdlents: The weight of two 
eggs in sugar, butter and (lour. 

Method: Beat the butler and sugar 
to a cream, mix In tho flour, boat up 
tho eggs, and mix up tho other Incrcdl- 
ents. Grease a. pudding tin well with 
butter, put in tho mixture evenly, and 
bake for lU'teen or twenty minutes, un- 
til quite cooked through.

an hour. Make three pieces of toast, 
ijut the sweetbreads on to them, and 
pour round but not over them some 
nice brown gravy. 

IVlinced Veal and iVlacaroni 

Ingredients: The remains of the cold 
veal, three ounces of li.am, pepper, salt, 
nutmeg, a qnartiM- of a, pound of 
a pound of breadcrumbs, ono ounco of 
butter, a little lomon Juice, ono egg, a 
quarter of a pound of macaroni. 

Method: Boll, the macaroni In salt- 
ed water, until quite tender, then drain 
It; mince the <veal and. ham, season 
with salt, peppe^, a little grating of 
nutmeg and lemon Juice. Mix In the 
breadcrumbs and butter, beat up the 
egg in a littlo milk and mix Into the 
dry Ingredients, which should tic rather 
moist. Ruttor a pudding basin, shako 
round it some brown breailcrunibs, 
put the m.-ioaroni in the bottom and 
round tho sides, and 1111 in the middle 
with the veal mixture. Cover the ba- 
sin with a plate and bake In a moder- 
ate o\-en for about half an hour. Then 
turn it out and servo with hot brown 
gravy. 

Rhubarb Custard Puddiiig 
Ingr(Hilents: Half a bundle of rlni- 
li.-irb, sugar, a few slices of broad, but- 
ter, a pint of milk, a jiael'eL of custard 
powder, vanilla Ihivoriii.g. 

Method: ^Vash and cut llie rhub.arb 
In small pieces, ami stew it until ten- 
der; sweeten it to taste. Butter a iile 
dish and luit in the bottom a layer of 
thin slices of bread and butter, then 
put in the rhubarb, and co\-er It with 
slices of bread and butter. Make the 
custard and Ilavor It with vanilla, 
and when It Is cool and set, pour It 
over the top of the pudding. Bake for 
about half an hour until brown on the 
top. Servo hot In a plo dish with thick 
cream. 

Asparagus Soup 

Ingredients: Fifty lieads of aspar- 
agus, the stock from tho boiled mutton, 
one ounco of butter, salt, pepper, 
sugar. 

Jdethod: Boil the asparagus and 
pass it through a wiro sieve. Melt tho 
butter in a saucepan and mix into it 
two tablospoonfiils of flour, add salt, 
pepper and a very littlo sugar, the .as- 
paragus pulp and the stock it was 
boiled In. Let it boll for a few min- 
utes. Serve with toast. 
Beef Olios With Anohovy Forcemeat 

Ingredients: Two pounds of rump 
steak, ono hard boiled egg. throe an- 
chovies, a littlo p.arsley. bunon jieol, 
bread crumbs, a little euet, two or three 
slices of bacon, one egg. 

Jlothod: Itavo the steak out r.atoer 
thin, beat it, to make If level, and cut 
It into six or seven pieces. Make a 
forcemeat of the egg, pounded up; tho 
anchovies washed, boned and broken 
Into small pieces; a little chopped 
parsley and lemon peel. J.rix those 
well together, add a tablespoonful of 
breadcrumbs and a littlo chopped suet; 
bind this with a well beaten egg. 
Spread a little of the forcomoat on 
each piece of moat, roll up tightly .and 
fasten each with a skewer. Put them 
Into a slewpan into which they will 
Just lit, pour In just enough water to 
cover thom, place on the top of them 
the slices of bacon, stow them gently 
for two hours. Talte them out, re- 
move tho showers, thicken tbe gravy 
with flour and Ilavor with Worcester 
sauce Let It boll and pour It over 
the meat. Garnish the dish with 
baked tomntooa.

Fuller's earth Is very good to extract 
anything greasy out of cloth or silk. 
Lay the garment out flat, put a little 
heap of tho fuller's earth on each spot, 
let it remain .at least twclvo hours. 
Then rub it In a little, leave It an 
hour longer. Shake tho powdor off. 
and thorougbljif brush tho garment. An- 
other ''good"' Wdy* is to mix tho fuller's 
earth with a little lemon Juice, work It. 
together tintir a thick, firm paste i.ls 
made. - form Into balls,* arid "dry;/tHeni '* 
in the sun until quite hard. Moisten 
the spots oa tho dress with a Uttlo 
cold wtitcr, then rub them well with 
the ball; anil wash off with clean, 
warm' water. It must not remain on 
the cloth, as the acid, of .tbe lemon 
might affect tho color of the cloth'. 

("irease spots can bo removed from 
marble by applying a littlo finely pow- 
dered iriagiu'sla or salt of tartar. Al- 
low It to remain on the spot for a few 
hours, then wipe it and tipplj' again it 
tlio spot has not entirely disappeared. 

Tho unploasont smell which clings 
to tho fingers after onions havo been 
peeled can easily be removed by well 
rubbing with parsley. 

The Ijcst homc-mado polish for nil 
furnitures which is remark.alilo for the 
liright and glossy surfiu'o which It 
gives to \voc)d. Is made of resin and 
shellac mixed ^vltll alcohol and lin- 
seed oil. 'Tlio two drug Ingredients, 
one ounce of each — -sliould be mixed 
togetlnn-. .a pint of .alcohol being then 
stirred In, while a pint of linsecd nil 
is added last of all. A thorough sh.ak- 
ing Is necessary each time tho polish 
is used. 

A reliable test for pure linen, which 
may be applied when Inventing In new 
sheets or tablecloths, Is that'of damp- 
ing the material on tho right side. ' IE 
the inolsturo Immediately sinks 
through tn tho rcvorao aide. It Is 
proof that the fabric is pure linen, 
but if somo tlmo elapses before tho 
dami> shows through, tho Inference 
may bo made that the sheet or towel 
Is either half cotton mixed with linen,, 
or simply cotton with a very high 
gloss to .simulate llnon. 

Ink spots on m.ahogany may be re- ' 
moved by being touched with a fea- 
ther dipped In oil o£ vitriol dllutbd 
with twice Its quantity ot water. Tho 
spot should be well ' and quickly 
rubbed. 

Such an accident as that of allowing 
loose linen to become mildewy, should 
never occur In a, well managed house, 
where proper caro Is exercised in dry- 
ing such articles as curtains, half 
blinds, and cnsoment draperies, be- 
fore putting thom away for any length 
of time. If, however, on removing 
thom from storage, spots of mildew 
should bo visible, tlieso should bo 
soaked In buttermilk for twelve hours, 
thon rinsed In water, and laid to bleaeh 
In the Bun. _ '':*'f;';; 

Every hour or two- the' Stains. ahduld. 
bo wotted with lemon (JulcOa- durlnir 
the entire day, so as to ' rid the fabric 
of mildew, when tho curtaino should ■■ 
bo rinsed again and 'steepoa?/ once 
more In buttermilk overnight. If the 
spots are still faintly visible in the 
morning, the process must ' be re- 
peated. 

Antique cut glass requires special 
handling If tho brilliancy of tho glass 
Is to bo retained, and the ordinary per- 
iodical w.a3b ill hot soap suds is not 
sufdclcnt. Only tepid water should bo 
used wdth which to clean the articles, 
a lather being made on a stiff brush , 
with good soap, and this should bo.i 
worked Into tho design so as to clear 
tho Interstices of dust, the glass be-, 
lug then immediately enveloped in 
sawdust .and covered over for a few 
hours, tho s.awdust absorbing all the 
dami). Finally a cloth should bo u.sed 
to givo a polish. It Is a great mistake 
to use flno glass tumblers for lemon 
squash or other bever.Tges wlilch are 
required to be very highly Iced. If, " 
however, tlioy nro used for such pur- 
poses as iced drinks, the precaution 
should bo observed of placing thom to 
steep In cold Avator for some little 
time before filling tlien> with tho Iced 
drink. /

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THE HOiVlE GARDEN 

PLOT OF WlLD~FIiOWERS 

It was just a narrow stretch of 
ground on a city lot, shadowed hy 
closely-huilt hoyses, and a high, tight, 
board fence, but the wild floAvers 
flourished there, although the condi- 
tions wore very different from those 
of their natural haliitat. 

The beginuinsH of the garden word* 
jnado twelve joars or more ago, be- 
fore the danger of the extermination 
of our native plants was fully realiz- 
ed. The woods, liowever, wore oven 
then recodinK before the Rrowlli of the 
city of Roelioster, inaliing longer and 
longer trips necessary to luring us to 
the haunts of our wildwood friends. 
^So, because wo lovod them; because if 
•'we could riot visit them In their na- 
tive retreats we still longed to see 
them; because It was only a question 
of time before many of them would 
be ruthlessly destroyed, when we 
found them at all plenty took a 
feu- of tliem up tenderly with as much 
of the soil as possible and carried 
them home. 

.Ijt'.was always a -matter of surprise 
that so many and such different spe- 
cies of plants should flourish under 
sucli apparently unfavorable condi- 
tions. The soil was naturally ratlior 
heavy and poor, but many baskotfuls 
of wood's soil and leaf mold were un- 
complainingly tugged homo and added 
to it, and the leaves with whicli na- 
ture covered the bed in the fall were 
allowed to decay and then were earc- 
fully dug In around the roots of the 
plants. Many of our native plants, 
and especially tlio early spring flow- 
ei-s, readily adapt theniKelves to the 
wild-flower garden, but no.ne of them 
.will do this without more .)r less care. 

The natural thing for everyone to 
do In beginning a wild garden is to 
etart in the spring when everyone 
feels an impulse for gardening. AVhen 
hot weather comes, the desire for gar- 
dening wanes, and many wild gardens 
contain nothing but "the delicate 
shade-loving flowers of May .and 
Juno.' It would be better if .vve .all 
began with the summer and autumn 
bloomijig wild flowers which are gen- 
erally more robust and sun-loving. 
fThese require less care than the 
epring wild flowers, and few of them 
are in danger of extermination. Na- 
turally . everyone who begins a wild 
garden wants lo start witli lady-slip- 
pers, and all tiio rare and delicate 
things. These are precisely the 
things that are in danger of extermin- 
ation, and people ought not to take 
them until they have .had some ex- 
perience in gardening. 

The second commonest mistake Is 
to bring in the plants with insuffi- 
cient balls of earth. It is only fair 
to others that when wo remove rare 
plants from the wild to our gardens 
we should take pains to duplicate na- 
tural conditions as tar as possible. 
Lady-slippers and other orchids al- 
most thrive iierinancntly in gardens. 
Jlost of tlicni require a combiuiition 
of shade and leaf moid and more 
moisture than it is convenient or pos- 
sible to give. Moreover, it is likely 
that there are certain undiscovered 
elements in the cultivation of hardy 
lorchids. It is a great deal hotter to 
leave the orchids In the wild and Join 
the Wild Flower Preservation Society 
of America, than to bring lady-sllp- 
p"ers into, a garden where it is impos- 
sible to duplicate natural conditions. 
. The glory of the garden was in the 
trilllum blos.sonis. Hoots of white 
ones (Trillium grandlfloriim), were 
carried home year after year, until se- 
veral fine clustei-K adorned the bed. 
One cliunp, though soeniingly planted 
In about the worst possible ^ place, 
close up against the board fence, in- 
creased in size until last year it bore 
forty blossoms. 'When these wero in 
bloom, all at onee, the i)Uuit was a 
beautiful sight. ;\Ii)st of ibr; fl.nvers 
were of very large size and of the 
purest wliito. The red-flowered tril- 
Ilums (T. erectiiin), flourished also, 
:iiaking a pretty eoiUrast to the wliito 
ones, and the dark-red fruit made the 
plants iittructivc after tlio blossoms 
bad withered. Trilliurns are so beau- 
tiful and so deserving of cultivation, 
that it is a pleasiiro to note that se- 
veral dealers hi native plants cata- 
logue them. They flourish better if 
•transplanted after the bulbs liave ri[)- 
ened than when taken up In bloom, 
'find they require two years to become 
really WBll-estaiiiisiicd. 

"The lady's slippers or e\pripediums 
.were the choieo.st occupants of the 
garden. The greatest pains were 
taken In transplanting them from 
their native homes, a ball of earth be- 
ing' lifted with them and care being 
vjxercisod not to injure the roots. 
Leaf mold and sand were mixed with 
the common soil, and for several 
years they flourished finely. They 
did best in a jiartial shade, anfl with 
(". .-jpeetabile U. was found- necessary 
that the ground should bo kept moist 
nil the time. After a few years they 
gradually failed. C. pubescens contin- 
ued vigorous longer than C. spectu- 
bilo, but at last it also failed to put 
in an appearance, and as botli .'species 
wero becoming scarce In the woods, 
310 effort was made to rcr>lae'o tlif<m. 
C. pnrviflorum, with its quaint little 
blossoms, survived tlip longest, bnt 
last season only two or three stalks 
came up, and these produced no flow- 
ers. Dealers in native iilants are now 
off('ring the cyprlpediunis for tmlo, 
and it is not necossary lo devastate 
tho woods in order to obtain tliem. 
I am quite convinced tliat tiicy are 
not dlificult of cultivation when na- 
tural conditions, are imitated and con- 
tinued;- biit' those already accustomed 
to cultivation would undoubtedly do 
better than those transplanted from 
the woods and swamps. 

Clumps of bloodroot cheered us 
early in the spring witli their pure- 
white, dellcate-petaled blossoms. 
■\Vhcre a little sunshine visited them 
tlicy caiiio out early, and other 
bunches, more shaded, bloomed a 
week or so later, thus giving us a 
longer .ipporluulty for enjoying this, 
lovely flower, whoso only fault is Its 
transltorlness, It Is easy to grbw. It 



has oven been seen growing on rub- 
bish iicapa in cities, 

The delicate little spring beauty 
grew close beside some of the clumps 
of bloodroot in a very shaded, un- 
favorable location, but tlio dainty 
plants wore forgiving and ever.v year 
put forth a few blossoms, as il.' hop- 
ing for better days. I,.T.bol tlie plants 
you find tills spring and in midsum- 
mer you may gather the little round 
brown bulbs about the size of a pea, 
wlilch lie on tlio ground. 

Hopatlcas, white, pink, and blue, 
grow here, there, and every wliere, de- 
lighting us with their delicate color- 
ing and downy new leaves st) careful l.v 
folded. No other wild plant better 
repaid transplanting and cultivation. 
Some amateur Burbank' ought to Im- 
prove the hepatlcu. 

Early visits to the woods before any 
flowers were in blossom, Wefe often 
rewarded by finding specimens of the 
brilliant scarlet cups of the fungus 
called Pozlza coccinea. A partially 
decayed branch covered with these 
was carried home, laid in a shady 
place and carefully eii\-ereil v.'itii 
|ea\-es. It was by no means e.\poctod 
that tlie.-^e ga.v fungi would re|irodiico 
themselves under suci; dilTei-ent con- 
ditions, but llip.v dill, anil year after 
year they appeared, making an in- 
teresting and attractive feature in our 
little wildwood garden. 

Though the cardinal flower (Lobelia 
cardinalis), naturally grows in wet 
places, usually along streams, it ac- 
commodated Itself very graciously to 
our drier ground, perhaps because it 
was plantetl neai? a door where water

It has been so often asserted that 
"like produces like," tliat many no- 
vices are apt to believe implicitly in 
it in its narrow sense, and to complain 
of being "had" when the pirogeny o£ 
some specially mated pen does ' not 
develop as It was anticipated. But 
however much trutli tliere may bo in 
tho assertion witli regard to other 
species, It Is iny exiierlenco that it does 
not often hold good witli fowl.s; and 
even with those strains that for gen- 
eration after generation have lieen 
carefully "lino-bred" to standard re- 
niiiromeiits there are many deviations 
Certainly In the case of the very old 
established breeds, such as Old Eng- 
lish (iamo, llamburgs, and tho like 
with which it bus not been found ne- 
coss-ary to outoross with foreign blood, 
there is p, greater probability of 'like 
lirnducing' like; and on occaslon.s t 
have come across fowls that ma.v trulv 
be said tg be "the living imago" of 
their sires or dams. Nevertheless, 
v.itli llie innro recently liitrodueeil 
breeds and varieties, and with nthors, 
too, that are oeeasioniilly oiitcrosseil 
to improve or intensify certain points

half grown hinis, for it is possible 
b.V careful nianipuiation in eiiiite a 
le.gltlniate way to train tlie comb to 
grow satisfactorily. The greatest de- 
fect, perhaps, with fowls liiiving tho 
rose typo is to produce or "sport" 
chickens with single combs. ■ Most no- 
vices view this as altogether wrong, 
and at first' sight discard sncli birds 
as wasters. But liiey have their uses. 
I would not advise tlie nnvice to bi'eed 
from such a "si)ort" in I be male line, 
but nrovided oilier pcdnts were satis- 
raeler.x- I woid'l not hesitate lo keep 
the single eombeil females for the 
bi-eedlng pen. I have lireil from such 
bens malcd with a ruse combed cocU, 
and 1 liax-e rarely !iad a specimen from 
tliem witli other than a rose comb. 

White in face is not always viewed 
as a defect In fowls in tho non-sitting 
cla.ss; but in my opinion if Is more 
serious than faults Of tho comb, espo- 



W.vandottes, those cockerels which ap- 
pear raw bonen shoidd not be reject- 
ed; the.v are often mistaken for pul- 
lets, as they do not get "furnished" a3 
quickly as the others. But it la not 
rare for wucli specimens to develop Into 
tho finest cocks, tho growth and feath- 
ering of file bodies taking'-'away.'from. 
the length of leg. Many cockerels of 
this stamp are disposed of when quite 
young, the 'owners declaring that sucli 
lanky, creatures are useless; neverthe- 
less there are always fanciers re;idy to 
purchase such birds if their pedigree 
is satisfactory, I'or tlioy know their 
value, or course, I do not wish it to be 
Inferred that Orpington and Dorking 
cliickons witli legs fit to grace a 
modern Laiigslian will eventually have 
tbo short shanks demanded in the 
Standard; but except in comparative- 
ly I'evv instances the birds that as 
adults have short and medium-length 
legs and deep ' bodies generally appear 
as somewhat rawboned-' and bulky 
chickens. Deiith of body and shortnesfj 
of back are niostl.v duo to looseness 
and fulness of the feathering when tho 
bird is matured. 

Leg Color. 
In whlte-leggcd fowls tho foot and 
shanks should lie of a beautiful white 
or a delicate flesh color. 1 liave bad 
white Orpington cliicK-ens liatclied witli 
legs of a decided jiaie blue tinge, Vmt 
1 liavo never found the legs of such 
birds to develop into pure white. 
Sodtliiess, too, is by no means rare, 
allbough this generally disaiipcars 
witli age and careful treatment, as in- 
deed does too much redness. 

A point that often causes yellow- 
legged fowls to be cleared out is pale- 
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was frequently dashed over the plant. 
Beginning to bloom In July, tlie long 
spikes of blossoms continued opening 
to the very tip, and numerous side 
shoots would spring out from tho 
main stalk, thus proi.inging lli(> flow- 
ering until the latter iiart of August, 
The brillluiit blossoms slioiio like a 
flame. It does well in ordinary gar- 
den soil, but its weak point as a gar- 
den lilaiit is that its spiUi- gets rag- 
ged, (he lower flower.s going to seed 
before the uiiperiiiost open. .Some nur- 
serymen have plants in which this 
defect Is overcimie. Some people 
complain that they cannot make the 
seeds grow. If sown as soon as ripe 
In a iirepared bod of finely pulverized 
soil without ovcring, tlicy geniilnate 
la seven days. Ju tho spring tliey 
should bo sown in flats indoors. 

A single plant of Jewel weed was 
once carried home. ]'"roni il siiraiig a 
host every j-car. ' Tliey tried 'tlieir 
best to inonoiiollzo the gaden, but did 
not quite succeed. I tlilnk the plant, 
was lr,ipatlens fiilvi, but instoarl of 
being >'eli<nv tin- flowers were alw.ays 
a beautiful shudo of rose color, never 
varying and never going back to wbat 
was probably tho original "hile.fvThe 
flowers wero spotted with brown like 
I. fulva, and In all but color they per- 
fectly resonibled tiial species. 

A number of species of ferns v/as 
scattered aniong tho other plants. A 
symmetrical clump of royal, fern was 
always thrifty, and also one of.clnna- 
moa fern. The sonsltlvo : fern ixad 



well a pen of such fowls may have 
been inude, il is often the e.Nceptlon 
rather than I be rule for lilvo to pro- 
duce like, and sometimes even In Its 
liroadesl sensel llils rc-asoii, tlicre- 

I'ore, Il l)eeimu:s es.seiilial, wliere a cer- 
tain standard lias to be maintained, to 
periodically reduce the stock by re- 
moving tho culls or wasters^ 

It may bo considered early' "in tho 
season to write of the selection of 
young stock, but tliere are now many 
chickens Kullicieutly doveloped to be 
ciilk'd. To the novice it Is by no 
means an easy undertaking to ills- 
llngiiisli between good and h.-ul. which 
is lint snriirising, bi:caiise fairly well! 
ex|jorleiiced breeders arc sonietinies at! 
a loH.s lo know which birds to kee]) audi 
wl;l(!li to kill when going through llieirl 
flocks at tills comparatively early! 
stage. There are many sad mlstalces 
made by those who are not well ac- 
quainted with fowls, and from want of 
knowledge the besl blrdS atO often 
sacriiieed. 'i'hose poultry keepers, 
tliereforo, who do not under.staiid the 
differenc(i l)etween the good and bad 
'liialltles of tlieir chickens will !lnd It 
much more satisfactory, If they have 
tho siiace, to let their lilrds run on un- 
til tiiey arc two or three months old- 
er, or if llie.v know of an experienced 
breeder then by all means consult him. 

1'lioro are .some fancler.s of the opin- 
ion thai It la folly to allow tlie fowls 
Ic) mil on, because, they argue, anyone 
should be able to tell a good .bird from 
a poor one. Well, that ma'j be so 
When tho atock haa matured, although 



erect, and especially when tho base of 
It is thick and strong, .■\iiotber tiiinf; 
that cau.ses the comb to ai)|)areiitl.v 
lose its liriiiness is g:\-liig tlii' birds 
too niiich soft I'ooil aiifl fniv.'ii'.e; th(un 
forxvard. When a, <'onili is noticed to 
fall thi^ bird sliould be fed entirely 
with grain, and at night a .small coil 
liver oil capsule with quinine or an iron 
tonic of some sort may be given witli 
advantage. 

On tlio other hand, the combs of 
some cockeri'ls are so weak and thin 
at the base that nothing slifirt of a 
periii.-ineiu comb guard will make tlieni 
stand erect; but even tliese bird.s 
should not bo discarded, for if the.y 
liavo good ear lobes and bodies, and 
are sound faced, they generally make 
valuable ])ullet-breodIng stock birds. 
.\ii Important point In the selection of 
cockerels, aridir-inoro' particularly of 
iMhiorcuH, is to see that the combs arc 
deeply serrated and well spiked, tho 
serrations being broad at tho bottom 
where they leave tho blade and tajier- 
Ing off line ill the end. Hollows, 
tliimib marks, twisis and sidesju-lngs 
are all considered as defects, and birds 
jiossessing them siKuiId be wcedeil 
from a good yard. IL is as well to 
note thai cockerels sliiuild not be rear- 
ed undei- a low roof, as it has the ef- 
fect of "rtrawlng" the combs- and forc- 
ing thom to grow too qtiicklyjarid- be- 
come thin and weak. 

In the case of rose combed breeds, 
such as, for instance, the Hamburg 
and W.vandotto, faults appear occas- 
ionally In the headgear, alpough as a 



daily In young stock. Old birds, I 
know, arc apt to develop white hi 
face at eerlaiii seasons, and wliiMi tliey 
are rail of form; iieverlbcless I tliliil; IL 
is eiiually of s<'rvice to discard birds 
tliai show white sjiots on tlieir faces 
at an early a.go as it is lo cull for any 
other defect. Mar lobes are iioiiits 
Ibat 1 woulil iioL take greatly into con- 
sideration with cbk-keus. Certainly 
wIku'o a red-lobed bird develops pun; 
white lobes, or vice versa it would 
1)0 as well to weed out the .specimen; 
but a slight "blush" either wa.v is not 
of niiicli conse(iiienee, and an Iron 
tonic will id'ten set tilings ri.ulit. 

AV'ilh pullets llio selection for head 
points should not be made at too early 
an age, as the females do not show 
their 'combs as quickly as do the cock- 
erels. 11 Is not advisable to discard 
them unless lli(;y have some ver\' great 
fault, f(H- it Is only the experienced 
breeder who can pick out Ibn wasters 
when tile Ijirds are young. Sonic inil- 
lets liavi," been known lo altalu the age 
of se\-en iiKUitlis before tliey showed 
all their good qualities, i.e., ere the 
comb had reached lis full length, ami 
the Ciir lobes bad beeonie iinre white. 
Naliirally, some lards develop much 
earlier. The head iioinis (d' |)iilletsare 
generally at their best just iirlor to the 
birds commencing to lay, so the laying 
period, should bo retarded as long as 
possilblc. 

Type. 

In selecting chickens of tho "heavy'' 
breeds, such as Brahmas, Cochins', 
Orpingtons, Plymouth. Rocks .and 



noss of legs. The color Is, in an adult, 
of a doeji rich yellow, but where 
chickens have been kept in dry-bot- 
tomed sheds or runs so as not to dam- 
ago their plumage, and let out Into tho 
open only when the iilace Is iierfectiv 
(Ir.v, wbat (dse but jialo legs can be 
expected'.' Pale yelhnv legs are rarely 
seen among elihdiens that are allowed 
to range over grass runs early in tlie 
morning ere the dew has dried off. It 
Is the conlinement and the constant 
coming ill touch witli dusty niatm-ial 
that generally cause llio legs to remain 
lialo colored. IL will be olisorved that 
all ^■ellow-legged bird.s having free 
ran.go over grass during the early 
morning have imich richer colored legs 
tlitin those that lack the privlioge. 
B\' the foregoing It is not meant lo ini- 
l)ly thai a good Hiicciiiien of the yel- 
low-legged breeds cannot l;ie bred in 
conllnemeiil and williout grd.ss runs; 
but only a few of thom so reared pos- 
ses!! really ilcli yellow- legs, unless 
they are specially tended and cleaned 
with (pertain oils. . 

Other colors are likely to cr6p up In 
y<ilow-leggcd ^■arleties. such as wil- 
low, very dark brown, and even black; 
bill such viiriatlons are more generally 
|)(>rceptll)lo in ciiickens with mucii 
black ill their iiluniage, and I have had 
lliem In silver, partrklge, and blai!k 
AVyandotttvs, barred I'lymouth Rocks, 
and black Leghorns. Tliey doubtless 
occur in other varieties also, and it Is 
dlllicult If) sa.v whether chickens pos- 
sessing them .should lie discarded or 
not, for lliey Bomctimca- change color; 
and moreover birds so adorned have 



been known to get fairly well placed In 
the prize lists. Tlio leg color of black- 
legged fowls often puzzles a beginner. 
Langshan chickens on emerging from 
the shell sometimes have pink-tinted 
legs like young Dorkings, while Mln- 
orcas and black Orpingtons oftenjiayo, 
while In them; but as a rule they.'dor 
velop into tbo proper color when the 
birds mature. It does happen, too, 
that the black legs aro pale or spot- 
ted, but if a chlclcon with such legs bo 
bred from good stock, the color will 
generally turn Jot black as tho bird 
ages; it tliey do not begin to darken 
before tho birds are four months old, 
it i.-i .icli.lom they change after that — 
unless for the worse. 

It may not bo out of place to men- 
tion that the color of the legs, at least 
the variation of It, is often governed 
by food and by tho nature of tho run. 
Maize given In largo quantities 
heightens the colqv of legs In • those 
birds having yellow ones, but In heav.v 
breeds it means getting them loaded 
with internal fat, and In white breed.s 
it often has a tendency to give the 
plumage a yellow tinge if su|)plicd 
during the moult. Of course, nial/.o 
v.'ould not give the inlense orange scon 
on some birds; some naturally have 
more llxlty of color tlian others. The 
higher the condition aiirl vigor of the 
stock the brighter, tho logs keep. 
Crass not only strengthens., and .in- 
vigorates the blrdBi but bavlrig a ISffee 
amount of yelloW matter in it, renders 
it quite possible that it helps to color 
'the legs a.s well as to keep tho organs 
healthy. At any rate, birds losing leg 
color through conlinement or other 
causes, quickly recover their bright- 
ness of log by being given an ample 
run on grass and a fair supply of 
maize. A clay soil keeps yellow legs 
of a good color, but It is detrimental 
to black legs; sand and gravel appear 
to be best for white legs, and peat 
land for black, - "'"u ' 

Plumage. . , 

It is in selecting fowls for the color 
of their feathering that the greatest 
difllculty is presented to the novice; 
and It is only after much experience 
that ono can meet with anything like 
success In this direction. As I have 
said. It Is impossible to discuss every 
variety of color in tills article. Tbo 
whole color.s arc perhaps the simplest 
with which to deal. Ttiking black 
plumaged birds first, it may he said 
that many, as chickens, show wliito 
flight feathers in their wings— a fre- 
quent cause of much disappointment 
to the novice, who Is apt to select 
such birds too early and too hastily. 
It is common for black fowls to show 
these -white feathers soon after. blrthi- 
but they generally disappear during 
the chicken moult. Sonietlmcs thoy. re- 
main for four or five months, but 
eventually the fowls get rid of them. 

Willie plumaged varieties are hatch- 
ed of various shades of yellow, but if 
they are tho produce of dead 'white 
stock thev will feather at once white. 
.■V chicken hatched Willi specks wdll^ 
almost Invariably feather with a speck 
hero and there, although often only In 
tho underdown, and so It' is not vis- 
ible. Light Brahmas and similar var- 
ieties are best with plenty of black in 
the under-color, as it gcncraly results 
in well defined hackles; with pure 
white under-color the hacklo striping 
will be grey instead of black. 

Buff Is perhaps the most dlllicult 
of all the self-colors for novices to 
select, and my unqualified advice to 
them is: Leave all bufl's until they 
have got their adult phmiage. Of 
course, it is easy lo sec that a buff 
batched with black ticked iiackles and, 
a black tall Is not Ilkeiy to get rid of 
such faults, and neither is ono with a 
great deal of while in It, so such birds 
could be turned^ Into "chicken pie",;, il 
the aim is to obtain sound Colored 
stock. I do not object to a little grey 
or white In flights, for adult birds so 
adorned are useful to have in the 
breeding pen when a medium shade is 
required, although the breeder must 
have a thorougli knowdedge of mating 
liefore lie can utilize them. It should 
be noted thai light colored birds can 
often be made to assume a dark shade 
by frecinenl \vaslilng without In any 
wav em|)lo.vlng dyes. 

Ill selecLlna' fowls of tho black-rod 
type, such as Game ot that variety, 
brown beghorns, and partridge Coch- 
ins and ■Wyandottes, some novices 
make groat mistakes. Exhibition birds, 
at least those at the shows, genernlly 
have solid black bieasis, and often 
when the poultry-kecix r llnds that his 
birds have a few brown feathers In 
this pari, be becomes disgusted and 
disposes of tliem, diseovcriiig ills mis- 
take when it is too late. ':i'he cock- 
erels have brown in their breasts with 
the first chicken fcatlicrs, but they 
generally shed tliein in their chicken 
moult. Some remain In until the birds, 
are seven or eight months old, while 
others liavo slied theirs at five months. 
It is best not to reject them too oarly 
on acount of tho brown feathers. 

When breeding barred Plymouth 
Rocks, a certain percentage of very 
light-colored cockerels Is obtained. 
They arc no use wdiatever as regards 
show specimens, but they are ofttii 
used as pullet breeders. Nisiiiy all 
cuckoo plumaged lilrds are batched oC 
a .sooty color mixed Willi yellow. Many 
crosses will easliv produce cuckoO: 
birds; yet, strange as it may appear 
to tlie novice, a well matched exhibi- 
tion pen of cuckoos will not produce 
them with anything like certainty, an 
any breeder of Plymouth Rocks and 
Scots Greys know.s. 

A dark Dorking when first hatched 
should bo light brown, shading often 
almost Into yellow underneath, and' 
with three rich amber stripes extend- : 
ing from the head down the back, 
(.thickens hatched of a rich brown color 
all over are generally too dark when 
fully feathered; and If tho color at 
first approaches black they end by 
being (luite black. Th.ose of a mired 
grey or light brown color all over are 
seldom handsome In tho end; it hens 
they are probably tho color of bad 
silvers, and if cocks thCy have tpo 
much white about them. "Very dark 
pullets are hardly ever eventually of 
exIiiblLlon value, but tho cockerels, : if 
thev show at twelve weeks did a llttlo 
liglit 111 the neck liaoklc, frequently pass 
muster after a while. As the hacklo 
grows,' IL breaks their dull look-, aiut 
a. IILllo color generally follows on tho 
wings. A novice need not bo alarm- 
ed at inucli Irregularity in the color oC 
the lirst feathers which follow tho 
down; tlie.v all have soon again to bo 
inoiillcd out, and oven a good deal of 
whito dlsappcara ia a few .wccko.r-'W>« 
la PouIU-y... 




RAISI NG THE" CHICKS 



Late hatched chickens • seldom 
thrive as well as the earlier hatchod 
ones. Probably this season belnp back- 
: ■■ wara-i:tho general, rule may not apply. 

\Our experience durlnsr the past two or 
■y ■ three yours ha.<5 led iiR to liellcve that 
yV'lf tlio laic liatchcd cliiclcenn are reared 
;? , on absolulply fresli Krouiid tlicy will 
' 'erow jiKst as rapidly as llio.se that are 
•■-■'Jiaclind earlier in the seasnn, it' tlicy 

■ tire kept free from vermin, etc. 

"Wo liavc not l)oen as suceossL'id in 
ro.irinK incuiiator cliieken.s and lieu 
Imtehed eldi-kens in lucxiders laic in 
tliC .sea.^nii as we have been when the 
\\callicr is cooler, lienec with late 
,Tune, ,riil\- and August cliiekeii.=! we 
generally bro.id '.horn all with hens. 
Ksperieiico . along this line has led ua 
to believe that fifteen chlck?ns with 
an ordinary hen Is sufficient, that 
J.s to .say, thoy will raise fifteen bet- 
ter chickens than If' you gut twenty 
\vith them. There, are hens] occa.slon- 
. ally large enong-h to rear twenty elilc- 
kens, but they are very few. We al- 
>vays lost a larger percentage where 
pnt nioi'o than fifteen witlt a hen. 
■Wher" niip is rearing chickens on 
new ground, wliich Is freriuently .some 
di.'^tnnce fr.irn .(lie house, it lieconies 
jiecessary, almost, to liopper feed 
them, and at the Siimo time s'oii rc- 
fiiiirn to have coops \\iiicli can be 
clo.sed at night, so as to prevent 
skunks, etc., from attacit on the same. 
Wo have found that fairly large coops 
whlcli will hold two hens, minimizes 
the labor of closing them at night 
very much, and kt tho same time 
eases the general work of talcing core 
. . of them. Wo have not much diltl- 
ciiTty In gettins two hens to work well 
tog^ether, providing they have been 
running in tho same pen for a period 
of time. Wb like to put about sI.k 
hon.s In a colony, or fairly close to- 
gether, RO Ihfit when the chickens arc 
heing weaned from tiio hens wo can 
put down one large hopper of wheat 
and corn, whicli will do the entire lot. 

l^or feeding cliickens which have 
free range, we gel fpilto satisfactory 
results by u.sing craclicd wlieat and 
cracked corn. Talce oaro that the corn 
is not nuisty. I lia\'c noticed this 
year that In tho feeding of some of 
the commercial chick foods, i'nit the 
millet In those foods i.s undigested. 
For this reason, we arc trying as mucli 
aa'.pos.siblc to get the millet out of 
the chick foods and would not favor 

.' the feeiJIng of it.. II. you are trying. to 
', raise,, chickens on. a small run, It will 

, ■ - .be necessary to feed them .beef scrap. 

:vAj\''e find also Uiat, they ttike tjullo 
''readily to a dry mash. Therinost sat- 
Isfaotory di-y masli wo have tised this 
year is made of bran, eornmeal, and 
oatmeal, mixed will) equal amiuiiits 
of beef scraa. AVe mix this by meas- 
ure. AVo tried using shorts, l>ut 
found tlial the cliickens would eal 
practically all the other grains and 
leave the sliorts. One peculiarity of 
tliese ciiiclcens which .'iiij fed entirely 
upon dry mash and wl'.ole grain is 
that it is almost a.s difficult to get 
thetn to oat .wet foods afer having 
•been fed for some Imo on ho dry foods 
as It Is to get chickens that aro fed 
. -■. on wet foods . to takis kindly to dry 

■ mashes. Somo' of these lots practic- 
ally refuse to eat broad and milk, 
■which, by in.ist chickens, is relished 
about as well a;: any food yon can 
give. them. AVlierc one is feeding dr.v 
luasl^es, etc., and the ground is not 
gra\-eloy, It I.s anlte evident tb.at somo 
grit be place<l either in tho dry mash 
or in the whole grains. Where the 
chickens lia\e ;i large r.ange. our ex- 
perience Is that tlip.c do not. take so 
kindly to the dr.v mash, -and they do 
not eal nearly so much beef scrap. 
Many of them refuse to eat beef 
scrap altogether. 

AVe have found this v-ear th.'it in the 
rearing of April and May chickens, 
where the lots arc divided — half be- 
ing i)larcil on old .ground which had 
lioen ploughed last fall and cii 1 1 i\-al cd 
this spring, or jiart of ii left in s.nl, 
th.'it the chickens wliicli v.'ere jjlaced 
(ui ;ihsolnlel.\- new ground, when 
brooded by the same melliods and fed 
tlio same foods, arc now much larger 
than those reared on tho old ground. 
Where .one Is trying to rear lato 
hatched' chickens this Is especially no- 
cebsary for first-class success. 

We always find during the June ex- 
cursions lliat wo get con.sldorable in- 
formation regartling the poultry busi- 
ness from farmer.s and others who are 
iutei'esled in tlie same. It is very 
difficult If) draw any roncdusions from 
tlieii- conversations. V.)ii will find 
plentv' of jicoplc who are succecdin.g 
with incubators and get good iiatclics, 
••i.lid others absolute failures. Some 
]ieo|de have no difficult.v in rcarin.g 
llioir chickens, olliors ha\'e s.) much 
difficulty that Ihey lose them all. I 
woii^il sa.\- thai 1:5 per cent, of the 
people with whom I lia\-o been talk- 
ing this \ear ha\'e lost Iheir chickens, 
hatched in iuctihators, from the com- 
mon cause — white diarrhoea. These 
people, many of them, are lnc\lned to 
believe that it is an epidemic, and 
that a- chicken takes the disease from 
his sick brother, hence the whole lot 
•succumb to the trouble. I do not 
think this is a fact, or at least, in 
' ■ our experimental work, where we 
liave hen hatched chickens, and chlck- 

■ tens hatched In incubators, operated 
In various ways, wo find that some 
chickens never have tho trouble. 

There seems to be a very thin mar- 
gin between siid'cssfnl Incubation ami 
uiiKiicePssful incuhallon. .-\s a rule, 
the halches so far reoorted by the 
cxcur.slonlsts would azipear to be coii- 
siilerably below last year. 'I'hcrc is a 
iii.'!rke<l increase in tho report of fully 
formed chicks dead in tho shell from 
both hens and Incnhators. ]'''roni jire- 
vious correspondence 1 liave been in- 
clinoG to believe thai this was not the 
case, but judging from the last two 
or tliree day.s, it apjjears to mo a fact.

from one end of it to the other. Sim 
never gives an entire I'atlon of corn, 
but feeds wheat and oats chop In con- 
nection. I^ast year she raised COO' 
chicks out of 700 hatched. 

Never feed your birds anything that 
is not well advertised. An article 
which will not keep up its reputation 
when well advertised, is not lit to be 
fed to anything. 

J'Jverj thing should be kept as clean 
on the little clilck's feeding floor as 
it is on the floor of the kitchen. If 
this is done the little birds will never 
have gapes ur many of the disctises. 

As .soon as the hatching season is 
over, separate the cocks from the 
hens and feed llicni a. little extra. 
Many male birds on tlio average farm 
are overworked and need a few weeks' 
rest. 

The cockerels should be separated 
early from the i)nllcts ami pnt In a 
|)en b\- thenisclves, where they may 
feed all ilay and he .-illowed only 
en.iugli exercise to keeii Ihiuu in a 
healtliy ci5ndition. 

It Is an excellent plan to i}lant the 
riuis to some kinil of a crop as soon 
as the chicks are removed from little 
I'oops t.) the cnluny houses. Tlie grow- 
ing crop has a tendency to destroy 
many oi' the germs and leaves tho run 
in a liealthier shape for the chicks the 
next year. 

Kero.sene ami whitewash should bo 
ii.scd freelj- tluougliout the piniltry- 
hoiises all tlirongli the smumcr to 
Itepj) down lice, It is a wise plan to 
haA'e roosts wlilcli I'an be takpu nut of 
the house at least once each week and 
treated to a kerosene bath, In order 
to get rid of the red fnltes which col- 
lect underneath tho roosts and infest 
tho fowls at night. 

Tho poultry raiser is now finding 
out that tho early hatidied chlcl'.s are 
more vigorous and profitable timn the 
iato hatches.

DO SMALL FLOCKS PAY 

Where there is much rough liilly 
land, shcej) raising is not only prolii- 
ablc but almost m^cessarx-. ..\ farmer 
must really enjoy working wlih shpe|> 
to make a success, and this means 
plenty iif pailenee. Sheep can be more 
exas|)eratiug than hogs, and while man 
may yell at a drove of bo.gs without 
Injuring them, tho best results with 
sheep aro obtained by kindness Par- 
ticularly <it lambing time when tho 
■sjjeep must be penned up and the 
iambs born In cold woatlier, a tamo 
flock means vastly easier work says 
Kdwartl 1. Pratt in I'>.rmiiig. 

Wo have about sixty grade Shrop- 
shire... on a dairy farm r)f sc\-eral hun- 
dred acres in South Central Wiscon- 
sin. 'J'lie (lock has bei-n a side issue 
on tlio jdaoo about seven veais. AN'hIio 
tile net proUt of tho slieep lodger ac- 
count is small, the .nock fits into the 
plan of farm work and adds to the 
proJlts of the. other dopartaionts, and 
much moro than pays for care aiu' 
feed. Among other things llu'v keep 
a number of acres of wooded pastiuv 
and rough land in condition. 

That our sheep are not an actual 
loss some years Is due in a large 
measure to tile care taken at the lamb- 
ing period. No lamb Is given no till 
everything possible- Is done to "keep p.,,.,,,,,, , 
him going." The llrst owes are duelniiik col, 
to lamb in February. They are given 
plenty of exerciiso, fresh air and sun- 
shine all winter; and the lambs usual- 
ly come healthy and strong. Whilo 
thoy aro carrying tho young, the ewas 
are ferl corn stover and Clover hay 
Willi a little ensilage and a limited 
lc<'d of gniiii. Afterward thoy arc 
gradually gh en more grain, wheat and 
br.in and coi'u mostly, In order to keep 
up lh(- str.'iiglh of the ewe together 
Willi llie milk supply. The \(iiuig lambs

I'bod Is a large item wlien every ton 
of hay or stovor or busliel of grain 
is charged to the sheep account at 
marlcet prices. Tho cost of producing 
this feed does not coino up to the price 
for which It was sold to the sheep. So 
there is a prolit which the sheep help 
to make in the dit"f(>rent llclil accounts. 
U would bo fairer to figure how mucli 
tho difrpr(nit acreages of the crops 
really bring in. In fact, these feed 
item's could bo charged against the 
sliecii a I even less than inarliet prices, 
for if tlie hay and grain Avcre sold off 
the farm, there would bo the great 
loss of fertility besklos tho time spoilt 
in hauling lo market. 

Wo keep sheep because of the largo 
amount of woU suited pasture and be- 
cause more feed can be grown tiian 
can bo us-l by our cows and hogs. To 
illustrate this, one year's account is 
taken, which was selected purposely, 
because It represents a poor season. 
The expenditures and receipts aro as 
fed lows:

The best time to start a llock Is in 
tlic fall, for during the long winter the 
farmer lias jilunty of lime to get well 
ac(|uainted with his ewes. If tho .sheep 
letirn to know that tho man who cares 
for tliem is a friend, they will save 
liim many weary steps. Nine sheep- 
men out of ten will advi.so a beginner 
to .start with grade stock.- f-^y head 
such a llock a-v. grade , buelcni Is good 
enough, biit.one 'full of- lire i|^d vigor, 
not A-ery largo. As for the 6yves, it is 
much bctt.er. to begin with, -a small 
number aiid gradually increase by 
holding' ovcWthte best lambs each year. 
It is -best, to breed the lambs tho sec- 
ond • year so .a new unrelatoil ram 
should bo selected every two years un- 
less all young stock is disposed of. 

'I'hore are three ways of starting: 
The nr.st is to.fiuy "qnly purebred stock. 
This does not appeal to many, as tlip 
expense is too grctit and the increase 
too slow unless; tho plan is Is to sell 
breeding stocli, which is a business liy 
its(.-lf. The ordinary way is to buy 
common stock on the market, western 
sheep with a mixture of many lilood 
lines. In good iiart -Mcrimi. This makes 
a satisfactory fouii<l;itiou after which 
to get a. thoroughbred or higb-graile 
Shropshire ram. One of this kiml will 
I)robably cost from Jir. to Sf,(i, and the; 
ew^-s about .?G to JIO each, according 
tii the 'luality .-.nfl the iiiark,'t — somr-- 
times lower. 'I'hen the ewo lambs may 
be kept for brpeding and tiie old slieej) 
fatl'-ncd and disposed of. In tliis way 
tlie slaniping out of any disease is the 
more certain. I'he tiilrd way is to buy 
on tho marliot also iind to hold the best 
of the ewes as well as tho lambs for 
breeding. In tliis <-aso the young and 
tlio old stock sliould bo kept In separ- 
ate (iiuirlers and separ.alc pastures as 
far as possible. The Inst method 
means the largest flock in the shortest 
possiljle time. 

In i)urchasing ewes one should he. 
ai-cful tliat the skin is of a ll(•alll,.^• 
and the eyes clear. (Irade 
Shropshlres arc the f.-ivoriles in our 
part of the counlr.\-. 'l'lie\- <\vo\i iln-ir 
lambs i-ai-ly, by l-'ehruary or .Mar<-h, If 
desired, and tliey are hardy and strong.

There 
are a great many. breeds with special 
characteristics adapted to certain pur- 
poses and ' conditions.

Wlion tho colt Is one year old ho 
should have a run at grass. A good 
pasture is an important part of the 
outlit of the fai'iner who wants to raise 
liorso.'i. It is not enough to turn tlicm 
out In any old iiasturc and let thorn 
run until fall. If thoy get thin and 
wormy, 'it: may talce the \vliolo of tlio 
next winter to got tliom back Into 
glowing condition, and you liave lost 
nearly a year's growth; ' Keep them 
thrifty all of the timo, then you will 
gel tho size you look for. and they 
will be strong to do something ivheii 
you begin to educate them. In the 
winter before the colt is two years old 
tlie farmer should begin his education 
111 harness, and rlglu here i trust that 
tho reader will parr.on another lesson 
from my own experience. Among tlu- 
lii-.st colls that 1 over trained to har- 
ness was a colt of seeming docile (lls- 
poslllon, and hi.s lirst lessons \vcnt 
vtry smoothly, but one day when Uirn- 
Ing lilm aroiaid his head went to one 
side and he refused to go. lie liad 
been taught to obey, so when I Insist- 
ed with a little emphasis from the 
whip he moved, but each day when I 
drove him lie refused to turn, and-T?ach 
day It was harder to make him obey. 
Finally on starting tout with him one 
day I happened to notice a little blood 
Irlckding down his Hps. I immediately 
stopped and made ,in examination of 
hif. mouth, and lo my surprise found 
that tho corner.^ of his teeth were 
sharp, so that when the bit was jiulled 
t'O rein him that great gasln-s were cut 
I in his cheelis. I imtnedialely led hlin 
to the barn, waited for his mouth to 
heal, then r.-isjied off tlie corners of 
his tootii and began driving lilin. The 
lesson Is obvious. Xevcr begin to bit 
your colt until .vou lia\<- mad(' sure 
that his cheeks will not be lacerated 
by the bit. And right liere I wanl to 
say a word nlwut tlic use of the whip. 
Viui often hear theorists and sonti- 
nipntaiists say "don't use a wliip," and 
.\-ou often hear a man say, as if it 
added value to his horse, "ho don't 
know what It Is to be touched with a 
whip" Now I believe that such re- 
marks aro all bosh. A man .should 
nc\or lose his lemiJer, and slioiild 
never abuse his colt wilh a whip, hut 
the colt should never bo allowed to 
grew up without an education as lo 
the proper use iil a v.-liip. One of his 
i-arllost lessons should bo to learn 
that the lc)ueh of the whip means to 
move and move (pilckly. 'I'his can be 
taught him as easily ;is any oilier 
lessoii) and without abuse or lnjur.\-. 
'I'lu' .reason for this is tliat in driv- 
ing one often gols into a tight place 
where only Inslani obedience will save 
a wreck, and If your horse has been 
taught the use .of^;/^^whlI^ you can, by

PREHISTORIC HORSE 

Profe-^sor Charles S. Plumb, In his 
,oie, w-ork ou "Typos- and lU-eeds of 
' ^^^nllnals,'• devotes som 
lion to llio prehistoric horse h.is be- 
ome lborougl.ly well known a,^ 
nrehcndod by scientific men. Keman .s 
of this horse have be,-n found all over 
the Southern Stales, in California and 
Oregon and in greatest abundance in 
Uic so-called Bad Lands of Nebraska, 
Wyoming and South Dakota. 

"The world-wide distribution of the 
horse in proliistorlc times Is now well 
nndersiood. Hesldcs tho discoveries 
X,.rih America, fossil remains liavo 
i;;.cn found in Patagonia, South Anier- 
ica, and in earth and sand 'IfP"^. ^s I 
various parts of Europe which cxis ed 
previous tu the glacial period. the 
eiohiUon of the horse from the pro- 
historic to present lorm coveis g. o- 

g cal ages of time and represonts 
p-.sslnfof perhaps three million 
ve.irs. Animals of the liorso class ex- 
i..-ted in the I.ower l'>"''-'>'','"='';^^'„;'"' 
-radu.-illv passed upward through 
twelve '-'tages of dovolopmcnt, in the 
eoiirsp of geological time, bccom ng 
inoi-p an.l more developed toward tho 
prespiil day type." 

The early form of the horse was 
not larger 'than- a fox terrier, and the 
feet were not hoofs, as at the present 
time, but were materially* different, 
having five tobs. In the third stage 
of development, "the 'type was about 
tlio size of a small dog, perhaps four- 
toon Inches higli;" In the seventh 
stage the Horse had becotne as large 
as a sheep, standing perhap,8 ISMiiclioa 
high. Professor Plumb says: ' 

"Tracing the development of this 
preliisioric horse;- ..Wofiflri'd that the 
animal gradually Increases In height, 
the iiiiniber of toes reduces to one on 
each font, while the teeth increase in 
length and crown :development. The 
tooth of the modern horse may be an 
efClelont grlhder;;f,or-f twenty-flvo or 
thirty years, while >hat of tho prehis- 
toric .one, fi'om shortness of crown 



and lack of enamel would not servo 
over ten or twelve yoar.s." 

Tile color of tho proliistorio horso 
Is not known, but it is supposed to 
have been moro or loss striped, like 
tlio zebra, though not brilliantly col- 
ored. The first association of man 
with the preliistoi-ic liorsc, so far as 
discovered, existed in tho stone im- 
plement age. 'J'lip cnniiecting link be- 
tween tho preliisioric horse and the 
horse of modern liiiies Is iissuined to 
be tho present form of tho zebra, the 
wild ttss of -Asl^ and Africa, and a 
breed of wUd-'horsos e.'clsting In the 
deserts of western Mongolia. It has 
been assumed that this type of wild 
pony, standing' forty Inqjies high, Is 
(lulto similar to the hor-se as known 
by prehistoric man thirty - thousand 
years ago. 



THE. FAMILY COW 

It not Infrequently happens that 
whou iiic family cow is left to the caro 
oi thoughtless employees, unsanitary 
condllions arise which are" unsuspect- 
ed, and po.«slbly the spread of contagi- 
ous disease. 

It is of llie utmost importance tliat 
e\(-ry family cow bo In ])erfoct liealt'i 
to begin with. This ean be determined 
by calling in a veterinary surgeon. 
I'he small amount of money spent for 
this pui-poso will not he begrudged 
v.luni tho fact is con.sidercd that the 
healtli of the entire Janiilv, .Tnd es- 
pecially the clilidrcn in It, Is at stake. 

When tho fact is established that 
the family cow is in perfect health, 
certain rules should be laid down for 
employees and adhereno to these rules 
insisted upon. 

A gentleman who produes milk for 
tlie consumption of Infants and Inva- 
lids, and who is cxtrcsnely careful to 
insure absolute purit.v. lias formulated 
a. number of regulations for his em- 
ployees which contain suggestions 
worth considering. 

Me insists that the cows shall have 
at least four hours ever yday in the 
open air, winter and .siimiiier, unless 
the tom|)eraturo goes above 90 degrees 
or below :iO degrees. In this case, the 
cows are Holstelns, and aro accus- 
tomed to out-of-door life even in win- 
ter. It would he a mistake to sud-- 
dtnly expose cows which have oeen 
closely stabled to extremes of weather. 

It Is insisted upon that the cows 
shall beitrea;ted kindly and gently at 
all times, and any employee who 
strikes a cow, twists her tail, or in 
any oilier way maltreats her, is Im- 
mediately ordered from the premises. 
The animals aro fed three times dail.v 
and watered twice, being given all the 
water thc.v will drlnk._ 

The milker Is ordered to keep his 
nails short and clean, and to wash his 
hands before milking each cow, and 
after'' oniptying each can. He must 
al;;o wear a clean milking suit, wblcli 
is used at no other lime. Any em- 
plo\-ee who is sick or Indisposed is not 
even allowed inside llie barn until he 
lias recovered. 

The owner insists that his cows 
.Hihall be thoroughly -briished ,. every 
'da^', and r tliat ■ tho^iuddcr' Is .carefully 
cIdaned' ''..be'forc:"ariy:' m'llk ' is iflra-xvn., 
The ilrst ralilc.sJrom l eacli- teat -Is 'al- 
ways* drawp' Into'" a si^eciai - pallt ,il8ed 
for 'that,' purpose alone.' Thls pradtlco 
I has 1 b'een adopted because of tho fact 
that disease germs often lind lodg- 
ment In the. cntr.ancc to tlie teat ami 
como awtuy witli the first milking. 
.Some milkers never di-aw this ff>re 
milk Into the iiilllc pail, hut lliey do 
milk It upon the floor of the stall, 
which is almost .as •bad--a' practice, ■ as 
the milk often s'ours before H is wash- 
ed away, 

.Such rules as these should be en- 
forced by over.v nian wlin owns even 
oni^ oow. If ho lias employes, and 
should bp followed as closely by him- 
self if he does bis own inilking, — R, 
Ij.

Butter absorbs foul odors almost In- 
stantly and should be kept where the 
air is clean and sweet. — American 
Farm. 

The dairyman who doesn't know 
what profit each cow yields has not 
learned to take the lirst step toward 
success. 

•Thero are three kinds of cows in this 
country: The special-purpose, the gen- 
eral-inirpose, and the iio-purposo. The 
latter are In the majority. 

Don't buy a cow until you have test- 
ed her, by milking lier more than once. 
.Sellfng cows and trading horses are 
deals that try men's morals. 

Olio germ produces aiiollier in 
tv.-onty minutes in warm milk. Get 
the milk enoled as soon as possible. 
It should bo cooled to 10 degrees if 
possible. 

■Scalding w.-iter and .su;nmer suii- 
siiiiu' are both deatli lo bacteria. Malio 
the stables light and keep the milk 
things in tho hot sun as much as 
possible. 

Tlio farm separator pays if for -noth- 
ing else except getting tho milk, warm 
and perfectly sweet, to the calves with- 
in a few minutes of the, time it is 
drawn from the udder. / 

The West Virginia experiment sta- 
tion got more value out of sklm-mllk 
by feeding it to hens than some dairy- 
men get for the whole nillk, when It 
Is sold for city consumption. 

An Ohio dairy farmer owning 100 
acres of hind made a net prolit of $1.S 
per acre last year. This means that 
at tho end of the year ho had paid 
all Ills expenses and had 5.1, SOO in tlio 
bank lo show for bis ye.-ir's work. 

We know an IlliiiolK swine breeder 
wlio has become ricli buying sklm- 
niilk at the nearby creameries at 20 
cents the hundred iiounds. This milk 
is wliat tlie creamery patrons do not 
tlilnlc it worth while to haui' back 
iiome.

Tlio boy and tlie pig, generally 
si^oaking, aro the important factors on 
the American stock farm. 

Desirable breeding ciiialltles In a 
herd aro lixed by a Imig line ..of care- 
ful selection and breeding. 

Tho successful swlno raiser Is tho 
practical one. He think.s out his work 
and then works out his thougliis. 

Hog prices seem high llds year, but 
how can a farmer raise swine on l.-uid 
worth $150 Jier acre for any less'.' 

When an all-corn ration is ted to 
growing liigs the niuseles of the body 
do not develop lo their normal size. 

To secure tlio best results care 
should bo taken to feed tho hogs ac- 
cording lo age, conditions and time of 
marketing. 

In selecting breeding stock it is an 
Item to Ivuow whether they arc from 
a family noted for fertility, as this is 
an Inherited (piallty. 

Tho swlno brooder o£ today cares 
very little for theories that cannot bo 
practically - applied. This is equally 
true with those following other lines 
of farming. 

One man says ho. knows there is 
"money in hogs," because he put some 
there. Not how to put money in hogs, 
but hov.' to get money from hogs is 
most important. 

See that the fattening hogs are pro- 
tected from cold winds and rain. It 
requires additional corn to keep the 
animal comforlable if exposed to in- 
clement -weather. 

An old boar or "stag" Is too fierce 
a disciplinarian ..to bo kept in the same 
lot with shoats'; the pigs will soon Icaru 
doterenco for their elders, but pigs 
can't stand such culture and thrive- 

Moro than 20,000 hogs were con- 
demned In the United States in 1901) 
ou account of t'uberculosisi . and It is 
feared by the government inspector 
that tho number this year will be much 
larger. 

The old method 0^ the . haphazard 
feeding of the swlno and tho lazy 
man's method of .throwing out corn, to 
tho hogs -in quantity are fast becom- 
ing obsolete. ' The feeding of swlno 
has become a science. Rations are pre- 
pared with a deiinlte-end In view. 

Keep wood ashes In a convenient 
place so the pigs can oat all they wish 
Ashes furnish mineral matter— pota.s i, 
lime, soda— Which help build up tho dl-- 
gestlon and kill Intestinal worms. If 
wood ashes ar'e not plentiful give coal 
ashes. 

THE BEEKEEPER 

INCREASE 'VS. BUYING 

Tills rpieslion Is of consider.able im- 
portance to those who have but few 
colonies and are anxious to secure a 
larger number :is soon as possible. U 
wc could buy good • Italian bees at a 
fair nricc in th(? same kind of a hivo 
wo use, filled 'with good worker comb; 
then It might' be as well to buy part 
of our Increase as to make tlicni from 
tho colonics we already have; but tills 
wo can seldom do unless wo buy of a 
supply-dealer. Tlien we can get a 
good standard hive .with good combs 
and as choice: a queen as we care to 
pav for. 

if von want to buy hops I tliink, 
when' all things aro considered, this is 
the btttcr party to buy from. 

If we get our bc'es of some one wlio 
has never kept more than a few col- 
onies and Is anxious to got out of the 
business, then we usually get hives of 
but little value except for kindling- 
wood, and combs fit .only for wax, with 
(lueens from one to live years old, of 
all . grades, from fairly well-mated 
Italians down the line to the blacks. 

But sometimes it is best to buy 
these almost wortliless colonies In or- 
der to got them where their drones 
can be destroyed. In this ca.se you 
had better Ltaliaiiize them as soon as 
possible, th(-ii set on top one of your 
standard hives lilled with combs, one 
of which contains brood: then put 
their queen on this frame of brood and 
put a (|ueen-excludcr between the 
liives so as to l;eeii tlie queen In the 
upper hive; then in 21 days take out 
the under hive and use It as you see 
lit. Your almost worthless colony will 
now bo Italianized and nicely trans- 
ferred to your standard hive. This, 
wo lind. is the most practical metho<l 
of disposing of those undesirable col- 
onjes which wore in hives of all forms 
and sizes. 

If your circumstances are such that 
you can hardly afford to sacrllico a 
part of your surplus In nmking In- 
crease, then you iiiiist be careful and 
mal;o only such increase as will add 
to your surplus. This is an easy 
tiling to do where the pi-lnci))al li;irvest 
comes in .-Vugust; but if it is in .Iiiiie, 
then It requires the most thorough 
knmvledgo df the best methods of 
rearing queens and dh-idiiig colonics 
that have ever been iiractlced, In or- 
der to make it a success. 

Those of us wlio- produce extrqcted_^ 
honey can make our Increase miiclf 
cheaper and .easier; than those -vvho 
produce comb .Honeyi'vfiWlth us wo can 
divide our colonies in ahnost any -way' 
without sorlmisly affccding our siir- 
Iilus. A\'o always make rather moro 
Increase in .lime than wo expect to 
put Into winter quarters In the fall; 
then when a Cfilony loses Its (lueoii, or 
Is not what it sliould be, on the evn 
of our harvest we unite It with an- 
other. At this time wo like to liavo 
every colony as strong as possible, and 
wo care but little for weak colonies. 
Danger of Dlsnaso. 

One of tho most serious objections 
to buying bees lioro and there around 
the country Is tho liability of bringing 
diseased colonies Into your apiary. 
This wc should ever bear In mind, aiid 



never take any chances that we can 
pre\-ent. Tlien tho trouble of tlndlng 
beos for sale, and the expense of 
bringing tiiem, homo, -..many. ..times is 
no small matter. '. I . haye- "been all' over 
this part of'-tho 'liushiess, and I don't 
caro to . try It again. 

In regard., to making our Increase, it 
can now be' dono very easily since wo 
can rear queens with so little trouble 
that It Is: easy to have all wo care to 
use ever, ready at almost any time. 
Then by 'stimulating breeding by feed- 
ing so'' as to have strong colonies 
ready to divide as early as our young 
iliicens commoneo to lay, we can ccr- 
laliil.y make our increase much 
cheaper thiiii to bu.\- undesirable bees; 
Ihercl'oro f cannot advise you to buy 
hcps only in excpplional cases, l3ut I 
do advise yon to sturly well all the 
latest improved inothod.s of rearing 
qucons and making Increase. 

Importance of Starting Right. 

Vou aro tho architect of your busi- 
ness — yes, of your whole life; so let 
no opportunity for improvement pass 
iiiilmprovod. Before entering upon 
boe-kecping or any other lino of biial- 
noKS, be sure you start right. My 
friend, did you over reall'/.o tlio Impor- 
tance of tlio.so two words, "start 
right"'/ Teach your little children to 
study them; and when you see those 
poor drifting wrecks of luimanlty 
wandering up and down your high- 
ways in their abject poverty, tell your 
ciiiidren xhose those poor souls which 
ire now fairly steeped in vice and 
crlmo arc tho result of starting wrong 
In this life, and -that only God -knows 
what tiie result will be in the life to 
come. 

Ple.'iso pardon mo in so often drift- 
ing frfim my subject; but when I 
thinlc of that short sentence It seems 
as if r could write a whole volume on 
Its iiiiportance. 

The Right Way to Make Increaoe. 

There aro various ways of making 
increase. Wo ])refer to build up tho 
colonies to bo divided until they are 
very strong in boos and brood; then 
when the division is made and the 
queenless part Is given a laying queen, 
wo soon liave two good colonies ready 
for the liarvest.-' ■ We think this is a 
much better, way than to build up 
nuclei. Let tho same rule apply to 
making Increase, as all other work in 
the apiary, which should be. a har- 
monizing with /your knowledge and" 
the natural instincts of ypur beea. 
This is quito important in order to se- 
cure the best results. If we adopt 
methods according to their natural In- 
stincts then surely wo shall securo 
better results than If we force them 
into' unnatural conditions, -.Which to 
quito an extent snon-'.causea th'em to 
bocomo discouraged. 

Improving the Appearance of tho 
Apiary. 

Wo aro now on the cvo of another 
hus.v season; and while wo arc Intent 
on .securing all tlio surplus we can, 
lot us not overlook the Importance of 
improving our apiary, both In appear- 
and- and real value. A coat of now 
))aint on many hives will add much 
to tlioir general appearance, and a few ., 
clioico queens- of some valuable strain,-' 
of bees not related to those we ha-vo 
will often .add many dollars to: its real 
value. In this way, at a/smaU, "ex- 
pense we can niako our business more 
attractive and profitable, each of 
which has much to do -with our sue-,: 
cess; and when wo can catch the 
fleeting thoughts of today and weave 
thoni into practical methods for to- 
morrow, then let us not stop but con- 
tinue our worlc until, through tho mo- 
dluiii of our journals, they are Igveii 
to tlie world fru- the help of man. — 
I'Yoni "Gleanings In Beo Culture." for 
July.

We felt rich to have ours swarm 
In May.

Then we felt, rich Indeed, with four 
hives of bees working early and lato 
to 1111 our larder for the ,,>v.lnl;er. ,: In 
ten days supers were placedi^on'stlieiiT-' 
new hives, and when thoy were fllled" 
wo protected ourselves with veil and 
gloves, and, armed with a smo/cer, took 
up tho honey. There is now a_ large 
suijply put away for winter "use. —

I have before me a I'ren(?li transla- 
tion of Comte. L. N. Tolstoi's recent 
book on Shakespeare. The work was 
written, as Us author tells us, when 
ho was seventy-llvo yeai-s (jid and 
after he had been a diligent readm- 
and' critical student of tluj gr'-at lirl- 
tlsli dram.atist's wiu'lis for nmr.. tlian 1 
fifty years. The jirliiclpal result. of 
po much labor and .study is that Tols- 
t.ii's Judgment (which ho strove over 
and fiver again to overcome) Is that 
"Sh.iUcsiieare can only lie rcganled, 
not as ii great wrifr. Imt even as a 
very ordinary ono (tn;s niedlnere); 
nnd that the more he read ;iiid stu- 
died Shakespeare, so far from deriv- 
ing pleasure or profit, ho was repelled, 
disgusted and wearied. So startling a 
conclusion by a man so reputable, 
worthy, deeply read and of transpar- 
ent sincerity, demands, I tlilnk, some 
cbnalderatlon. Henco I ask , permis- 
sion for space to present a few com- 
ments on tho subject; and I prefer tho 
request witli coniidonce becauso I no- 
tice with delight tho great attention 
devoted to literary matters in tho 
pages of the Free Proas. 

Why Tolstoi Wrote Essay 

.Tolstoi was prompted to write an 
essay on Shakoapcaro by nn article on 
Shaliespeare and the worldng classes 
by Mr. Edward Crosby, and I detect 
evidences in the French translation 
that this article first appeared la 
English. I will deal with Mr. Crosby 
first. The complaint of this critic 
amounts to this: Shakespeare did 
not treat his subjects as Mr. Crosby 
would have treated thom, which Is 
true enough. Thus Shakiisijearo's 
KIt-.g Jolin nover onco mentions or al- 
ludes to tho Magna Charta where.as 
Mr. Crosby w'ould have made It tho 
pivot of the play, nr„l l;..- unfavoraldy 
critlci!!e.-=i Coriolanus becauso of the 
dramatist's dop;irturo fr.ini the views 
of Plutarch. Tolstoi tumbles into the 
samo blunder ronpectiiig Slialcesiiorlan 
characterization. Neilh(>r of these 
writers realizes that HIiakcHpearo's 
characters aro all his own and no- 
body elso's. Ilamlot has nothing to d.i 
with the history of Donnmrk, it la 
Shakespeare's Hamlet; Macbeth has 
notliing to do with tho hl.'^tory of Scot- 
land, It Is Shakespeare's Macbeth; 
King Lear Is not tho King Lear wo 
read about In tho Saxon Chronicles, it 
Is Shnlccspeare's own King Lear. And 
so In every Instance, Any person who 
does not reall-^o this will not quite 
thoroughly understand Shakespeare. 
Mr. Crosby's further and clilcf com- 



plaint against Sliakr.sncare is that ho 
did not advocate the oau.se of tho 
working classes, .a statcniorit that may 
be as true as 1 ha t it \va.'^_ not Shakes- 
peare's mission t(i So, 'I'll us Shakes- 
peare i;: first ceusHrft<] because lui 
would tint 1)0 .an liisLuriau. and, se- 
cinirll>', li-.; is coiuJcninc'J becauso ho 
was not a Jiadiral pamiHi jolcer. My 
rejilv ii, critlei.sm of that kind Is

Thus wiiat aro Shakespeare's 
Jokes In tlie niouth of a clown aro in- 
terpreted by 'J'olstoi nfl iho serious 
promulgation a proroniirt truth and 
missing tlio point of tho joico ho re- 
gards Kuch passages riit tw.-addlo. Tol- 
.'itol'..^ ol)Jeetlons to KinK ]_,ear seems 
to n'lc more amii-''i»K than really cri- 
tical, lie I'onsldiTft till) iiiity un-n.'it- 
iir.-u' iH'c-nise no roa.H(,.i, h Rivrai why 
bi>ar should l)r'!li!\-(i In 1 lu. prolesta- 
tloiiH of ids elil'T d.-uiglilcrs and not 
believe in the alfecliun of youni,'- 
est daughter, and tlii.i .-janiii nsi regards 
f'lloster and hi.i sons.

Shakespeare. Imagine n. faithful por- 
trayal of tho stngo of English man- 
ners and cu.stoin.s, .speocli, actions and 
events aa they wero In tlm barbarous 
country that Kngland \:-.'.~ SOQ years 
before Christ! Tolstoi condemns 
Shakespeare because ot anachron- 



isms, whereas aiuiclironl.'inis were not 
moro lo Shakospe.are than was gram- 
mar to Sigisinund, surnaraed "supcr- 
grumniatlcum." 

Criticises Shakespeare 
Tolstoi labors this objection by cri- 
ticising many of Shakespeare's best 
Iniown plays, indeed, his stock objec- 
tion Is that all Slnikespeare's charac- 
ters speak language not conforinalile 
to their parts, but always the lan- 
guage of Shakespeare, "ftUso and sen- 
timental"; it makes no matter whelii- 
ei- It bo Juliet, Desdemouii, Cordeliti, 
Imogen, Illchard III, Edniond, lago, 
Miiclietli. It is always yiiakospearo, 
iind iiimatural. No persons, (lecl.-in-s 
Tolstoi, ever spoke as Sim kespeari.'s 
eliar.-tclors speak, whether they were 
lovers, lieroes, (lueens, maliluiis or 
(•l.iwiis. 'J'hc best of Shakespeare's 
chai-.actors says this uncompromising 
critic, do not belong to Shakespeare', 
luit wero borrowed from previous 
plays. All Sluikespearo did was t.) 
botch tlie original characters by mak- 
ing them speak after his own fashion. 
Tills Tolstoi considers to bo bad art, 
and ho particularises King Lear as 
being a hash-up Of an antoocdont play 
hy an unknown author, wherein Tol- 
stoi Is absolutely wrong. Now. It may 
bo admitted that Shakespeare's char- 
acters speak as never man spake. In 
tho first place men do not generally 
sollloipiiso aloud. In real life Hamlet 
would not have spoken his celebrated 
"To Bo or Not lo He"; ho would havo 
silently thouglit It; so as regards 
Henry IV's sidilotiuy and tho 
m.any other solllo'iuios with wdiich 
Khakespetiro abounds. But how in 
tho name of common sense is a per- 
son In a play to discover his Innermost 
thoughts lo Iho .-ludlcneo except b.v 
soliloatiy? .Similarly the elotpient 
siieeches 111 inucli of Sliakespetirean 
di.ilogtie are not tho language of ev- 
c'ry (lay conversation. Tolstoi, fails to 
seo that tliere is ii <lifforence betwecMi 
what is niltur.al on tho stage and wdiar 
is natural off the stage. In nrdinaI■^' 
life a man does not declare his inv(! 
In a rooitatlvo and propose marriago 
111 a tenor ballad. 

Tolstoi Is Consistent 

I must give Tolstoi credit for con- 
sistency on this point, because ho Is 
just as fierce in his denunciation of 
"Wagner's NIhelung as he is of tho 
pinys of Shakespeare.. Tolstoi says 
they nre all examples of bad art. "It is 
undeniable," says ho, "that Shakds- 
pearo was not an artist and that his 



works are not works of .art." What 
Tolstoi would have, perhaps. Is thai 
we go back to the Greek model with 
its tliroo unities, which all draniatlslH 
of ])osition (except French drama- 
tists) havo ever regarded as being 
trammels Which no genius could en- 
dure. 

But are tlio matters of which Tols- 
toi complains indications of bad art? 
I do not think so tiiid I call Tolstoi 
himself as my chief witness. In the 
volume before me, Tolstoi adversely 
criticises tho definitions of tut given 
by Schiller, Grant Allen, Darwin, Her- 
bert Spencer, Vcron Sully ;ind others, 
iind tlien gives his own definition. I 
fnuikly admit it is tho liest definition 
of art I over met. Here it Is, con- 
densed: To evoke In himself a sen- 
timent already expeiieneed or iniag- 
ined nnd to coniniiinic.ate. It to others 
in such a way that the others ex- 
perience Iho same thing is tiio true 
object of ;irt; ;ind tlie nietms em- 
ploy(Ml to do this, wdicther they be 
painting, sculpture, niuiic, words, ges- 
ture, or whtitever they m;iy be con- 
stitute a work of art, and (adds Tol- 
stoi) the dramatic art is Ibo highest 
of thoni all. AVith Tolstoi's definition 
before ua how can ho or anyone say 
that a. Shakespearean drama is bad 
art? So long as the evolted senti- 
ments are transmitted what does It 
matter whether tho, speeches by char- 
acters bo short or long; or the events 
In a drama be natural or superna- 
tural; or that a ' picture represents 
phenomena that cannot bo; or a sta- 
tue defies anatomy; or that the evok- 
ed sentiments be conveyed In tho most 
flaccid melody? My point Is that 
'Tolstoi's own dotlnitinn of art de- 
stroys his own criticism on Shakes- 
peare. • 

Combination of Themes 

'I'olstol overlooks a great fiict In re- 
gard to (his subject and there are 
many like unto him. It Is Ih.al Shakes- 
pi'are ahvay.s lias a llieine, ;ind the 
combination of .all his themes consli- 
tutes what Moullon calls "Tho Mortil 
System of Shakespeare.' 'Thus tho 
tlicino of King Lear is the passion of 
iniperlousness and. yot in Tolstoi's 
two .chapteriB, i}n, the -play .h6,.i never 
once, not;*even'»'diatani;i>','jeiters'to tlils. 
The theino of ."'Tho 'Tompbst*' la over- 
ruling Providence;, of Othello and 
Cymbellne Jealousy; of "Wlntor's Talo, 
wrong and retribution;' of Corlalanus, 
principle against compromise; of tho 
first four histories, heroism; of- tho 



.= econd four, wrong and retribution; 
of Itlcliard III and Anthony and t.;ieo- 
patra. Nemesis; yet, although Tolstoi 
refers to all those dr.amas he does not 
allude to tho theme of any one of 
liiom. I lay dcnvn a.'s u general rule 
that the student of Sluikespearo who 
does not recognize the dirfereut Ihemes 
is fiir from realir.ing or apprechiting 
tile W(ui;s of our mighty g<Milus. 

A (lui'siion naturally suggests itself: 
If Sli.aki'spearo bo tho ordinary play- 
w-rlgliL Tolstoi declares hlin to bo; it 
ills genius be a myth, as Tolstoi says 
It is; how comes it tliat his works 
liave such a hold on the human mind 
and popular thought, and that he 
stands upon so high a pedestal in tho 
temple of fame? To the credit of 
Tolstoi be it said that ho bravely 
faces this question and tho theory ho 
propounds Is ingenious and Interest- 
ing. Tho romarlcable. radiance asso- 
ciated with Shakespeare, ho tells us, 
can lie explained In but ono way. Tho 
glory Is n''! other thing tli.an the re- 
;;iill"oC ono of those epldomicnl influ- 
eiKcs midi'r which men periodically 
.surfer 11(1 have milTured. Ho instances 
tin; i-iai.'^ailcs, belief iu sorcery, belief 
in torture ;is :l means to extort truth, I 
tlio search for Iho elixir of life and' 
the phllosoph(n''s stone, and the cele- 
brated tulip niiinl.-L that ma^rran .all 
Holland and info<-tod other ceunlries. 
Such Influences Tolslol descrllie.s as .a 
sort of hyimotlsni, and lh(> infiueiuMis 
showed thomselves everywhere and at 
all limes; In religion, idillosophy, 
science, arts and mosL of all in liteni- 
turc. 

Hypnotism Empliasizecl 
'I''he dovelopuKuit of the pres.'--, con- 
tinues Tolstoi, emphasized and em- 
phasl/.es this hynollsm. 'I'ho jircss, he 
tells, us, first excites tlio nttentlon 
and then (reciprocity of Inl'luences) 
has to satlsty the desire it has creat- 
i^d. As a niodorn instance hn ciuolcs 
tho Dreyfus affair. After mentioning 
in.any names, Darwin .■luiongst them, 
that havo bad Ihoir day and are Ji.ass- 
liig awiiy, he ticcounts for llio hasting 
influence and llamo of Shakospcaro ro 
fortuitous circumstances. . based on 
tile principle In the Bomajl.' .'alctum 
"pro ciipltu Icctorls haborit 'sua fatua 
llbelU," which ho rhodestly translates 
"tho success of a book depends upon 
tho comprehension of tho men who 
read it." 

Having thug prepared tho way we 
are reminded that as first art, espe- 
cially dramatic art, not only In Greece 
but everywhere, was always religious, 



treated of religious ceremonial and 
was chiefly In tlie luinds of church 
officials. The yearning aimuig orilln- 
firy persons thus crettted w;is not 
stillslicd by such clerical iicrforniances. 
'J'lie lalty took the matter up and we 
had mysteries and morality plays. 
Tliese "caught on" with the populace 
tind vory soon developed into dram;is 
eharacteri/,i;d by absence of tlie reli- 
gious conscience, idea, te-aching or 
conception; but iiad as a slm'plo and 
solo object, amusement and distrac- 
tion. Passed into the hands of the 
laity tho drama was divorced from 
religion altogether. Then tho drama 
became different in different coun- 

&rama Reflects Ch.nraoter 
tries, "reflected the natloiiiil cliarac- 
tor," says Tolstoi. In Spain .antl Kiig- 
laml ii took much tho sanio form; In 
Italy It w;is m<>rry tis sunshine; 
I''r:nice copied tlie. Creek model with 
the three unities. Now conies tlio ap- 
plication of tho Latin dictum above 
(|uotod. The English liked murdci"-''. 
horrors, battles, and Shaitespearo 
gave them what thoy wanted. Still, 
wo are assured that after all his fame 
did not amount to much. Tolstoi de- 
clares . that up to the end of the elgh- 
toonth century Shakespeare was very 
little tliought of In England, not to bo 
compared with Bon Johnson, Beau- 
mont, li'letcher, Bacon and others, all 
of which stufl! Is utter rubbish. Was 
it not Ben Jonson himself who de- 
clared that Shalcesppure "was not of 
an ago but for all lime," and placed 
hliii before Chaucer, .Spencer, Beau- 
mont, 'XHrgll, Aristophanes,' Terence, 
I'lautus and others? 

Hut to pursue Tolstoi's theory, Ger- 
many cast 'around for a drama which 
dli'ferod from tho French drama which 
was wearying them (qui les ciimi- 
yall). Tho Engllsli drama pleased tho 
flermnns. It was a drama that was 
freer and had more life than that of 
France, so It was n.sslmllalial. When 
Goethe came this state of things was 
Itnprcgiiated with his trnnscendant ge- 
nius !ind, thus declares , Tolstoi, 
Shakespeare first bocauK! popular in 
f.ierninny and (lieneo the feeling cross- 
ed tho sea aufl .Shakespeare bocamo 
popular In his native country. To fpioto 
Tolstoi's words: "His glory was born 
in Germany and passed from there to 
lingland." 

Inaccuracy and Nonsonso 

This latter portion of Tolstol'.s 
tlioory is obviously not only based on 
Inaccurate history, but Is absolute

nonsense. At tho same timo it is tho 
"crest unto tlic crest," of Tolstoi's ar- 
gument that Shakespeare Is a nobody 
•and his genius an illusion. Summed 
up tho theory of tho great Bussian 
phiiosopiier is this; Because Slioices- 
pearu did not make his characters 
speak as siicak. 

The tinker and tho tailor, 

'I'ho soldier .and the sailor, 

The butcher and tlio baker, ' . 

And candlestick maker; 
and because tho incidents and events 
of Ills dramas aro not tlioso we meet 
in tho ordinary walks of everyday 
life; tlierefore ho is no genius, not an 
artist, and Ills works are dull and ot- 
fcnsl\'o ns ditch water; that such .ap- 
preciation as there was In the past 
was .simply a fitful cr;ize becauso the 
Fngli.sh delighted in murders, horrors 
and battles and Shakespeare nnndcreil 
to the doiiravcd tasto (pro captu Icc- 
torls) while his present popularity is 
duo to the accident of unwholesome 
opposition In Germany to the drama 
of Prance. Alas I poor Shakespeare I

One tirin foot on the borders of M- 
aska, the other on that hn;iginary di- 
vidiiipr line belwei'U Canada and the 
fJnited Stales, her back resting aKainsl 
the everlasting liills, her fuee turned 
westward, looUing out into the future, 
"scerene. Indifferent to Fate, she sit- 
teth at the Western Gate," the warder 
of the Continent." British Columbia, 
•bi'ave young giantess, is littins mother 
for a hardy and froo people! 

Wc liave the largest province in tlio 
Dominion. British Columbia is big 
enough to enalilc ns to place in it side 
by side at th.e same lime two Kug- 
lands, three Ireland.--, and four .Scot- 
lands, and when Ue have these nine 
couiilrics in, there will be no danger 
of their dropping init again or falling 
over the edge lor there will still be 
uOOO sciuaro miles of country uncover- 
ed. 

As regards location fate has placed 
\xs at the nerve-centre of things. I'or 
as 'London is the centre of the land- 
hemisphere so British Columbia Is at 
tho heart of the Empire l)eing set at 
almost equal distances from Indiii 
Australia and the MotlKn'Iaiid. And 
wo are In the temperate zone the /.one 
of the thinkers, the cultured, intellec- 
tual and progressive iieople of the race 
— the world's workers. 

We have in our won(h-ous system of 
land-locked fiords, island and main- 
land, some 7,00U miles of coast-line, 
Willi the full sweej) of the Pacific, its 
bracing breezes modified by the warm 
waters of the Japan current. 
-, Oceans no longer separate, they 
Join continents. Looking across tlie 
water to the millions of our British 
cousins in India, in Hongkong, in 
Australia, and the Isles of tlie .Sea wo 
catch brief proplietic glimpses of that 
commercial greatness which the Pa- 
ciric is just beginning to watt to our 
shores. 

Some one once, in derision, called 
Jh-itish L:oIunil)ia "a sea of ninun- 
tahis," ami it is irue we have not, our 
share uf the rolling prairies of Ihe 
gr<'aL Northwest. Nature with prodi- 
gal hand lias given us treasure; In 
tin; forest wealth of the earth's sur- 
face, in the wondrous flsh-Vlfe of the 
ocean and the Inland water-way.s; 
but a third, a greater treasure, 
is. hidden deep in earth's bosom. 
. U is from iter mines more than from 
'. uught.else that lU-^isli C'olumbia will 
derive lier material wealth as a great 
nation. LcL us accept as a l)ounlii'ul 
gill iroiii the hands of generous na- 
ture our mountains; llu>y give us 
sceneri' majeslli; and unrivjilled; lliey 
are nurseries of great rivers which 
pour llieir tribute into three oceans; 
and In their rocky embrace they hold a 
mineral wealth second to none In the 
world. I 

In a measure the mountains separ- 
' ate us from the rest of tho Dominion, 
that rocky rampart would seem to de- 
clare that north and south and west 
rather than to the east should tjur fu- 
ture commerce be sought. S.:a\varil 
wa.'i our trade in the old days, to the 
California goUlliclds, to the Ironeii 
mines of lUis.slan America and to 
suiigii t Honohdu. So seaward today 
deslliiy calls ns. 

(.)ur commercial futuiT would siem 
to be inwrouglit wMli Uial of ,\Uiska 
and i\Iexico, witli Imperial ,7apaii and 
the hungry hordes ot the Orient. 

Inexliaustible, as yet hardly guessed 
at, are our resources. British Colinn- 
bla's coal deposits arc big enough to 
iiU the world's wants for centuries; we 
have the greatest compact area of 
merchantable timber in America; our 
mines have pro<luced a quarter of a 
billion dollars, .-ind ns yet tlie stirfac<; 
onlv of the ruelalUrerous mi.-asun-s has 
been si-ralcin-d ; llir lisle-i-i<-s add lo 
tin.- world's weallli .-i >-.-,-irly lah- of 
millions, anil as V'-t of our l!ir.>e score 
of food lishes the i^iilmon only has been 
InUiMi in carncsi. A ^;ricull arc and 
fruit return annually to the farmer 
over sl.K millions, and one tithe only 
of the land is s.-lll.-d ui.on, and not 
one-tentii of that is iimler cultivation. 
Wc have, unexploitcd, millions of acres 
ot pulp-wood running down to iee- 
free winter harbors. Petroleum lU- 
posits, magnetite and hematite iron of 
the highest quality, pyrites, asbestos, 
plumbago, mlra In 28-lnch sheets, 
large deposits ot gypsum, native sil- 
ver amalgam, ores ot manganese, 
chromic iron ore, all the.se await de- 
velopment.

I would say thtit ns a province we 
need •publicity. 'J'o atn-aci and hold 
population two things are needed— 
llvst, to have natni-al adx-anlages; sec- 
ond, to lot the worhl luiow We h.-ive 
tlicm. Tho pralri(\ provinces wi-re 
seized with this truth some three or 
four vears .ago, and .a delermi.'ied pro- 
pagaiirla of publicity h.-is re.sidted in 
an unprectidenled rush to jiossess these 
golden wheat lands; the gri\it central 
wheat belt of Caiuida Is the scene to- 
day of the greatest economic trek In 
the world's history. 

Wiih a diversity of attractions that 
the. prairies can never hope to offer 
, British Columbia has seemed to wail 
i'.'for ' some god-from-tho-machliiB to 
'" strike her hour of destiny. Too long 
' a modest violet, the trinniiet-flower 
(" would be seasonalde -v-.-iriii 1 ion. The 
tlnin is ripe to cry our wares hi the 
market. A vigorous iiolicy of pulilic- 
Ity should be In.uiguraled i),\- the ^;o\-- 
eriuiKMit. 'I'ho W(n-1< already ai-oni- 
pllshed, and thai with vei y lliniti'd 
means, by tlie Tourist associations of

"Does tile dlfllculty He In the lack 
of luanul'actures, transportation, popu- 
lation, labor, available capital, or in 
oursel\-es ';" 

"The fault, dear .nrutus. Is not in 
our stars, but in oursel\-es." AA'o have 
most of us been taught the fallaev- that 
this life Is a "vale of tears," a 
"fleeting show," a "time and plat-e of 
probation," and we sit passive, waiting 
for some great change to be wrought 
upon us from without.

Mr. l-"lumcrfell's do- 
niiitiils strll<o at the roots of llihigs 
and touch tlie verities of life. If the 
object of exlst(Mice and tho end of edu- 
cati<m is merely to leach men to make 
a living, then let ns rest as we are. 
There are no poor in British Columbia, 
and WO, can jog along In.,eomparatlve 
comf6r<' as. If IS,' thrd'e knoals a?day for 
us all, and for the luxurious, "a long 
lie and a tea-breakfast" on Sunday. 

The hope of British Columbia lies in 
her children. Those, more than coal 
measures or seines of lordly salmon 
or heaven-lifting Dmiglas lirs, arc her 
rii-best asset. The iinist perplexing 
rinestions of today will b(> in the hands 
of our cliildreu for solution after we 
ari> dust and luir good swoi-ds rust. 
In their training to a full sweet wo- 
manhood, a virili- manhood, is our hope 
as a nalion. 

Great is the power of environment. 
In her giant mountains, lone lakes, 
d<;op rushing rivers and lush valleys, 
niitvire Intended tills Pacific province 
to cradle a people big and broad and 
unselfish.

'advertiser, wno claims that his ap- 
'paratus or his exorcises are the pana- 
cea. 

As Vr. .Toslah Oldlicld lias written In 
this .luunial for January about the 
■•diet of the I'uturo, It Is appropriate to 
:.supplonient what he says by writing 
•or llio uxcreise ol! the I'liture, says 
•j-lLihtaci! :>li!'.'s 111 Chambers' Journal. 
i!3el'ore X hegiii, however, I had bettor 
dl.scus.s briefly two questions. This 
;diiicuaalon will clear the way for oiu- 
subject. li'irst. .which will be the more 
important factor In national. prpspprRy 
— diet or exercise? tJndoubtedly, diet; 
lor II adds now oleinents that become 
liitoKrul pai-ts of tlu; body; and the 
ideal ili'.a will he as free as possible 
I'roiu I'luiiioiits tliat clo^' or break 
down tiie Ixuly. 

Hut c.xiM'cise will not ho Car behind 
in inthienee; for It will help the body 
to use the food, to ^el rid of the waste, 
to tal;e 111 fresh air, to work sucooss- 
fully and — a most important, and 
tlieroforo most neglected art— tCK econ- 
omize energy and to rest, Secondly, 
•what Is the exercise of the present? 
-For"th'a gfojtt Majority of city-dwell- 
ers, who Conn threo-quarter.s of our 
population, the chief exercises of the 
present are walking and sitting, and 
they arc performed remarkably baiUy. 
It may sound a parado.K to eall sittiiif,' 
ill! exereisi.; but it is </i1o. It in- 
Vv'lvi's the use of KtrouK muscles to 
linld the body In iiositlon. 'IMio result 
of sitthiK, as eoinjiared with lying, is 
M, di'ciai.-d Increase in , the number of 
lioartheals: the result of walking Is a 
still further increasf. 

Walking Is Incomplete. 
• With regard to wallcing, cxeollent as 
it Is, It is not a complete exercise. 
Only an .Ignoramus can say that it Is. 
It uses a great many muscles, but It 
does not use all; neither does it use 
.enough muscles fully — I mean in ihe 
sense of stretching — them — fully— .find 
contracting theni fully.' ' IE does not 
empty the minute blood vessels thor- 
oughly; It does not squeeze and shake 
tlio liver nderiiiiitely. It will not bo 
the sole, or even the chief exerciso of 
the future as it Is of the prcsenl. 

Ill addition to walking and silting, 
cycling aiul gymnastics, and what la 
digniiic'd by the term "pliyslcal cul- 
ture," have been coming into vogue of 
late years. The ordinary gymnastics 



and "physical culture" will have to bo 
altered very considerably before fhcy 
are fitted to survive. Gymnastics and 
a good deal of "pliy.sical culture" with 
apparatus (especially heavy dumb 
bells, grip-bells, and' Ktraii;-work do 
vclopors) involve u vast amount o 
stiff and lioavy and utterly monotonous 
work-, of which a very little should go 
Ciiilto far cuoUKh. 

As to remedial "physical culture' 
with scientific , appanitus — for ex- 
ample, apparatus for curing round 
shoulders — that is a different matter 
So is .the physical culture of the bet- 
ter systems, such as the Ling. But 
even here there la a tendency to a 
smug self-satisfaction, ns if the end of 
knowledge bad been reached and the 
ideal had become the actual. Tiiero 
is not an existing system that has not 
a mighty lot of useful truUi ' to Idarn. 
Various Excellent Games. 

Then there are boxing, fencing, 
singiestiolt, wrestling, and Jujitsu. 
These are already excellent. 'Then 
there are games and athletics, such as 
cricket, fooliiall, hockey, fives, bad- 
minton, lawn tennis, lacrosse, vlgoro, 
and the sports, etc. These, as lliey 
are, are also cxeilent. fur iluisc wlio 
have the sjtiu'u in wbicli to iilay, and 
also the time and money. l!ut the 
majority of people will not play these 
games as they now arc. 'riiere will 
have to be some real changes made, 
chiefly In the direction of adapttttions 
and additions. Then there la, horse 
riding. This will not be a popiilar ex- 
ercise; It is loo. expensive. 

Afucb the same- applies to the sports 
that take life— ihuntlng, llshlng, shoot- 
ing, etc., which a more obvious ob- 
jection will some day Jielp to abolish. 
Archer.v, target shootln.g, however, 
and drilling — on more sensible lines 
than at present — will be lu vogue, not 
so much from the desire to kill as from 
thu desire to be so ready to defend 
home and country as to make an at- 
tack by any enemy utterly unlikely. 
Swiminlng and rowing are already 
popular. They will become more so. 

This short and singularly incomplete 
sketch, which purposely omits many 
branches of exercise — motoring, farm- 
work, gardening, carpentering, build- 
ing, etc. — has already served to point 
out what I think to be some of tho di- 
rections in which the exercise of the 
future will differ from the •exerc^go of 
the present. •;• 
Exercise for All.' 
• --Tlio. most-striking foature-of the ex- 
ercise' of the future will be that it Is 
for all not for a comparatively small 
section of tho people. True, there will 
he many differences betwen tho ex- 
cises of one age, one group, one class, 
and those of another age, group, and 
class. But there will assuredly be a 
common foundation. Tills foundation 
will Include tho correct v.'ay:; of 
breathing, standing, walking, running, 
swimming, sitting, lying, relaxing, and 



so on. For cxamplbl Instead'of the do 

volopment of one, and only one, way 
of breathing, as if this were the only 
way, everv one wlin does not naturally 
breathe v/ell will be taught the way 
to use anil train the varlotis l)reath 
Ings — lower, middle, -and upi)er — till 
the right way becomes automatic. 

At jnesent only a few breathe satis 
factorlly, Tlicse are, for ■ the • ttiost 
part, those who breathe satisfactorily 
by the hght of nature without any 
special teaching; the' rest of us are 
apt either to learn some one-sided 
system or else to go on In their per- 
verted habits. 

In the future the authorities— and 
througli them the parents and school 
masters and mlstre.-jses— will teach 
children not onlv how to breathe, but 
also how to stand .so th.at the chin will 
not poke forward, nor the splno be 
al.noriiially curved (partly through tho 
habit of lopsided standing and sitting, 
nor the abdomen be projected, and so 
on. Thev will teach children how to 
walk and how to run with free and 
direct steps, and with the minimum ol 
eiioi^y and tho maximum of grace. 
Thoy will teach children how to swim, 
making them first master the move- 
ments of the breast-stroke on laud. 
And BO forth. 

Begin at the Beginning. 
The exorcise of the future Will, then, 
begin with the children, ns does, tho 
education of the Hindus, whose chil- 
dren are taught not only about God 
tho All-Father, but also ahmil tho 
right way to breathe and hold the 
body and relax the inusclos. It fol- 
lows, as a corollary, that the exorcise 
of the future will nnl bo tedious and 
nionotnnuus. but will be Ijrief ;ind in- 
tcrestin.g. If not at first, ye't at lea.st 
after a liitlo i)raetico, it will hocoine 
iMijovalile bv itscdf, for its own sake, 
as washing is to a healthy man. It 
follows, as a second corollary, that 
the exercise of the future will bo one 
of the chief considerations and studies 
of the best, tho moat reflned ami In- 
tolllgenl and palnstaltipg men and wo- 
men in the nation. 

Contrast the present state of affairs. 
First, there is fundamental training In 
the A. B. C. of the body's arts for re- 
markably few. ■ I may deviate for ,i 
moment to point out bow the exorcise 
of tho future will be for all. At pre- 
sent authorities and imlividuals excuse 
Ihomselves by saying ili.it there is no 
tiiiie ami no .sjiace for exercise. 'J'liis, 
in the' future, will ho regarded as tbe 
slioercst nonsense, like the excuse of 
tho l.izy man who said that he luid 
forgotten to rise in the morning. Tho 
exercise of the future, at least In this 
fundamental department, in tho A. li. 
C. of the body's arts, will llnd brief 
tij-jiG and narrow space ample for Its 
purposes. 

Both Time and Space. 

Tho authorities and Individuals will 
see things in perspective. They will 



begin by stealing time and space In a 
half guilty and apologetic way. They 
win end by refusing to let this time 
and siiaco bo talicn away fniin them. 
Tlicy will realize that an Integral part 
of tho liberty, .of the subject :1s, -both 
time and s^ace. for funaamenliil oxdi:- 
clses, 

Tho first contrast, then, i.s that at 
present there is I'undumental training 
for remarkably few, and there is sup- 
posed to be no time or space for exr 
erclse for tlie majority. The second 
contrast is that nt present the exer- 
cises offered to the fevv are,' for the 
most part, tedious .and monotonous, 
the varied and exciting exorcises — 
such as golf and football — being as- 
sumed to bo out of tho (lueslidu he- 
.c.iuse of tile lacli of money to pay lor 
them. Ill other words, tho ordinary 
pcrsim thlnlis that he has to clioose 
betwen long und dull drill — mostly 
strain and stress niovenuails of ihe 
most (losperatol.v inliuniau tiiid uiKit- 
tractive sliape — luul eosll\' .\el ex- 
pensive play — -for example, to take two 
extremes, between tho old army exer- 
cises still taught by some ignoramuses 
and a game of real tennis costing sev- 
eral shillings. 

In the future there will be a choice 
between "physical culture" of an en- 
joyable kind, which will not be a se- 
vere tax on time or energy or money 
either. 

Confined to the Few. 

Chillies tuiil spni'is al iires.-nt si^eiu 
lo he cniililied te llie few. .•\ilniir;ihle 
exercises, training the iiilellige'iice and 
character as Well as the muscles, they| 
are imagined to be out of reach el' the 
ni.asses, thotigli it must be clear to all 
thinkers tiiat the masses need and de- 
serve such games every whit as much 
as the "classes." How will tho £u- 
turo provide for the masses? First, it 
will popularize many games and sports 
now forgotten or despised. It will 
treat wilh respect not only cricket and 
footl^.-d), but also prisoner's base, 
rounders, catch, dart-throwing, bowls, 
(liKiits, and tlo/.en.s of other healthy 
amusements. 

It will provide clieap f.acilities for 
these amusements, and also for aiiiipt- 
ed forms of the already honored Kaiues. 
l''or example, in adiliiion to the cricket 
of the held — Ion;; may it reign! — there 
will he adapted cri< l:el, perhaps with 
small bats ami .soft jialls, in courtyards 
(as in the f-l triiigham street council 
school's yard at Wandsworth), on Hat 
roofs. In large, bare rooms, and so on, 
as well as practice-nets. In gymnasia 
(as in the St. Bride institute). In ad- 
dition to tlie racquets of the racquet- 
court there will he adapted racriiuds for 
squash, as it is eallel and tives, with 
soft balls, up riijaiiist ;iny wall. Sec- 
ondly, th'> future, |j.-siiles iiopularlzing 
the good ljul now neglected games, and 
adapting for them, will train children 
to play these games without Injury and 
with success. 



One of the bitterest yet fairest 
eliarges ag.ainst tho exorcise of the 
pr^-smit day Is that of excess. It is 
ur);cd that wo, as a nation, play games 
too much. The accusation can only 
ho made by tho slipshod and unob- 
ser\'unt, who have not studied tho 
masses. It I.s only a few, compara- 
tively, who play ganii's ton much. 
Most peo]ile — nuui. women and clill- 
droii-^do not play nearly enough. But 
undoubtedly the few do play too much, 
wasting time arid money, and straining 
thanisolves.. In. , the future tliere will 
bo' modcratidn in-'iilay. And where 
there Is excess, is there will certainly 
he, that excess will be less fatal than 
It is now.

■■Phe iiiosi brilliant minds in the 
eoinitrs' are belli:; lurtieii not to prai'- 
tieal daily iirohh.'ins l!k<' iliese, whleli 
concern mery living being for the 
greatiT part of his or her life, but lo 
cdhor an I far less important problems. 
Trace the course of a clever boy <o- 
girl. The boy is taught Latin, Greek, 
aritlimetic, I'-rench, and so on, In a 
remarkably inadequate fasiilon. Later 
on he has to decide in what direction 
to turn his brain. He probably thinks 
of tho chiu-ch, tho bar, the army, the 
civil service, :faprp.lng, teaching, busi- 
ness, etc. In the, future he will put 
prominently on his list tho i)rai tk;:d 
study of tho body, as tlio Anierlcans 
arc already doing in tlioir universities, 
under tho able Icadcrsliip of sucli miMi 
as Dr. Anderson, of Yale, and tlio In- 
structors at Harvard, Columbia, 
Princeton, etc. 

Improving the Body. 

In the future some of the very best 
men and women will, I repi-al, devoto 
their very licst encrgii'S to the iiii- 
Iirovement ot the botly and tlu' first 
and most feasible nn-ans to it. The 
iile.'L of a university without a profos- 
.sfir of iiiiysical culture — not ;i morn 
military iliilhnan, but a man (d' edti- 
ctttlon and menial and moral euituro 
— v.ill be loo ridiculous to he believed! 
.And, depen.l upon it, tliesc intelli.gont 
pooplo will not make .sncli mistakes ;ia 
our pedantic "authoiitii:.s" so often 
make today. Like Professor Luther 
Gulick In America, they will, for ex- 



ample, e.vamlne'the question «£ tho 
importance of play, in . education. . Thoy 
will not' dl9ta.te'.absurdUiear.iroiii I-Sdmp 
lll-vontllated . study, .as-. "learned" fos- 
sils do today. Thoy Avill search for 
useful truth. ' 

They will recognize tho value of 
play of tile right sort — a. vtilue physi- 
cal and hygienic, aesthetic, Intellectual, 
economical, social, prospeidlve, (•umu- 
latlve. The.v ivill insist im play ;is an 
integral part of educ.alion. As a con- 
seciuence, tliere will be in tho future 
faeililicH for play. 'rriil.v lo.iay our 
masses are starvi?d for want 'if jilay, 
its they are for want of tho nccaslonal 
sight of grofii lields, silver rivers, yel- 
low sands, blue sky and forest, niinm- 
taiii, and valley. 

As a si-cond eonsi-oucnce, tliere will 
be, in the future, ir.ahiln.g for iday. 
Thi> iulelligonl direoi.)i-s of the na- 
tion's cduealioii, including its play, 
will not only utlli-/.i> simcca for games 
and adapt these yaiiios so as to make 
them appeal to all; they will also com- 
prise tho fundamental physical train- 
ing, in the A B C of the body's arts, 
some exercises that will make the play 
of the great JBngllsh games and sports 
not only safer, but also more success- 
ful and more enjoyable. 

Physical Culture and Play 

I know this may sound far-fetehed. 
Many of those wlio .are sutllciemi.'. 
adv.anced to ree( e.;-id7,,-. the impoi-l.-i iici 
of |ihyslc;il i-iiHure and play, slill llilid> 
that iilivsical ladlure should lie seri- 
ous ami dull (liiie the declension ol 
iiiensa and doininus), and that pla\- 
should siiniily be r>layeJ, never pie- 
pared for, as if it did not matter hi>w 
biully peoplo played! I contend, how- 
ever, thai; this is wrong. Play has its 
lessons. These lessons ai"e not proper- 
ly learned unless play Is properly 
practiced. I feel suro that while th-. 
play should be playt^d so long as the 
game lasts, and played with heart and 
soul, tho alphabet of the play, the 
fundamental moveinents (oorresjiond- 
ing lo the correct movements of the 
wrist and lingiu-s in piano-playing, or 
of the voc;il organs lu vol(!e-produe- 
tioii) sliould be mastered before the 
game begins and between games. 

I niiiy hero niontion an interesting 
point. When, sevor.al years ago, I was 
asked to -write a coinprelumsivo work 
on pliyslcal educatinn, I very carefully 
wrat "into and analyseel various sys- 
tems of physical culture with a view 
to tindin.g out which systems, or rather 
which movcmenls were most vainiible 
practically for all-round training of 
the body with a view to real health 
and fitness, as distinct from mere titii- 
letic achievement; and I found that 
the movements of our great English 
games, especially cricket, football, 
hockey, racquets, lawn tennis, fives, 
etc., and sports, were, whoii correctly 
performed, as good as the jnovemonts 



of any . orthodox: systems, and muc-u 
bettor, than.^ the •' mQ,yements of most. 
'S6.: i.hatj:the; U-ainingJrdf .-"tfio-'body to 
prepare for a i:easbnablc!i. standard of 
success in all games and sportsi woulil 
serve also. as general physical dulturo. 
Exorcise of tho Future 

One jxdiit, however. Is to bo noted, 
anil it lias an impoi'lant bearing on 
this subject of Ihe exercise of the fu- 
ture. I should be williii.g lo sialic in;/ 
vi^ry existcnci! oii llic fnllilineiit of iUl: 
following prophecy. The exercise of 
tho fut\u-o will include adequate train- 
ing ol the loft side, and especially of 
tho ■ leff liand. " The left hand of tho 
future; 'man and woman will not. bo , a 
clumsy .thing, nor will Jt. usiirp .tho 
(unctions of the right band.' ,']3Utr.'>lf 
onl.v for the sake of solf-rospept^ syin- 
metry, and the relief of the right. hand 
especially In ease of nccidont, it will 
he skilful, and cap.iblo of indepondont 
action. Tho exercise of the future 
will nol, like so many syslonis of to- 
day (based on custom ;ind ignorance), 
do most of its movements witli tho 
two hands working alike. As X .said 
helore, ilie e.s-oridsc of the ftilnre ^vllI 
ile'.-isi'd — ;m .1 fi-oui time to linio 
ameiiiPil — iiy iiil.'liigent and cdticuted 
men who shall h,i\'e tholr mind's e.vo 
on the he.st possible all-nnmd rc'sults, 
leslheiie as well as niuscuhir. These 
men will insist lli.u isuli hand be able 
lo work while the ollii.r eillnr rosis 
(.^■arcely one jieisoii In a. hundred 
;u'oporl,\- rests his unus.- 1 and un- 
w;iiited hand) or else, if reiiuired, per- 
I'oniis a ditfei-.nit task- here, .again, 
most ppojile are limientahly int^om- 
peteiit and clum.-i.v. 

.Such seem to me to he some of the 
main resiiccts in which the e.xerclst,' 
of the future will differ from the ex- 
orcise of the present, or, tilas! the al- 
most excrclsele^s sedentariness of tho 
present. In tbe future, thanks to moro 
generally practiced, more sclentUlc, 
more sensible, more interesting, more 
truly educational exercise, wo • shall, 
find a peqplo vflth stronger lungs,- and' 
therefore- with- more endurance and 
power; with stronger hearts, an! 
thei-efore with more courage and etir 
orgy; with • stronger digestion; with 
more beauty and gracefulness, more 
manual skill and success, more happi- 
ness, more all-round prosperity, more 
capnolty to Inspire each other. We 
shall find people a step nearer the Ideal 
of manhood and womanhood, and im- 
proving In every way from gcnorntlon 
to generation. We shall find sueli 
scourges as heart disease, consump- 
tion, and Insanity being swept from 
our land. 

But exorcise must not rely on itself 
alone.' It must work with all other 
sensible helps to fltness! with diet, 
cleanliness, control, intelligence, help- 
fulness. 




'■' "The ' Simla . 'correspondent of the 
iLondon- Times, writing under date of 
June 13th, says:

Ba- 
con, whose essays on Kmplre and Se- 
dition might have been written yes- 
terday for the purpose of the elucida- 
tion of tho present situation, finds the 
ni olives and.GaHSOS .Of seditions, to be 
multiform. Innovation In religion, 
taxes, alteration of laws and customs, 
blreaklng of privileges, g.meial oppres- 
sion; advancement of unworthy per- 
'BOnS, strangers, dearths, disbanded 
Bbldiod.s, factions grown desperate, 
(jomposo the list which. In the ojdn- 
lon of the great philos.)plier, fan cihu- 
munlUes into revolt ag;ilnst superior 
a'nd recognized, authorilj-. In the nuiin, 
even in an iiillial and cijn-or.\- exam- 
ination of tile iireseni troulile, the stu- 
dent will find that inueh of l-!acoii's 
philoso|iliy is .■ipplicahle to the ciuse 
of unrest which tire giving such grave 
•anxiely lo I lie Indian Govoriiment. 
]'^ul, n'liplii-alde as tlie iilillosopliy of 
the Ifdli I'ontury nniy be to this sub- 
ject, as we y\vw it today, wo are at 
jirescnt f.'ice to face with forces in In- 
dia which, oven if the philosopher 
fore-shadowed them, wore foreign to 
Ihe argiimout of his time. We arc 
face to face, it la said, with a product 
of our own cre8,tlon — a spirit of Na- 
tdonalism, vvhioh, Indigenous in the 
. heart, of all mankind. In the soil of 
ejiulty, education, and enlightenment 
is even c'apa^)lo of a development 
more rapid and insidious than when 
nu.rlTired upon oppresBlofa," ' ' 
■ isut It is not the object of tho wrlt- 
, er in tlio present article to enter Into 
^ a- discussion as to the multifarious 
•cauaea which have combined to give 
ua' anxipty. in India. Tbe object is 
rather to place on record some e\- 
amplCii of tho astounding manner in 
which tho lalltudo and freedom of 
.speech and liberty of the press have 
recently been, nnd:aro still being, 
abused; how, mistaking tolerance for 
weakness, , the agitators have turned 
thu liberties of Urltlsh citizcnshli) into 
nil liistriiment f.n- tho promulgation of 
"libels and lltcnilons dlscourjieu 
agalusl the /date." That these may 
be better understood, tho writer has 
selorlcd extract.'; from amongst tho 
journal;! of llie three presidencies 
Which have .embarked upon this cam- 



paign of sedition, together with .some 
passages reproduced which has been 
circulated with malice aforethought 
throughout the native army in the 
Punjab. 

But It should- be clearly undersbjod 
that the character of these quotations 
Is Important and Instructive only by 
reason of the circulalion thoy have had 
during tile agitatiun, and not through 
any signlllcance of the organs which 
liave printed them. The.<e org:ins, as 
f.'ir as can lie ascertaiiual, do not re- 
liresent the feeling of any considerahl(> 
liortion .if the jiopulatlon, t-ither in 
Bengal, IJomhay, or the Punjab. The 
i object of tlie machinery used has been 
I to create ])tibllc oiiinion, not t.> ex- 
' liress It. JJerein lies the danger in 
the "licentious discourses" of their 
editor.s. News sheets of the meanest 
order have become the purveyors of 
seditious instruction to hundreds of 
thousands, so that the time has arriv- 
ed when it is imperative that the 
government should "beware how they 
neglect and suffer matter of trouble to 
be prejiai-ed." 

Tho Ihnit of freedom in public 
speech, as it is understood, by tho 
balanced opinion of the citizens of this 
limiiire, is rational and argued crltl- 
ei.sm of existing and proposed leglala- 
tion; tho anolysia of real or imagin- 
ary grievances; the demonstration of 
public sentiment, as opposed to offi- 
cial estimate; tho laying bare of sttite 
^ or private scandal; and the general 
ventilation ot all social affairs wliidi 
are ..the vested property of a commun- 
ity. The treatment may be diseui- 
slve, argumentative, palliative, dog- 
inatlc, constructive, or even destruc- 
tive, it may be inflammatory 
or reactionary, so long as it 
is content to ndvficiLle the cni- 
jiloyment of constitutional machhu ry 
legitimized for the imrpuse. JUU the 
monnmi it. exceeds the bounds of leiii- 
lierale exhortation to constitutional 
nietliods, ;ind iiicltos its cliimtide, cith- 
er by insinuation or by ojir.n ;irf;uinent 
to unconstitutional melliods. It be- 
coiiie..s an unl.-iv.'fnl instrument, .-lud. 



berly, Witliout bloodshed the con- 
quest of the goddess will not bo ac- 
complished." 

It is a matter of serious considera- 
tion as to how long it is politic, or 
rather possible, to allow licentious 
writing of this churucter to have froo 
circulalion. Tho ordinary machiner.v 
\iy civil iiroseeution hut advertises ;tud 
exlends tlie jiriqia.ganda. Inaction and 
i-onteniptu.ius silence' ;ire mlsun.ier- 
stooil and inisrepn y.-nted. The sheet 
already qiioti.'d w;ix('s stronger, tind 
\vo l iad in an issue of subse(|Uent d.'tte 
llie lollowing: — 

"I>et liie lu'nds of these brutes, these 
insti.iral.irs, be given as an offering at 
tile .Motlier's fc't . . . let twice 7(1 
millions id" In-iiuis ]jick up the .swonl 
and let the demon's !i(-atl roll ;it the 
Mother's feet . . . the aus]iiidous mo- 
ment has c.ime, lose no time . . . Oo 
you not ileal- the clank of arins in 
every household? It Is the sound of 
the w.-ir goddess's fo.it fu-namont be- 
tokening her coming . . . Beggitrs 
and f.diirs in disguise have distribut- 
ed iiaiiiplileis among the native .army 
In Kawalidndl. Tho oppressive Fering- 
hl, conscion.s of his sins, has become 
quite overpowered by his cowardice, 
and Is busy Impeding the path of tho 
students and tho native troops b,\-, 
throwing flimsy obstacles . in their 



way. . . . Tho cup of tho I-higlish- 
man's iniquity is going to bo full." 

In addition to these direct incite- 
ments to murder, those responsible 
for the agitation U.avo now embarked 
upon a more Insidious policy. Realiz- 
ing the limitations of the public press 
even in its most inflammatory efforts, 
they have attempted, and are still ai- 
teinpting, by personal canvas, to 
siiread iliscord amongst the troops of 
tile native army in the Punjab. Tlie 
governnii-nt of the I'unjab, corUent to 
ignore the vaponrings of a venomous 
press, and reiuel.'im to give liiiiKdns 
lo sediti.ms |iroi)agaiida by iiuldic 
prosecution. .sndilenl.\- .'uvoko to the 
fact that a yi.ry I'ar-reaeiiiiig machin- 
ery to spre.id disaffection w.'iS in ex- 
istence. With a promiilituile Ih.it 
was ahiiosl une;umy tlie apostles ol 
the nio\-ement seized upon siieli local 
irritations tis would serve tlicir pur- 
poses witii the nuisses. The Piiiijah 
is unfortunately grevionsl.v slrlcl:en 
with idagtie; in places wlnde fainilios 
are being swept away. Also, certain 
loc;il irritation over the proposed co- 
lonization bill found in mtmy agricul- 
tural centres a soil prepared to re- 
ceive tho seed ot sedition. What wa» 
easier, in view of the confinement of 
plague to insanilary e. ii t re---, than lo 
denionstrate tliai it \'. .i.s a \ isiiatlon 



fi-oni which l':uroiieans and their ser- 
vants were hnmune, and, bniUling .m 
llii.s argument, lo suggest that it w;is 
not an epldi'inic disi a:-e at all, but a. 
device to reihace the iioindation by 
direct gove-i-nment maehination ? The 
credulity of tlie iiaisses in India, can- 
not be gauged by a iiy l';ii roi>ean st;tn - 
dard. Th.'re is tlie fact that the vil- 
lagers in llie I'linjab .-ire succumhing 
to the dise;i.s,j at tbe rate of aO.OOU a 
wool;, ;tnd that Europeans, and those 
ill I'liiropcan canloniiients, are prac- 
lictilly hnmune. Against such clr- 
cuinstantlul evidence no argument 
based on the logical lines of sanitary 
precautions yviU avail. Tho word of 
the agitator appeals much more for- 
cibly to the distracted laborer. The 
g-.jvernniont are poisoning tho well.s. 
'IMiis is no fanciful suggestion. It is 
what is now geiK-rally believed 
llirougli the length and breadth of a 
great iirovlnce. "I'^alse news ... to 
the disadvantage of the state, and 
hastily embraced." 

Manuring the soil .wjth .this "false 
news," tlu; agitators have opened their 
campaign of seduction in the native 
army. To all intents and purposes 
their endeavors have been unavailing. 
At least, that is the olflclal view, 
though behind this optimism there

The most remarkable fea- 
inre in it is its sublel.x-, for in its al- 
l(!gatiinis tliere i.s a substratum of 
truth; but with the Irulii so jjervert- 
ed or insidi.jtisly wortU'd as to fan the 
flame of discontent. 'l"he following 
are tile most remarkable passages. 

On j^iiril tl.'i India tCujranwal.a) iiub- 
llshes an "Open letter to native sol- 
diers frmn a frontier soldier in Am- 
erica." Tlie \vritei- sa\s lliat in only

This was a 
signal triumph foi- Hie allied nriuling 
fiadiis. as all of lliem, ineludlng the 
pi-inters, bookbinders, pressmen, press 
feeders, stereotpyers, electrotypers, 
mailers and bindery women, are par- 
ties to the new contract, and this 
makes Toronto a straight eight-hour 
city for the next Ave years. While the 
scale carries with it no Immediate In- 
crease In iirintcrs wages, a substantial 
advaiiee will begin Jaiiuar\' 1, 1909, 
followed by n further increase on .lan- 
iiary 1, 1910. 'I'oronto, .Montreal and 
]\Iil'waiikr.'o were three of the few re- 
niainiiig cities where tlie printers were 
still working nine hours a day under 
unexpired coiilr.aets. 

Another Industrial census bulletin, 
issued from Ottawa last week, deals 
with the number Of wage-eafnors and 
amount paid fdr'salarles to all classes 
of employees in manufacturing estab- 
lisliments Iri Canada for 1900 and 1905, 
The total of wage-oarncrs in 1000 was 
314,035, nnd the wages paid was $113,- 
249,350. In 1S05 tho wage-onmprs to- 
Uilled 391.487 and the total wages was 
$104,304,490. In live years the num- 
ber of employees Increased by 47,542, 
the amount of wages by $51,145,11

sible ambush to Col. Otter's cainp at 
Swift Curcnt. Tho inforiuiilion that 
came to the fort at Battlcl'ord, before 
tile lilies were cut, was tliat Col. Ot- 
ter was on the wa,\- and that meant 
that be must be niel anil warned be- 
fore ho passed "Sixty Mile Bush." 
Provisioned only for that tlistance, 
tiierefore, the two men, inountt'd on 
the pick of the ponies at tho fort, loft 
at 11 o'clock In tho morning, bearing 
the dispatches. A delay of some 
hours took place at the South Branch 
river, as the leisurely ferry did not ap- 
jioar on the scene till six o'clock. They 
rodo light with just a. blanket and 
their iirovislons consisted only of bis- 
cuits and water. "Sixty :Mllo Hush" 
was reached stifeiy, but there was no 
trace of the advancing coliniin, no that 
meanl that tlie full rlistam-e of ISO 
miles must bo traversed. 

They might have found this pretty 
linrd going had it not been for a for- 
tunate occiirrenee. Thoy met Frank 
Smart (who was shortly afterwards 
killed), with his outlxt, and he provid- 
ed Indian ponies and plenty of pro- 
visions. Ho had not heard of the re- 
bellion. Here an Indian encampment 
was seen and the three men took wide- 
ly diverging routes, meeting later on 
the trail. It was well that tlu^y did 
.so, for four Indians were keen ou tlieir 
tracks. Mowevor, they lost so nui-'h 
time and were so baffled by the man- 
oeuvre, that they gave the hunt. 

Tblrt^■ miles before reaebing; Swift 
Current! the two riders .saw a number 
of men in the distance and thinking 
tliey were lialf-bree<ls on the way to 
join the Indians thoy rodo lialf-brced 
fashion and left ends of blankets hang- 
ing raggedly from their saddles. To 
their surprise the (iBtircs vanished be- 
hind tho hill. AVIth revolvers drawn, 
they turned after, expecting an am- 
Inish, but when they arrived on the 
scone they saw only a lot of frightened 
women huddled round a waggon, the 
men having hidden in. the bu.sli to act 
as sharpshooters. Greiit was the re- 
lief on liolh sides wlieii it was dis- 
covered tliat they were all Battloford 
people, the lirst iiarty having left for 
the east with tho earliest rUiilor oE 
trouble. After that there, was no 
more excitement, and at Swift Current 
Col. Otter was found awaiting orders 
from General Mtddleton, The ride of 
the messengers took sixteen days. 

Mr. Storer tolls a. gruesoino story of 
an incident that occuned some time 
after when In crossing a shallow bit 
of water the corpse of an Indian sud- 
denly shot up at his cnnipanlon's el- 
bow. It was probable that the horse's 
hoot had trodden on the nioccasineil 
foot and in soiiio way made the dead 
man half rise from his watery grave, 
but the man confronted by the sight 
looked for the moniont Uko a corpse 
himself. 

iMr. Storer says that though he had 
read and heard much of Winnipeg's 
marvellous growth, he simply had no 
Idea of Its size. Not only In the heart 
of tho city did the place seem trans- 
formed, as nilglit ha\e been exriected, 
but to see tho bush and iiralrio of the 
old Fort Rouge changed into asphalt 
and lino residences was Komothing he 
had not bargained for. Eighteen years 
may have made a change in tho city 
but they have dealt lightly indeed with 
tho man who has ehosen for his iiom 
the pla,ins which ho loves. Something 
of nature's own fresluirss and strength 
looks out of the blue eyes and tanned 
face of tho soldier of old days who 
modestly tells of bis "luck" In being 
ehosen for a dangerous undertaking.^ 

W. Campbell's First Novel 

When Sir Walter Scott exhausted 
his poetic vein he began lo write the 
great series of Wavcrley novels, and 
delighted the world with stories of lil 
own romantic Scotland. Likewise in 
Canada we have a writer of Scottlsli 
name and Scottish hlood who has 
m.'ido his ntime as a poet, and wii 
although we would imi be so luijiisi as 
to say that bo had i.-xliaiisted hlmsel 
In till' sidieri.' of poesy, has liirneil hi 
ambitiiins to the i-Dniantir novel. 

Til his first novel, a story whicli is ; 
modern echo of the Wavoiieys, and 
j deals with the stormy life nf the i 
dlaeval highlands of Scotland, Wilfred 
Campbell has written what we hoiie 
win prove to be a splendid series 
historical narratlvds. He has tho gift 
of style, tho business of his story, "Ian 
of tho Orcades" (Toronto: Fleming H. 
Revell Co.), is always brisk and many 
of the character delineations are ex- 
ceedingly well done. Wo are si> ac- 
customed nowtida.ys to llu' Iilslorlciil 
novid that we are perhai)S satiated 
Willi this class of fiction, and this 
book, for tliat vi.t.v reasi,ri, may uoi 
secure the wide clnde of readers that 
It deserves. i\Ir. Camjilieii's novel will 
naliinilly inal;e a sijcckil appeal 
every man with Highland blood In his 
veins; hut we can^int inuLgino any 
lieiilthy boy who loves honor, adven- 
ture and romance, or any man or 
woman with the same good old taste, 
and. In addition, with a mature zest 
for finished style, blowing out the 
evening lamp whiln this engrossing 
tale remains unrea<l. 

This much can lie said for .Air. 
Campbell's first novel, and it Is per 
haps ungerierouR to sa.v more. There 
are spots on the .sun, hoN'cver. Tlir 
hero is impossibly good, LiPliu ma iib.ed 
almost. In his cai>aclty for effacing 
himself, and the heroine Is jusf as un 
Inlerestliig and pasty as tho most eon- 
ventioual niaidon in any of ,Slr Walter 
Scott's iioveKs. Llko Sir AValt'>r, .\lr. 
("nmpboll succeeds best in deiilcting 
the villains, Ian, the Chief, and Uncle 
Angus, the priest. Tho character 
sketch of. Prince Albany Is a masterly 
piece o if work. The plot Is marred by 
several glaring improbabilities, notably 
lan's' failure to remember the necessity 
of guarding tho -secret pas.'iage ilurlng 
tho siege, but minor rtefocfs of |ilot or 
treatment of character may ea.sily be 
overlooked In a llrst novel of such dra- 
matic power and charm of style,

11 does not surprise me in the 
least. Like tho rest of the world, I 
lind myself from time to time a guest 
iU a wedding' — a moro or less willing 
and delighted guest. My ♦xpcrionco in 
tills direction extends now, 1 regret lo 
say, over a good nuiny years. During 
lh;it time 1 have noticed a progressive 
ad^•ance in tlie ages of the hajipy pairs 
who have been the recipients of my 
congratulations, and of my Utile cnn- 
tribiilion to their liou.seliolii equipment. 
This is tile more striking l.ieeause it Is 
cluito opiiDsed to one's ordinary experi- 
ence as one goes on in life.

Some of the Disadvantages.

quantity of mere boy and girl senti- 
ment. Perhaps Father Vaughan nuiy 
lind time to Investigate these quis- 
tlons. I might point out thatcontem- 
liorary life oilers every opportunity for 
testing the two theories, for it Is a 
curious thing that tho Idea thai young 
people should defer marriage till they 
have got over their youth and aciiuired 
sufhcient incomes to insure liiem 
against uncomfortable conseipiences. is 
chiefly confined lo the middle strata 
of society. Among the "lower orders" 
boys and girls still fall in lovo and gel 
imirrled without mucli regard lo any- 
thing hut the fact that they are in 
love. (jddlv enough, at the other end 
of tho special scale It Is also still the 
custom for royal youths and maidens 
to mate and acquire families as soon 
as Ihey are of marriageable age. Is 
the percentage of matrimonial failures 
in these cases higher than among the 
prudent and self-contained scions of 
the middle classes'; I do not know, 
but perhaps Sir Gorell Barnes might 
help us to an tinswer. Like my con- 
temporaries, I have sal at the feet of 
Mr. Bernard Shaw, and I am therefore 
snlliclenlly abreast of tho age lo know 
that romance is not merely humbug, 
but a prolific source of social, literary, 
an<l artistic evil. Knowing this, I do 
mv best to regard Romeo and Juliet as 
a i>air of Infatuated mooncalves. But 
1 have a lurking suspicion that matri- 
mony is such a specul.-itive business 
that mere love may be as good a basis 
for It as any other, and thai; the ideal 
ago for marriiigo is the moment when 
the right lad and the right la-ss dis- 
cover one another.

From Wst onwards prntoctionlsts 
have generally realized that tlioir 
strongest arguments are furnished hy 
the actual teachings of liistory. Kew, 
oven ' of theoretical free traders can 
read through the short account of the 
economic policy of the vaiiou.s Euro- 
pean nations given hi List's "System 
of National Economics" wltliout belnf; 
Impressed by the cnmulatlvo .strciiKtii 
of the case for the national protection 
of productive powers. 'i'liat llio pros- 
ont^ fiscal and Imperial controversy in 
this country should product? its outcrop 
of historical writing was incvitaljle. Of 
the historical worlcs wliicli owe tholr 
liisplrallori to the great controversy, 
the broadest in Us scope and the most 
remarkalile has been Mr. Oliver's 
'Alexander Ilanillton." Of the more 
narrowly fiscal boolcs tlie most Im- 
portant " hitliorto has been "Tlio Com- 
ing Reaction," a worlc which, niipoarin^ 
anonymously a few montlis before Mr. 
Chamberlain's Birmingham speecli. 
seems to have passed almost unnoticed, 
though It contains a profoundly in- 
teresting account of tlie rise of nriti.sh 
industry, and more especially of the 
struggle for shipping supremacy with 
the Dutcli.

Tho Impartial historian may, 
l)erhaps, find many details to critici/.e 
In Mr Welsford's presentment. iHs 
worlc Is confessedly hlstolro a these. 
It alms, not at an absolutely true

o far as its oljji'ct is to affect the 
.ontrnver.sies of today, at tlie accmn- 
ulatlon of Idstorical instances illiistiat- 
ing his 'main theme. ,'-;ta(ed In-iofly, 
Mr. A\'elsl'or(rs tlienn! is tlial tin; only 
permanent source of national slrongtb 
is )iatlon,-il pr'Hhictiiin, and tliai the 
neglect of n.alional production, for the 
sal;e of temi'orary advantages, 
wlunlier in tlie slKipc,' of trilmte lr(un 
suliji'cts or dividends from foreign 
investments, or ]iri)IUs for merchants 
anil capitalists, or clieap I'ood for the 
masses, has iuvariably iod to n.alional 
decay and dlsster. 

The book opens with a contrast bo- 
twcen Rome and Constantinople, tho 
two great seats of empire. Rome 
lived on tribute and decayed at the 
core, Willie tho empire still flourished. 
Constantinople was a great Industrial 
and commercial centre and flourished 
after tho territories of the eastern em- 
pire were lost Constantinople owed 
much to nature; Mr. Welsford Insists 
that It owed much also to protection. 
Tho Black Sea trade was a. strict 
monopoly; tho ten per cent tariff "u 
exports and Imports, though not pro- 
tective In Intention or effect, undoubt- 
edly made tho foreign trader contrll)- 
uto his share to the revenue. Tho 
exception of the Venetians from pay- 
ing the duty constituted .a jircl ^ rcMice 
to Venetian goods in tlie i.iyzaiiliiie 
market.

"Welsford, was when the project for a 
lOerman cualoms union adopted by tho 
j,dieL of Nuremberg In l.'>:22 was vetoed 
■ by Charles V. in deference to the rc])- 
resentatlons of the trading cities and 
tho unification and progress of Ger- 
many sot back 300 year.-?. 

Into tliQ internal liistory of tho de- 
voiopniont of Kngllsli industry Ijy jiro- 
tiictivo regulations Mr. Welsford does 
not onti'r in any deia.il. l!ut ho has 
niucli that is interesting to say on tlie 
economic siile of the Hundred Years 
w.ar. Tlio war began Ijecause the 
jiolitical dependence of FlaiKU-r;:, the 
Lancashire of tho Jliddlc Ak' .s on the 
crown of Franco was incompatilile 
v.iih ilH economic dependence upon 
I'lngland, wiiicli controlled tlie supjdy 
of raw wool. It ended when the 
growth of weaving in lOngland made 
her In the eyes of the i'leinings a 
commerci.al ri\-al instead of an ally. 
In iiai they proliiblted the iiiiiiorta- 
tlon of ICngllsb cloth and in l!3.'i Duke 
rhillp the Cood of l-!iirgiiiidy by the 
treaty of Arr.as in.ade pt;aco with the 
l'"reneh and .abaiuknied tlie Kngiisli 
cause. A hundreil years' cnnimerclal 
between JOngl.and and l'"landers 
fullov.-ed, ending in tlio cnmidete su- 
pri'inac.N' nt iOngland as the eiaitro of 
I hi- wniid's \V(jidleii Industry. Spain 
is ..flen (juolcd as liaviiig l.ieen riUned 
by a prot.-clioid.st jiollcy. Mr. We!'- 
f.ird sliows tli.il on the contrary, the 
.'^paiiliirds wi-re determined niilioiders 
of the cause of clieap goods for tho 
consumer, and so convinced bcllovors 
in tho tlieory that the consumer al- 
ways ])ays tho duty that they made 
tholr Import duties light .and their 
export dulloB heavy. In the reign of 
Philip II, indeed, thoy even prohibited 
tho export of nwxnufncturos In order to 
promote cheapness at home, at tho 
same time encouraging by every means 
the Importation of foreign manufac- 
tures. Holland has been hold up 
by free trade economists as furnishing 
a model In her revenue system. Mr. 
Welsford argues that the Dutch taxed 
themselves to death In tho effort to 
maintain a State and an Empire wlth- 
,out tho basis of a groat national pro- 
, auction. When at last tho Congress 
of Vienna provided such a basis in 
1815 by tho union of tlie Notiierlands 
'into a single kingdom, the Dutch threw 
nway tho hone oC greatnesB by refusing 
to accept a tariff adequate to protect 
Belgian Industry.

1 1. v.-as no more 
a svmbolic act m.-irkiiig Ihe end of 
feud'allsni than would bo the s;i<'king 
of Scotlanil Vanl Uy the imeniidoycd 
of London. One lot loose, the fui 
raged until Xaook-mi restor 
and contoiitment, not only by 
arms, but by tlic cifectU-e iirotoitlon 
of French indti.xtry. 'I'liat protection 
was Htm further extended when the 
Berlin decree.'^ excluded I'Jiiglisli trade 
from the whole contiiienl, and when 
the continental market w.'is thrown 
open compulsorll\' to I'^rencli goods, 
whicli nevorllieless continued to en- 
.1oy protection in their lionio market. 
The downfall of Xapolcon w;is follow- 
ed by the reassertlou of Engllsli In- 
dustrial Hupromacy over Kuropo, a su- 
jiremacv v.'hick ColJilon hoped to make 
liermanent by free trade, treating 
J'kii opo as Pitt hiul treated Franco be- 
fore. Europe, after a period of hesi- 
tation, refused tho British offer. Tho 
sequel of that refusal Is the present 
Industrial and political position of 
I'^ngland. Mr. Welsford's view of th.at 
position is e.Nprcssod with abundant 
vigor tln oughout his work. Those who 
are already In ag^reoment with him

tlon so full Of novel and suggestive 
instances Those Whoso point of vlow 
diffei-s from Mr. Welsford's may think 
hi.s conclusions oxaggeralod and may 
feel annoyed by his frankly controver- 
sial tone, but can hardly fall to bo 
impressed by tho facts which ho has 
adduced.

'J'ho word Tory is s.iid |o lie de- 
rived from tile irisli "I'oiridhi', ".a pur- 
ser." ii n.aine first giviai to certain 
bauds of outlaws, who harassed I lie 
I'higllsh seltlenieuts in Ireland, It is 
usi'il ill this senne in Irish idtilo p;i- 
p('rs of U;7lt. The IJme of O.-ittfs plot 
it lieK.an to bo applie,! as a. term of re- 
proach to the Ca\-.alier or Court party 
as supiiosed abettors of that trumped-, 
up conspiracy. Oliver Uoywood's 
I^laries refer, under tho date of Octo- 
ber, ;;i KiSl, to "tho ranters calling 
Ihmnseivo.s Tories, an Irish title f^r 
outlaw persona" which shows that the 
nickname was soon adopted by one 
of tho two great political parties in 
Groat Britain— thq adherents, namely, 
of the ancient constlttiyon of England 
without change, supporters of legal, ec- 
clcHlastlcal and arlstocratlcal author- 
ity. "Their prejudice," said Dr. .lobn- 
son, "is for establl.shmeiit, while tiiat 
of tho Whigs Is for Innovalbui." As 
AVhIg has been largely supcr.scded by 
Liberal, so, slnco 1830, has Tory boon 
superseded by Conservative.
